THE  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received,

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from  Her  Majesty’s  Minister  at  Buenos  Ayres, 
copy  of  a  Decree  issued  by  the  Government  of 
the  Argentine  Confederation  on  the  2nd  Novem¬ 
ber  last,  to  the  following  effect : — 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  given  to  the 
Executive  by  the  law  of  the  National  Congress  of 
the  7th  September,  to  apply  the  sum  of  8,000 
hard  dollars  (£1,600)  to  a  prize  to  be  given  to 
the  inventor  or  introducer  of  the  system  for  pre¬ 
serving  fresh  meat  best  adapted,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Executive,  to  its  working  on  a  large  scale, 
the  President  of  the  Republic  decrees,  that  a  term 
of  six  months  is  fixed,  reckoned  from  this  date,  in 
order  that  those  who  shall  consider  themselves  in 
a  position  to  compete  for  this  prize,  may  present 
their  proposals  within  that  time  to  the  Ministry, 
to  be  examined  in  the  way  the  Government  may 
think  fit.

THE  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received 
from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
copy  and  translation  of  a  Decree,  issued  by  the 
Provisional  Government  of  Spain  on  the  29th 
December  last,  reforming  the  Customs  Tariffs  in 
force  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  as  well  as  a  Sup¬ 
plement  to  that  Decree,  relative  to  the  nation¬ 
alizing  and  importation  of  foreign  vessels,  and 
the  building,  careening,  sale,  and  manning  of 
Spanish  ships. 

The  following  is  the  translation  of  the  Decree 
and  the  Supplement : — 

Art.  1.  The  reform  of  the  Customs  Tariff  of 
the  Philippine  Islands,  made  and  carried  out  by 
the  now  abolished  “  Superintendencia  General  de 
Hacienda,”  in  fulfilment  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
21st  November,  1860,  is  hereby  approved,  with 
the  following  modifications,  viz.,  that  for  all 
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financial  operations  the  metrico-decimal  system 
be  used,  and  that  woollen  fabrics  be  classified  by 
weight,  like  other  articles,  instead  of  calculating 
the  duty  on  them  by  length. 

Art.  2.  The  following  form  is  given  to  the 
modifications  made  by  the  aforesaid  “  Superin¬ 
tendence”  in  various  divisions  of  the  Tariff. 

Div.  35.  Duties  on  Gin,  Bitters  (ajinjo),  &c., 
including  the  barrels.  The  marked  duty  is  main¬ 
tained,  but  the  barrels  shall  pay  separately. 

The  “  Intendencia,”  having  heard  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Branch,  shall  make  a  proportionate 
reduction  in  the  duty  on  this  article  ;  that  reform 
may  be  at  once  brought  into  action,  in  temporary 
substitution  for  the  former  reform,  which  is  con¬ 
trary  to  the  usual  Customs  practice;  but  the  Provi¬ 
sional  Government  must  be  consulted  thereon. 

Div.  268.  Impure  Carbonate  of  Soda.  —  Re¬ 
ducing  the  duty  to  8  escudos,  instead  of  16,  as 
marked  in  the  Tariff. 

Div.  1035.  Plush  and  Shaggy  Cloths,  whe¬ 
ther  plain,  worked,  or  printed,  shall  pay  at  the 
rate  of  260  escudos  per  quintal,  instead  of  at  the 
rate  of  520,  as  formerly. 

Div.  298.  Barley,  whether  cleansed,  pearl,  or 
peeled.  The  duty  is  reduced  to  24  escudos  per 
quintal,  instead  14  dollars  per  pound,  as  marked 
in  the  Tariff. 

Div.  1004.  Red  Cotton,  for  weaving. 

Div.  1005.  White  Cotton,  unbleached  ditto,  or 
Cotton  of  other  colours,  for  weaving. 

Div.  1006.  Yellow,  Pink,  and  Green  Cotton, 
for  weaving. 

These  three  divisions  shall  be  amalgamated 
in  one  division  (No.  1005),  which  shall  be  drawn 
up  in  the  following  manner : — 

Spun  Cotton  for  weaving,  whether  unbleached 
white,  or  coloured,  120  escudos  per  quintal ; 
duties  7  or  14  per  cent.,  according  to  the  flag,  if 
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coming  from  abroad :  and  3  or  8  per  cent., 
respectively,  if  coming  from  Spanish  possessions. 

Mixed  Woven  Goods.  The  following  articles 
are  added  to  the  Tariff : — Cloths,  thick  worked 
Cloths  (Pateneures),  Kerseymeres,  Beaver  Cloths 
(Castorinas),  and  Serge,  made  half  of  wool  and 
half  of  cotton  in  the  woof  and  warp,  with  a  duty 
of  75  centimes  of  a  dollar  per  square  yard  ;  the 
duty  to  be  for  the  future  modified  according  to 
weight,  in  conformity  with  Article  1  of  this 
Decree. 

The  following  is  the  definition  of  Thin  Woven 
Goods  :  —  All  articles  in  which  there  is  room  be¬ 
tween  each  two  threads  for  another  thread  of  the 
same  size  shall  be  considered  as  Thin  Woven 
Goods. 

Coal  from  the  mines  of  Cebu  shall  be  exported 
free  of  duty. 

Art.  3.  The  “  Intendencia”  shall  particularly 
apply  itself  to  the  reforming  of  the  Tariff  anew, 
by  making  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent,  in  all 
additional  duties  over  and  above  the  3  and  8  per 
cent.,  which  are  the  general  rates  of  duty ;  and 
by  reducing  the  differential  duty  by  50  per  cent, 
also.  Those  two  duties  shall  be  maintained  for 
two  years,  counting  from  the  date  at  which  this 
Decree  comes  into  force,  and  shall  be  abolished 
at  the  expiration  of  that  term. 

Art  4.  In  the  new  Tariff  all  the  present  ex¬ 
port  duties  shall  be  abolished.  But  exporters 
must  declare  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
goods  they  export ;  and  the  Customs  Administra¬ 
tions  must  intervene  and  note  them  down,  for  the 
purpose  of  drawing  up  the  Commercial  Statistics 
of  the  Islands. 

Art.  5.  The  following  additional  charges  are 
also  abolished,  viz.,  the  2  per  cent,  on  European 
merchandize  imported  in  Spanish  vessels  coming 
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from  the  ports  of  Asia  and  Oceania,  and  the 
1  per  cent,  on  ditto  from  Singapore. 

Art.  6.  All  the  dues,  hitherto  known  as  Light 
House,  Cleansing,  Anchorage,  Loading,  and  Dis¬ 
charge  Dues,  &c.,  shall,  by  the  said  “  Inten- 
dencia”  having  heard,  the  Junta  of  Tariffs  and 
Finance,  be  amalgamated  into  one  sole  due, 
called  Duty  on  Unloading  (descarga),  which 
shall  be  charged  on  the  tons  of  1,000  kilo¬ 
grams  of  merchandize  unloaded  ;  and  the  new 
duty  shall  be  made  to  bear  a  proper  proportion  to 
the  abolished  dues,  the  rates  being  different  for 
vessels  navigating  the  high  seas,  for  coasting 
vessels,  and,  among  the  latter,  for  those  of  less 
than  20  tons  measurement.  Should  a  vessel, 
forced  to  put  into  port  by  stress  of  weather,  or 
any  other  “  forca  majeure,”  trans-ship  her  cargo 
to  another  vessel,  or  unload  with  the  intention  of 
loading  again,  she  shall  not  pay  the  due,  which 
is  only  chargeable  on  merchandize  unloaded  for 
the  purpose  of  being  introduced  into  the  Islands. 

Art.  7.  The  duty  on  unloading  shall  be  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Customs-houses,  and  shall,  like  all 
other  general  imposts,  be  paid  into  the  public 
treasury. 

Art.  8.  The  Customs  Administration  of 
Manilla  shall  receive  the  character  of  the  Central 
Administration  of  the  Branch,  and  shall  at  once 
take  charge  of  the  despatch  of  the  matters  con¬ 
fided  with  that  character  to  the  Tax  Administra¬ 
tion  ;  but  the  head  of  the  latter  shall  preserve 
the  character  of  Revenue  Inspector,  aud  shall 
take  cognizance  of  the  appeals  from  the  decisions 
of  the  former.

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The  rules  now  enforced  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  concerning  the  importation  and  national¬ 
izing  of  foreign  vessels,  and  the  building, 
careening,  sale,  and  manning  of  Spanish  ships, 
are  not  sufficiently  in  accordance  with  the  Decrees 
lately  issued  on  that  subject  iu  the  Peninsula,  nor 
are  they  in  conformity  with  generally  received 
financial  principles.  To  remedy  this  evil,  it  will 
be  proper  to  apply  to  the  administration  of  those 
Colonies  some  of  the  Articles  of  the  Decrees 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  on  22nd  No¬ 
vember  last,  thus  obtaining  practical  results 
favourable  to  the  liberty  and  facility  of  naviga¬ 
tion. 

Therefore,  as  a  Supplement  to  the  Decree  of 
this  day’s  date,  reforming  the  Customs  Tariffs  of 
those  Islands,  and  in  the  exercise  of  my  powers 
as  a  Member  of  the  Provisional  Government,  and 
Minister  of  the  Colonies,  in  conformity  with  the 
Council  of  Ministers,  I  decree  the  following: — 
Art.  1.  Ships  of  all  kinds,  whether  wooden  or 
iron,  may  be  introduced  into  the  Philippine 
Islands,  on  the  payment  of  the  following  duties : 
Wooden  ships  of  and  under  100  tons  of  a 
cubic  metre  each,  shall  pay  per  metrical 
ton  . .  . .  . .  . .  13  escudos 

Ships  from  101  to  300  tons,  ditto  10  „ 

Ships  of  301  tons  and  upwards,  ditto  5  ,, 

Iron  ships,  no  matter  of  what  ton¬ 
nage,  ditto  . .  . .  . .  5  „ 

Art.  2.  When  foreign  vessels  shall  have  been 
repaired  in  the  Islands  so  as  to  render  them  per¬ 
fectly  fit  for  sea,  and  their  owners  wish  to  na¬ 
tionalize  them,  they  shall  pay  4  escudos  per  ton 
only,  if  the  repairs  cost  more  than  three  times  the 
value  of  the  purchase  of  the  vessel,  and  8  escudos 
should  these  repairs  have  cost  more  than  double 
the  purchase  money  without  reaching  three  times 
that  amount. 
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Art.  3.  The  tons  of  a  cubic  metre  each,  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  foregoing  Articles,  shall  be  those 
which  the  ships  measure  altogether,  without  the 
deduction  of  any  space  or  division  below  deck  ; 
but  in  the  dues  on  each  ton  are  included  those  on 
all  the  instruments,  machinery,  utensils,  and 
fittings  mentioned  in  Notes  20  and  21  of  the 
Customs  Tariff  in  force  in  the  Peninsula. 

Art.  4.  Any  Spanish  vessel  may  be  freely 
careened  and  exaffitmd  in  any  foreign  port. 

Art.  5.  The  owners  of  Spanish  vessels  may 
freely  sell  or  mortgage  them,  either  to  Spaniards 
or  foreigners  ;  and  for  this  purpose  Article  592  of 
the  Commercial  Code  is  hereby  abolished. 

Aut.  6.  Ships  may  be  manned  with  any  number 
of  seamen  that  their  owners  and  captains  may 
think  necessary,  according  to  Article  24,  Divi¬ 
sion  10,  of  the  “Ordenanzas  do  Matriculas,”  now 
in  force,  and  to  Articles  1  and  4  of  the  Royal 
Decree  of  27th  November,  1867.  If,  in  a  foreign 
port,  the  captain  or  owner  should  not  find  suffi¬ 
cient  Spanish  seamen  to  man  his  vessel,  he  may 
complete  his  crew  with  foreigners,  with  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  Consul  or  Marine  Authorities. 

Art.  7.  All  kinds  of  materials,  imported  for  the 
building-,  careening,  or  repairing  of  iron  or 
wooden  vessels,  of  whatever  tonnage  ;  manufac¬ 
tured  effects  necessary  for  the  fitting  out  of  the 
same;  and  materials  imported  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  repairs  of  the  machinery  and  boilers  of 
steam  vessels,  of  whatever  system  and  power, 
shall  pay  the  corresponding  duties  marked  in  the 
Customs  Tariff  ;  but  the  said  duties  shall  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  builders  and  manufacturers,  on 
their  demand,  when  they  prove  that  the  said 
materials  and  effects  were  imported  for,  and 
used  in,  the  said  construction  or  repairs  of  ships, 
machinery  or  boilers. 

Art.  8.  For  the  restitution  of  the  dues,  the 
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value  of  the  weight  or  volume  of  the  materials  or 
effects,  as  marked  in  the  Tariff,  shall  be  calculated 
by  the  weight  or  volume  of  the  work  done ;  so 
that  the  revenue  may  have  the  benefit  of  that 
part  of  the  dues  which  may  correspond  to  the 
waste  resulting  from  the  construction,  or  from 
the  transformation  of  the  said  materials  on  their 
application  to  the  said  works. 

Art.  9.  Articles  387,  390,  and  391  of  the 
Philippine  Customs  Instructions  are  hereby  abro¬ 
gated.

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made 
and  passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holden 
in  the  6tli  and  7th  years  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign, 
intituled  “  An  Act  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the 
exercise  of  power  and  jurisdiction  by  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty  within  divers  countries  and  places  out  of 
Iler  Majesty’s  dominions,  and  to  render  the  same 
more  effectual,”  it  is,  amongst  other  things, 
enacted  that  it  is  and  shall  be  lawful  for  Her 
Majesty  to  hold,  exercise,  and  enjoy  any  power  or 
jurisdiction  which  Her  Majesty  now  hath,  or  may 
at  any  time  hereafter  have,  within  any  country 
or  place  out  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  in  the 
same  and  as  ample  a  manner  as  if  Her  Majesty 
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had  acquired  such  power  or  jurisdiction  by  the 
cession  or  conquest  of  territory : 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty  hath  power  and 
jurisdiction  in  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  Madagascar : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision 
for  the  due  and  effectual  exercise  of  such  power 
and  jurisdiction: 

1.  Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  and  by  virtue 
of  the  said  recited  Act  of  Parliament,  Her 
Majesty  is  pleased,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  Her  Majesty’s  Consuls  appointed  to  reside  in 
the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  carry  into  effect, 
and  to  enforce  by  the  means  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned  and  provided,  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  the  stipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  June  27, 
1865,  or  of  any  regulations  appended  to  that 
Treaty,  or  any  which  may  hereafter  be  made 
between  Her  Majesty,  her  heirs  and  successors, 
and  the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  her  heirs  and 
successors ;  and  to  make  and  to  enforce  by  fine 
or  imprisonment,  or  both,  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  observance  of  the  stipulations  of  any  such 
Treaty,  and  for  the  peace,  order,  and  good 
government  of  Her  Majesty’s  subjects  being 
within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Mada¬ 
gascar,  her  heirs  and  successors. 

2.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  a  copy  of  all 
such  Rules  and  Regulations  made  by  the  said 
Consul  shall  forthwith  be  affixed,  and  kept  affixed 
and  exhibited  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the 
public  office  of  the  said  Consul,  and  that  printed 
copies  of  the  said  Rules  and  Regulations  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible,  be  provided  by  the  said  Consul, 
and  sold  at  a  price  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for 
each  copy  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  convicting  any 
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person  offending-  against  the  said  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations,  and  for  all  other  purposes  of  law  whatso¬ 
ever,  a  printed  copy  of  the  said  Rules  and 
Regulations  certified  under  the  hand  of  the  said 
Consul  to  be  a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  be  taken 
as  conclusive  evidence  of  such  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  and  all  things  therein  respectively  contained, 
and  no  penalty  shall  be  incurred  or  shall  be 
enforced  for  the  breach  of  any  such  Rules  and 
Regulations  to  be  hereafter  made,  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  so  affixed  and  exhibited  for  one 
calendar  month  in  the  public  office  of  the  Consul : 
Provided  always,  that  any  such  Rule  or  Regu¬ 
lation  made  by  Her  Majesty’s  Consul,  and  to  be 
enforced  by  a  penalty,  shall  before  the  first  day 
on  which  the  same  shall  be  so  affixed  or  exhibited, 
be  transmitted  to  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  for  allowance  or 
disallowance ;  and  if  any  such  Rule  or  Regulation 
shall  be  disallowed  by  Her  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  the  same 
shall  cease  to  have  effect  from  the  receipt  by  the 
Consul  of  such  disallowance ,  nevertheless,  the 
Consul  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against 
in  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  Courts  in  regard  to  any 
act  done  by  him  under  such  Rule  or  Regulation 
previously  to  the  receipt  of  its  disallowance  by 
such  Consul. 

3.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  as  aforesaid, 
upon  information  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any 
person  that  a  British  subject  has  violated  any  of 
the  stipulations  of  any  Treaty,  or  of  any  Regula¬ 
tions  appended  to  any  Treaty,  between  Her 
Majesty  and  the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  or  has 
disregarded  or  infringed  airy  of  the  Rules  or 
Regulations  for  the  observance  of  the  stipulations 
of  any  such  Treaty  affixed  and  exhibited  according 
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to  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding  Article  of 
this  Order,  to  summon  before  him  the  accused 
person  and  to  receive  evidence,  and  to  examine 
witnesses  on  oath,  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
such  person  in  regard  to  the  offence  laid  to  his 
charge,  and  to  award  such  penalty  of  fine  or 
imprisonment  against  any  person  convicted  of  an 
offence  against  any  such  Treaty  or  appended 
Regulations,  or  against  the  said  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  as  maybe  specified  therein  respectively;  and 
any  charge  against  a  British  subject  for  a  breach 
of  any  such  Treaty  or  appended  Regulations, 
or  for  a  breach  of  such  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  observance  of  any  such  Treaty,  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  Consul  without  Assessors  : 
Provided  always,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  penalty 
to  be  incurred  by  a  breach  of  such  Rules  and 
Regulations  exceed  500  dollars,  or  three  calendar 
months’  imprisonment. 

4.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  any  charge 
against  a  British  subject  for  a  breach  of  Rules 
and  Regulations  other  than  those  relating  to  the 
observance  of  Treaties  shall,  in  like  manner,  be 
heard  and  determined  by  Her  Majesty’s  Consul , 
and  in  all  cases  in  which  the  penalty  shall  not 
exceed  200  dollars,  or  one  calendar  month’s  im¬ 
prisonment,  the  Consul  shall  hear  and  determine 
the  charge  summarily  without  the  aid  of  Asses¬ 
sors  ;  but  where  a  penalty  attached  to  a  breach 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  other  than  those 
relating  to  the  observance  of  Treaties  shall 
amount  to  more  than  200  dollars,  or  to  imprison¬ 
ment  for  more  than  one  calendar  month,  the 
Consul,  before  he  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
charge,  shall  summon  two  disinterested  British 
subjects  of  good  repute  to  sit  with  him  as  Asses¬ 
sors,  which  Assessors,  however,  shall  have  no 
authority  to  decide  on  the  innocence  or  guilt  of 
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the  person  charged,  or  on  the  amount  of  fine  or 
imprisonment  to  be  awarded  to  him  on  conviction, 
but  it  shall  rest  with  the  Consul  to  decide  on  the 
guilt  or  innocence  of  the  person  charged,  and  on 
the  amount  of  fine  or  imprisonment  to  be  awarded 
to  him :  Provided  always,  that  in  no  case  shall 
the  penalty  to  be  attached  to  a  breach  of  Rules 
and  Regulations  other  than  those  for  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  Treaties  exceed  500  dollars,  or  three 
calendar  months’  imprisonment ;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  the  event  of  the  said  Assessors, 
or  either  of  them,  dissenting  from  the  con¬ 
viction  of  the  party  charged,  or  from  the  penalty 
of  fine  or  imprisonment  awarded  to  him  by 
the  Consul,  the  Consul  shall  take  a  note  of 
such  dissent,  with  the  grounds  thereof,  and  shall 
require  good  and  sufficient  security  for  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  pei son  convicted  at  a  future  time, 
in  order  to  undergo  his  sentence  or  receive  his 
discharge  ;  and  in  default  of  such  security  being 
given,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul  to  cause 
the  person  to  be  detained  in  custody  until  such 
security  is  given. 

5.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  if  any  person 
who  shall  have  committed  or  been  charged  with 
any  breach  of  or  offence  against  the  Treaty,  or 
any  such  Rules  and  Regulations  as  aforesaid, 
shall  escape  or  remove  from  the  Consular  Dis¬ 
trict  within  which  the  fact  was  committed,  and 
shall  be  found  within  another  Consular  District, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul  within  whose  dis¬ 
trict  such  person  shall  be  so  found,  to  proceed 
against  him  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  fact 
had  been  committed  within  such  district. 

G.  And  it  is  further  ordered  that  all  suits,  dis¬ 
putes,  differences,  and  causes  of  litigation  of  a 
civil  nature  arising  between  British  subjects 
within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagas¬ 
car,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  Her 
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Majesty’s  Consul,  who  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
and  arbiter  thereof  respectively ;  subject  never¬ 
theless  to  an  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the 
Consul  therein  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Mauritius,  in  cases  where  the  sum  or  matter  at 
issue  is  of  the  amount  or  value  of  200  dollars  or 
upwards :  Provided  always,  that  the  party  in¬ 
tending  so  to  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the 
said  Consul  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
determination  of  the  case  by  the  Consul,  by  him¬ 
self  or  his  agent,  give  to  the  Consul  notice  in 
writing  of  his  appeal  to  the  said  Supreme  Court 
of  the  Mauritius ;  whereupon  the  Consul  shall  as 
speedily  as  possible,  transmit  to  the  said  Supreme 
Court  all  the  documents  which  were  produced 
before  him  in  the  case,  and  none  other,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  evidence  taken  before 
him  in  the  case,  and  of  the  grounds  on  which 
his  decision  was  formed,  and  shall  forthwith 
notify  to  the  several  parties  the  transmission  of 
the  said  proceedings  to  the  said  Supreme  Court : 
Provided  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Consul  to  require  from  any  person  so  appealing 
to  the  said  Supreme  Court  reasonable  security, 
to  consist  in  part  of  one  or  two  sufficient  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Consul,  that  such  person 
so  applying  will  duly  prosecute  his  appeal,  and 
will  abide  by  the  decision  to  be  given  therein  by 
the  said  Supreme  Court,  and  that  in  case  such 
appeal  shall  fail,  he  will  answer  and  satisfy  all 
costs,  loss,  and  damages  sustained  by  the  other 
party,  by  reason  of  such  appeal. 

7.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  summon  not 
less  than  two,  and  not  more  than  four,  disinter¬ 
ested  British  subjects  of  good  repute,  to  sit  with 
him  as  Assessors  at  the  hearing  of  any  suit,  dis¬ 
pute,  difference,  or  cause  of  litigation  whatever 
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of  a  civil  nature  brought  before  him  for  decision  ; 
and  in  case  the  sum  sought  to  be  recovered  shall 
exceed  500  dollars,  such  suit  shall  not  be  heard 
by  the  Consul  without  Assessors,  if  within  a 
reasonable  time  such  Assessors  can  be  procured ; 
but  the  Assessors  aforesaid  shall  have  no  autho¬ 
rity  to  decide  on  the  merits  of  such  suit ;  but  in 
the  event  of  such  Assessors,  or  any  of  them,  dis¬ 
senting  from  the  decision  of  the  Consul,  the 
Consul  shall  enter  the  fact  of  such  dissent  and 
the  grounds  thereof  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  in  case  of  appeal  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Mauritius,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  documents  relating  to  the  suit. 

8.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  enforce  his 
decision  in  favour  of  or  against  a  British  subject 
in  a  civil  suit,  dispute,  difference  or  cause  of  liti¬ 
gation,  by  distress  and  sale,  or  imprisonment,  in 
like  manner  as  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  Mauritius  in  a  civil  suit  is  enforced  within 
the  same. 

9.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  in  case  of 
an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Mauritius 
from  the  decision  of  Her  Majesty’s  Consul,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Supreme  Court,  upon 
such  terms  as  to  costs  and  otherwise  as  it  shall 
think  proper,  to  admit  any  further  legal  evidence 
besides  that  adduced  before  the  Consul,  on  its 
being  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
Supreme  Court,  by  oath  or  affidavit,  that  the 
party  desiring  to  produce  such  further  evidence 
was  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  such  evidence, 
or  was  taken  by  surprise  at  the  hearing  before 
the  Consul,  or  was  unable  to  produce  it  before  the 
Consul  after  due  and  reasonable  diligence  and 
exertion  on  his  part,  or  where,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  case,  it  shall  appear  to  the  said 
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Supreme  Court  that  further  evidence  ought  to  be 
received. 

10.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  Her 
Majesty’s  Consul  shall  have  power  in  any  civil 
suit,  dispute,  difference,  or  cause  of  litigation  to 
examine  on  oath,  or  in  such  form  and  with  such 
ceremonies  as  the  witness  may  declare  to  be 
binding  on  his  conscience,  any  witness  who  may 
appear  before  him,  and  shall  have  power,  on  the 
application  of  any  party  in  such  suit,  to  issue  a 
compulsory  order  for  the  attendance  of  any 
person  being  a  British  subject  who  may  be  com¬ 
petent  to  give  evidence  in  such  suit :  and  any 
British  subject  who  shall  have  been  duly  served 
with  any  such  compulsory  order,  and  with  a 
reasonable  notice  of  the  day  of  hearing  of  such 
suit,  and  upon  his  expenses  of  appearing  as  a 
witness  having  been  paid  or  tendered  to  him  by 
the  party  at  whose  application  he  shall  have  been 
ordered  to  attend,  shall,  on  his  wilful  default  to 
appear  as  a  witness  at  the  hearing  of  such  suit, 
be  punished  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  100  dollars, 
or  with  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Consul. 

11.  Every  witness,  being  a  British  subject,  so 
examined  on  oath,  whether  before  the  Consul  or 
before  an  officer  duly  authorized  by  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  of  Madagascar  to  act  judicially,  who 
shall  in  any  such  examination  give  wilfully  false 
testimony,  may  be  convicted  of  and  punished 
for  the  crime  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

12.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  promote  the 
settlement  of  any  civil  suit, 'dispute,  difference,  or 
cause  of  litigation,  by  amicable  agreement 
between  the  parties :  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  several  parties,  to  refer  the  decision  of  a 
suit  or  contention  to  one  or  more  Arbitrators,

and  to  take  security  from  the  parties  that  they 
will  be  bound  by  the  result  of  such  arbitration : 
and  the  award  of  such  Arbitrator  or  Arbitrators 
shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  Her 
Majesty’s  Consul  in  such  civil  suit,  dispute, 
difference,  or  cause  of  litigation,  and  shall  be 
entered  and  recorded  as  such,  and  shall  have  the 
like  effect  and  operation,  and  shall  be  enforced 
accordingly,  and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  and  shall  not  be  open 
to  appeal,  unless  the  same  shall,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  have  been  ordered  by  the 
Consul  to  be  set  aside,  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
not  final,  or  is  defective,  or  that  the  Arbitrator 
or  Arbitrators  have  exceeded  their  authority,  or 
have  been  guilty  of  misconduct  in  the  matter. 

13.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  cause  to  be 
apprehended  and  brought  before  him  any  British 
subject  who  may  be  charged  with  having  com¬ 
mitted  any  crime  or  offence  within  the  dominions 
of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar ;  and  such  Consul 
shall  thereupon  proceed  with  all  convenient  speed 
to  inquire  of  the  same,  and  for  such  purpose  shall 
have  power  to  examine  on  oath,  or  in  such  form 
and  with  such  ceremony  as  the  witness  shall 
declare  to  be  binding  on  his  conscience,  any 
witness  who  may  appear  before  him  to  prove  the 
charge,  and  also  shall  have  power  to  compel  any 
person,  being  a  British  subject,  who  may  be  com¬ 
petent  to  give  evidence  as  to  the  guilt  or  inno¬ 
cence  of  the  party  so  charged,  to  appear  and  give 
evidence,  and  to  punish  the  wilful  default  of  any 
such  person  to  appear  and  give  evidence,  after 
reasonable  notice  of  the  day  of  the  hearing  of 
such  charge,  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  in  like 
manner  as  is  provided  in  Article  10  of  this  Older, 
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and  shall  examine  every  such  witness  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  and  hearing  of  the  party  accused,  and  shall 
afford  the  party  accused  all  reasonable  facility  for 
cross-examining  such  witness,  and  shall  cause  the 
deposition  of  every  such  witness  to  be  reduced  to 
wilting,  and  the  same  to  be  read  over,  and,  if 
necessary,  explained  to  the  party  accused,  to¬ 
gether  with  any  other  evidence  that  may  have 
been  urged  against-  him  during  the  course  of 
the  inquiry,  and  shall  require  such  accused  party 
to  defend  himself  against  the  charge  brought 
against  him,  and,  if  necessary,  advise  him  of  the 
legal  effect  of  any  voluntary  confession,  and  shall 
take  the  evidence  of  any  witness  whom  the 
accused  party  may  tender  to  be  examined  in  his 
defence ;  and  every  witness,  being  a  British  sub¬ 
ject,  so  examined  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  upon 
any  such  occasion  give  wilfully  false  testimony, 
may  be  convicted  of,  and  punished  for,  the  crime 
of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury ;  and,  when  the 
case  has  been  fully  inquired  into,  and  the  inno¬ 
cence  or  guilt  of  the  person  accused  has  been 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Consul,  the 
Consul,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  either  discharge 
the  party  accused  from  custody,  if  satisfied  of  his 
innocence,  or  proceed  to  pass  sentence  on  him,  if 
satisfied  of  his  guilt ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  Consul,  having  inquired  of,  tried,  and  deter¬ 
mined  in  the  manner  aforesaid  any  charge  which 
may  be  brought  before  him,  to  award  to  the 
party  convicted  any  amount  of  punishment  not 
exceeding  imprisonment  for  one  calendar  month, 
or  a  fine  of  200  dollars. 

14.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  if  the  crime 
or  offence  whereof  any  person,  being  a  British 
subject,  may  be  accused  before  Her  Majesty’s 
Consul  as  aforesaid,  shall  appear  to  such  Consul 
to  be  of  such  a  nature  as,  if  proved,  would  not  be 
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adequately  punished  by  the  infliction  of  such 
punishment  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  Consul  to  summon  not  less  than  two,  or  not 
more  than  four,  disinterested  British  subjects  of 
good  repute  to  sit  with  him  as  Assessors  for 
inquiring  of,  trying,  and  determining  the  charges 
against  such  person ;  and  the  Consul,  when  he 
shall  try  any  such  charge  with  the  assistance  of 
Assessors  as  aforesaid  shall,  if  he  is  himself  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  guilt  of  the  party  accused,  have 
power  to  award  any  amount  of  punishment  not 
exceeding  imprisonment  for  twelve  calendar 
months,  or  a  fine  of  1,000  dollars  ;  and  the  Asses¬ 
sors  aforesaid  shall  have  no  authority  to  decide 
on  the  innocence  or  guilt  of  the  party  accused,  or 
on  the  amount  of  punishment  to  be  awarded  to 
him  on  conviction  ;  but,  in  the  event  of  the  said 
Assessors,  or  any  of  them,  dissenting  from  the 
conviction  of,  or  from  the  amount  of  punishment 
awarded  to,  the  accused  party,  the  Assessors  or 
Assessor  so  dissenting  shall  be  authorized  to 
record  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  the 
grounds  on  which  they  or  he  may  so  dissent,  and 
the  Consul  shall  forthwith  report  to  the  Supreme 
Court  at  the  Mauritius  the  fact  of  such  dissent,  and 
of  its  having  been  so  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
the  proceedings,  and  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,,  lay 
before  the  said  Court  copies  of  the  whole  of  the 
depositions  and  proceedings,  with  the  dissent  of 
the  Assessor  or  Assessors  recorded  therein ;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  thereupon  for  the  Court,  by 
warrant  under  seal  addressed  to  the  Consul,  to 
confirm,  or  vary,  or  remit  altogether,  as  to  the 
Court  may  seem  fit,  the  sentence  and  punishment 
awarded  to  the  party  accused,  and  such  Consul 
shall  give  immediate  effect  to  the  injunction  of 
any  such  warrant :  Provided  always,  that  in  any 
case  in  which  the  Assessor  or  Assessors  shall 
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dissent  from  the  conviction  of,  or  from  the  amount 
of  punishment  awarded  to,  the  accused  party,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  take 
good  and  sufficient  bail  from  the  accused  party  to 
appear  and  undergo  the  punishment  awarded  to 
him,  provided  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof  be 
confirmed  by  the  Court,  which  punishment  so 
confirmed  shall  commence  and  take  effect  from 
the  day  on  which  the  decision  of  the  Court  shall 
be  notified  to  the  party  accused. 

15.  -And  in  order  more  effectually  to  repress 
crime  and  offences  on  the  part  of  British  sub¬ 
jects  within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Mada¬ 
gascar,  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  cause  any 
British  subject  who  shall  be  found  guilty  of 
having  openly  offended  against  the  laws  of 
Madagascar,  or  who  shall  have  been  twice  con¬ 
victed  before  him  of  any  crime  or  offence,  and 
punished  for  the  same,  and  who,  after  execution 
of  the  sentence  of  the  Consul,  shall  not  be  able 
to  find  good  and  sufficient  security  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Consul  for  his  future  good  be¬ 
haviour,  or  who,  having  been  deported  under  any 
sentence,  shall  during  such  sentence  return,  to 
be  sent  out  of  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of 
Madagascar ;  and  to  this  end  the  Consul  shall 
have  power  and  authority,  as  soon  as  may  be 
practicable  after  execution  of  the  sentence,  to 
send  any  such  person  to  the  Mauritius,  and  in 
the  meantime  to  detain  such  party  in  custody 
until  a  suitable  opportunity  for  sending  him  out 
of  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar 
shall  present  itself ;  and  any  persons  so  to  be  sent 
out  of  the  said  dominions  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
embarked  in  custody  on  board  of  one  of  Her 
Majesty’s  vessels  of  war,  or,  if  there  shall  be  no 
such  vessel  available  for  such  purpose,  then  on 
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board  any  British  vessel  bound  to  the  Mauritius  ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commander  of  any 
of  Her  Majesty’s  ships  of  war  or  of  any  British 
vessel  bound  to  the  Mauritius,  to  receive  any  such 
person  as  aforesaid  under  a  warrant  from  the 
Consul  to  him  addressed,  and  thereupon  to  con¬ 
vey  such  person  in  custody  to  the  Mauritius  as 
aforesaid,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  were  a 
distressed  British  subject,  unless  he  shall  be 
willing-  and  able  himself  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  his  passage. 

16.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  in  any  case 
in  which  any  British  subject  shall  be  accused 
before  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  of  the  crime  of 
arson,  or  housebreaking,  or  cutting  and  maiming, 
or  stabbing  or  wounding,  or  of  any  assault  en¬ 
dangering  life,  or  of  wilfully  causing  any  bodily 
injury  dangerous  to  life,  or  of  wilful  or  corrupt 
perjury,  or  of  engaging  in  or  being  accessory  to 
the  purchase  or  sale  of  slaves,  or  of  having 
slaves  illegally  in  his  possession,  the  proceedings 
before  the  Consul  shall  be  carried  on  with  the  aid 
of  Assessors  convened  in  the  manner  aforesaid ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul,  if  to  him  it 
shall  seem  fit,  to  cause  any  person  convicted 
before  him  of  any  of  the  crimes  aforesaid,  over 
and  above  any  fine  or  imprisonment  which  may 
be  awarded  to  such  person,  to  be  sent  out  of  the 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar  for  such 
time  as  to  him  shall  seem  meet,  in  the  manner 
pointed  out  in  the  next  preceding  Article  of  this 
Order,  notwithstanding  the  crime  laid  to  the 
charge  of  such  person  may  be  the  first  of  which 
he  has  been  convicted  before  the  Consul. 

17.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consuls  within  the 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  upon  in¬ 
formation  laid  before  him  by  one  or  more  credible 
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witnesses  that  there  is  reasonable  ground  to 
apprehend  that  any  British  subject  is  about  to 
commit  a  breach  of  the  public  peace,  to  cause 
such  British  subject  to  be  brought  before  him, 
and  to  require  such  British  subject  to  give  suffi¬ 
cient  security  to  keep  the  peace  ;  and  in  the  event 
of  any  British  subject  being  convicted  of,  and 
punished  for,  a  breach  of  the  peace,  to  cause  such 
British  subject,  after  he  shall  have  undergone  the 
punishment  which  may  have  been  awarded  to 
him  by  the  Consul,  to  find  security  for  his  good 
behaviour  ;  and  in  the  event  of  any  British  sub¬ 
ject,  who  may  be  required  as  aforesaid  to  give 
sufficient  security  to  keep  the  peace,  or  to  find 
security  for  his  good  behaviour,  being  unable  or 
wilfully  omitting  to  do  so,  then  and  in  any  such 
case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty's  Consul  to 
send  such  British  subject  out  of  the  dominions  of 
the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  in  the  manner  pointed 
out  in  Article  15  of  this  Order. 

18.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  in  all  cases 
in  which  a  British  subject  shall  have  been  sent 
out  of  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar 
as  provided  in  the  three  nest  preceding  Articles 
of  this  Order,  the  Consul  sending  him  out  shall 
forthwith  report  such  act  of  deportation,  with 
the  grounds  of  his  decision  thereon,  to  the 
Supreme  Court  at  the  Mauritius. 

19.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  cause  to  be 
apprehended  and  brought  before  him  any  British 
subject  who  may  be  charged  with  smuggling  or 
importing  into  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of 
Madagascar  any  goods  whereon  any  duty  shall  be 
charged  or  payable  to  the  said  Queen,  with  the 
intent  to  evade  the  payment  of  such  duty,  or  any 
goods  the  importation  whereof  shall  be  prohi¬ 
bited  ;  and  such  Consul  shall  thereupon  proceed 
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with  all  convenient  speed  to  inquire  into  the  same 
on  oath  or  solemn  affirmation,  and  to  hear  the 
witnesses  on  both  sides,  with  like  powers  and  in 
like  manner  in  all  respects  as  is  provided  by 
Article  10  of  this  Order.  And  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Consul,  having  inquired  into  and  heard  the 
said  charge,  to  determine  the  same,  and  if  he 
shall  find  the  party  guilty,  if  the  charge  against 
him  shall  be  of  importing  into  the  said  dominions 
prohibited  goods,  then  to  award  him  to  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  treble  the  value  of  the  said  goods 
at  the  current  price  of  the  day  ;  and  if  the  charge 
shall  be  of  smuggling  or  importing  goods  with 
intent  to  evade  the  payment  of  duty  as  aforesaid, 
then  to  award  him  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
treble  the  amount  of  duties  leviable  thereon,  and 
in  case  of  nonpayment  of  any  such  fine  or  fines 
to  award  him  to  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  months,  or  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  Consul,  without  awarding  the  payment  of 
any  fine,  to  award  that  such  party  shall  be  im¬ 
prisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months  in 
such  place  as  he  shall  appoint :  Provided  always, 
that  no  British  subject  charged  only  with  im¬ 
porting  prohibited  goods  shall  be  apprehended, 
unless  and  until  he  shall  have  one  week’s  notice 
to  appear  and  answer  the  charge,  and  shall  have 
refused,  failed,  or  omitted  so  to  appear. 

20.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  in  cases  of 
common  assault  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul 
before  whom  the  complaint  is  made,  to  promote 
reconciliation  between  the  parties,  and  to  suffer 
compensation  and  amends  to  be  made,  and  the 
proceedings  thereby  to  be  finally  stayed. 

21.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  a  minute  of 
the  proceedings  in  every  case  heard  and  deter¬ 
mined  before  the  Consul,  in  pursuance  of  this 
Order,  shall  be  carefully  drawn  up,  and  be  signed 
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by  the  Consul,  and  shall,  in  cases  where  the 
Assessors  are  present,  be  open  for  the  inspection 
of  such  Assessors  and  for  their  signature  if  they 
therein  shall  concur ;  and  every  such  minute, 
together  with  the  depositions  of  the  witnesses, 
shall  be  preserved  in  the  public  office  of  the  said 
Consul. 

22.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  save  and 
except  as  regards  offences  committed  by  British 
subjects  against  the  stipulations  of  any  Treaty 
between  Her  Majesty  and  the  Queen  of  Mada¬ 
gascar,  or  against  any  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  observance  of  the  stipulations  of  any  such 
Treaty  or  Convention,  duly  affixed  and  exhibited 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  2  of  this 
Order,  or  against  any  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
the  peace,  order,  and  good  government  of  Her 
Majesty’s  subjects  being  within  the  dominions  of 
the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  no  act  done  by  a 
British  subject  within  the  dominions  of  the  said 
Queen  shall  by  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  a  crime  or  misdemeanour,  or 
offence  rendering  the  person  committing  it  ame¬ 
nable  to  punishment,  which,  if  done  within  any 
part  of  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  would  not, 
by  a  Court  of  Justice  having  criminal  jurisdiction 
in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  have  been  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  a  crime  or  misdemeanour  or 
offence  rendering  the  person  committing  it 
amenable  to  punishment ;  and  Her  Majesty  is 
pleased  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  Her  Majesty’s  Colony  of  the  Mau¬ 
ritius  as  the  place  where  crimes  and  offences 
committed  by  British  subjects  within  the  do- 
mions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  which  it  may 
be  expedient  shall  be  inquired  of,  tried,  deter¬ 
mined,  and  punished  within  Her  Majesty’s  do¬ 
minions,  shall  be  so  inquired  of,  tried,  determined, 
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and  punished;  and  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  resident 
in  Madagascar  shall  have  authority  to  cause  any 
British  subject  charged  with  the  commission  of 
any  crime  or  offence,  the  cognizance  whereof  may 
at  any  time  appertain  to  him  to  be  sent  for  trial 
at  Her  Majesty’s  said  Colony  of  the  Mauri¬ 
tius. 

23.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  to  cause  any 
British  subject  charged  with  the  commission  of 
any  crime  or  offence,  the  cognizance  whereof  may 
at  any  time  appertain  to  him,  to  be  sent,  in  any 
of  Her  Majesty’s  ships  of  war,  or  in  any  British 
vessel,  to  Her  Majesty’s  Colony  of  the  Mauritius, 
for  trial  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  said 
Colony  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commander 
of  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  ships  of  war,  or  of  any 
British  vessel,  to  receive  any  such  person  on 
board,  with  a  warrant  from  the  said  Consul  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  magistrate  of  the  District  Court  of 
Port  Louis  sitting  on  the  criminal  side ;  and 
thereupon  to  keep  and  detain  in  lawful  custody, 
and  to  convey  him  in  custody  to  the  Mauritius, 
and  on  his  arrival  there  to  deliver  him,  with  the 
said  warrant,  into  the  custody  of  the  said  magis¬ 
trate,  or  other  officer  within  the  said  Colony  law¬ 
fully  acting  as  such,  who,  on  receipt  of  the  said 
warrant,  and  of  the  party  therein  named,  shall 
be  authorised  to  commit,  and  shall  commit,  such 
party  so  sent  for  trial  to  the  Port  Louis  prison  ; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  keeper  of  the  said 
prison  to  cause  such  party  to  be  detained  in  safe 
and  proper  custody,  and  to  be  produced  upon  the 
order  of  the  said  Supreme  Court,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  at  the  sessions  to  be  holden  next  after  such 
committal  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the 
charge  against  such  party,  and  to  punish  him  for 
the  same,  if  found  guilty,  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
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the  crime  with  which  he  may  be  charged  had  been 
committed  within  Her  Majesty’s  said  Colony  of 
the  Mauritius. 

24.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  Consul,  on  any  occasion  of  sending  a  pri¬ 
soner  to  the  Mauritius  for  trial,  shall  observe  the 
provisions  made  with  regard  to  prisoners  sent  for 
trial  to  a  British  Colony  in  an  Act  passed  in  the 
sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign, 
intituled  “  An  Act  to  remove  Doubts  as  to  the 
Exercise  of  Power  and  Jurisdiction  by  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty  within  divers  Countries  and  Places  out  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Dominions,  and  to  render  the  same 
more  effectual.” 

25.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  Mauritius  shall  have  and  may  exer¬ 
cise,  concurrently  with  Her  Majesty’s  Consul, 
authority  and  jurisdiction  in  regard  to  all  suits  of  a 
civil  nature  between  British  subjects  arising  within 
any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Mada¬ 
gascar:  Provided  always,  that  the  said  Supreme 
Court  shall  not  be  bound,  unless  in  a  fit  case  it 
shall  deem  it  right  so  to  do,  by  writ  of  certiorari 
or  otherwise,  to  debar  or  prohibit  the  Consul  from 
hearing  and  determining,  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  several  Articles  of  this  Order,  any 
suit  of  a  civil  nature  between  British  subjects,  or 
to  stay  the  proceedings  of  the  Consul  in  such 
matter. 

26.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  all  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  under  this  Order  may  be  levied 
by  distress  and  seizure,  and  sale  of  ships,  and  of 
goods  and  chattels ;  and  no  bill  of  sale,  mortgage, 
or  transfer  of  property  made  by  a  party  accused 
after  his  apprehension,  or  with  a  view  to  securing 
such  party  against  any  crime  or  offence  committed 
or  to  be  committed  by  him,  or  against  the  con¬ 
sequences  thereof,  shall  avail  to  defeat  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Order. 
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27.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majesty’s  Consul,  from  time  to 
time,  to  establish  rules  of  practice  to  be  observed 
in  proceedings  before  him,  and  to  make  regula¬ 
tions  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  witnesses  in 
such  proceedings,  and  the  cost  of  criminal  prose¬ 
cutions,  and  also  to  establish  rates  and  scales  of 
fees  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  civil  suits  heard  and 
determined  before  the  said  Consul ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Consul  to  enforce  by  seizure 
and  sale  of  goods,  or,  if  there  be  no  sufficient 
goods,  by  imprisonment,  the  payment  of  such 
established  fees,  and  of  such  costs  or  expenses  as 
may  be  adjudged  against  the  parties,  or  any  of 
them  :  Provided  always,  that  a  Table  specifying 
the  rates  of  fees  to  be  so  taken  shall  be  affixed 
and  kept  exhibited  in  the  public  office  of  the 
said  Consul. 

28.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  all  fees, 
penalties,  fines,  and  forfeitures  levied  under  this 
Order,  save  and  except  such  penalties  as  may  by 
Treaty  be  payable  to  the  Queen  of  Madagascar, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  public  account,  and  shall  be 
applied  in  diminution  of  the  public  expenditure 
on  account  of  Her  Majesty’s  Consulate  in  Mada¬ 
gascar  :  Provided  always,  that  in  the  event  of 
any  of  the  Malagasy  authorities  declining  to  re¬ 
ceive  fines  payable  to  the  Government  of  Mada¬ 
gascar  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  also  be  paid 
to  the  public  account,  and  applied  in  the  manner 
last  mentioned. 

29.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  Consul  within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen 
of  Madagascar,  shall,  for  and  within  the  said 
dominions,  and  for  vessels  and  persons  coming 
within  those  dominions,  and  in  regard  to  vessels 
captured  on  suspicion  of  being  engaged  in  the 
Slave  Trade  within  those  dominions,  have  all 
such  jurisdiction  as  for  the  time  being  ordi- 
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narily  belongs  to  Courts  of  Vice-Admiralty  in 
Her  Majesty’s  possessions  abroad.  And  it  is 
further  ordered,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her 
Majesty’s  Consul  to  grant  probate  of  will  or 
letters  of  administration  to  the  intestate  estate 
of  any  British  subject,  or  any  native  of  a  State 
or  place  under  British  protection,  who  shall  die 
and  leave  property  within  the  dominions  of  the 
Queen  of  Madagascar ;  and  if  such  probate  or 
letters  of  administration  shall  not  be  applied  for 
within  thirty  days  after  the  death  of  the  deceased 
person,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Consul  to 
administer  to  the  estate  of  such  person,  and  for 
so  doing  to  reserve  to  himself  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  estate  a  commission  not  exceeding  two 
and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  amount  thereof. 

30.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  a  register 
shall  be  kept  by  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  of  all- 
British  subjects,  and  of  all  natives  of  British- 
protected  States  in  India  who  may  claim  British 
protection,  residing  within  the  dominions  of  the 
Queen  of  Madagascar ;  and  that  every  British 
subject  now  residing  within  such  dominions  who 
shall  not  have  been  already  enrolled  in  such  Con¬ 
sular  register,  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  promulgation  of  this  Order,  such  time 
to  be  specified  in  a  notice  affixed  and  publicly 
exhibited  in  the  Consular  Office,  apply  to  the 
Consul  to  be  enrolled  in  such  register  ;  and  every 
British  subject  who  may  arrive  within  the  said 
dominions  (except  British  subjects  borne  on  the 
muster  roll  of  any  British  ship  arriving  in  any 
port  of  Madagascar),  shall  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  his  arrival,  such  time  to  be  specified  as 
aforesaid,  also  apply  to  the  Consul  to  be  enrolled 
in  such  register ;  and  any  British  subject  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  to  be  so  enrolled 
as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  who  shall  not 
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excuse  such  refusal  or  neglect  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Consul,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  be  recog¬ 
nised  or  protected  as  a  British  subject  in  respect 
to  any  suit,  dispute,  or  difficulty  in  which  he  may 
have  been,  or  may  be  engaged  or  involved  within 
the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar,  at  any 
time  when  he  shall  not  have  been  or  shall  not  be 
so  enrolled. 

31.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  Consul  shall  and  may  exercise  all  or  any 
of  the  powers  which  by  any  Act  or  Acts  of 
the  Imperial  Parliament  for  the  regulation  of 
merchant,  seamen,  or  for  the  regulation  of  the 
mercantile  marine,  may  now  or  at  any  time  here¬ 
after  be  exercised  by  any  Justice  or  Justices  of 
the  Peace  within  Her  Majesty’s  dominions. 

32.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  nothing  in 
this  Order  contained  shall  be  deemed  or  construed 
to  prevent  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  within  the 
dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagascar  from  doing 
or  performing  any  act  whatsoever  which  British 
Consuls  within  any  other  State  in  amity  with  Her 
Majesty  are  by  law,  usage,  or  sufferance  entitled 
or  enabled  to  do  or  perform. 

33.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  every  action 
or  suit  brought  against  Her  Majesty’s  Consul  by 
reason  of  anything  done  under  the  authority  of 
this  Order,  shall  be  commenced  within  six  calen¬ 
dar  months  next  after  the  doing  thereof,  and  not 
otherwise ;  and  the  defendant  in  every  such 
action  or  suit  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
provisions  made  with  respect  to  defendants  in 
actions  or  suits  in  the  said  hereinbefore  recited 
Act  of  the  sixth  and  seventh  years  of  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty’s  reign. 

34.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  word 
“Consul”  in  this  Order  shall  include  every  person 
duly  authorized  to  act  in  the  aforesaid  capacity, 
within  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Madagas- 
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car ;  and  that,  in  the  construction  of  this  Order, 
words  importing  the  singular  number  shall,  if 
necessary,  be  understood  to  include  several  per¬ 
sons,  matters,  or  things ;  and  words  importing 
the  masculine  gender  only,  shall,  if  necessary,  be 
understood  to  import  the  feminine  gender,  unless 
there  be  something  in  the  subject  or  context 
repugnant  to  such  construction. 

35.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order,  relating  to  British  subjects, 
shall  extend  and  apply  to  all  subjects  of  Her  Ma¬ 
jesty,  whether  by  birth  or  by  naturalisation,  and 
also  to  all  persons  enjoying  Her  Majesty’s  pro¬ 
tection  in  the  dominions  of  the  Queen  of  Mada¬ 
gascar.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  this  Order 
shall  take  effect  on  and  after  this  day. 

36-  And  the  Most  Noble  the  Duke  of  Argyll, 
and  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Clarendon, 
two  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  and  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  are  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein, 
as  to  them  may  respectively  appertain.

1286,  or  twelve  lunar  months  from  the  present 
date  the  German  crown  known  as  “  Shami," 
shall  be  the  dollar  of  Zanzibar  and  standard  of 
account.  • 

Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  in  the  settlement 
of  claims  before  the  British  Consular  Court  within 
the  next  twelve  months,  as  expressed  in  His 
Highness’  Proclamation,  each  coin  will  be 
reckoned  as  formerly,  but  that  after  the  25th  day 
of  Rejib,  1286,  all  money  will  be  estimated  at  its 
intrinsic  value  as  determined  at  the  Bombay  Mint, 
the  German  crown  being  the  unit.

Her  Majesty's  most  gracious  Speech ,  delivered  by 
the  Lords  Commissioners,  to  both  blouses  of 
Parliament ,  on  Tuesday,  February  16,  1869. 

My  Lords ,  and  Gentlemen, 

1  RECUR  to  your  advice  at  the  earliest  period 
permitted  by  the  arrangements  consequent  upon 
the  retirement  of  the  late  Administration. 

And  it  is  with  special  interest  that  I  commend 
to  you  the  resumption  of  your  labours  at  a  time 
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when  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature  has 
been  chosen  with  the  advantage  of  a  greatly 
enlarged  enfranchisement  of  my  faithful  and  loyal 
people. 

I  am  able  to  inform  you  that  my  relations  with 
all  Foreign  Powers  continue  to  be  most  friendly; 
and  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  believe  that  they 
cordially  share  in  the  desire  by  which  I  am 
animated  for  the  maintenance  of  peace.  I  shall 
at  all  times  be  anxious  to  use  my  best  exertions 
for  the  promotion  of  this  most  important  object. 

In  concurrence  with  my  Allies,  I  have  endea¬ 
voured,  by  friendly  interposition,  to  effect  a  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  differences  which  have  arisen  between 
Turkey  and  Greece  ;  and  I  rejoice  that  our  joint 
efforts  have  aided  in  preventing  any  serious  inter¬ 
ruption  of  tranquillity  in  the  Levant. 

I  have  been  engaged  in  negotiations  with  the 
United  States  of  North  Ameriea  for  the  settlement 
of  questions  which  affect  the  interests  and  the 
international  relations  of  the  two  countries  ;  and 
it  is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  result  of  these 
negotiations  may  be  to  place  on  a  firm  and  durable 
basis  the  friendship  which  should  ever  exist 
between  England  and  America. 

I  have  learnt  with  grief  that  disturbances  have 
occurred  in  New  Zealand,  and  that  at  one  spot 
they  have  been  attended  with  circumstances  of 
atrocity.  I  am  confident  that  the  Colonial  Go¬ 
vernment  and  people  will  not  be  wanting  either 
in  energy  to  repress  the  outbreaks,  or  in  the 
prudence  and  moderation  which  I  trust  may 
prevent  their  recurrence. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons , 

The  Estimates  for  the  expenditure  of  the  coming 
financial  year  will  be  submitted  to  you.  They 
have  been  framed  with  a  careful  regard  to  the 
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efficiency  of  the  Services,  and  they  will  exhibit  a 
diminished  charge  upon  the  country. 

My  Lords,  and  Gentlemen , 

The  ever-growing  wants  and  diversified  interests 
of  the  Empire  will  necessarily  bring  many  questions 
of  public  policy  under  your  review. 

The  condition  of  Ireland  permits  me  to  believe 
that  you  will  be  spared  the  painful  necessity  which 
was  felt  by  the  late  Parliament  tor  narrowing  the 
securities  of  personal  liberty  in  that  country,  by 
the  suspension  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act. 

I  recommend  that  you  should  inquire  into  the 
present  modes  of  conducting  Parliamentary  and 
Municipal  Elections,  and  should  consider  whether 
it  may  be  possible  to  provide  any  further  guarantees 
for  their  tranquillity,  purity,  and  freedom. 

A  measure  will  be  brought  under  j  our  notice 
for  the  relief  of  some  classes  of  occupiers  from 
hardships  in  respect  of  Eating,  which  appear  to 
be  capable  of  remedy. 

You  will  also  be  invited  to  direct  your  intention 
to  Bills  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of 
Education  in  Scotland  ;  and  for  rendering  the 
considerable  revenues  of  the  endowed  Schools  of 
England  more  widely  effectual  for  the  purposes 
of  instruction. 

A  measure  will  be  introduced  for  applying  the 
principal  of  representation  to  the  control  of  the 
County  Eate,  by  the  establishment  of  Financial 
Board  for  Counties. 

It  will  be  proposed  to  you  to  recur  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Bankruptcy,  with  a  view  to  the  more 
effective  distribution  of  Assets  and  to  the  Aboli¬ 
tion  of  Imprisonment  for  Debt. 

The  ecclesiastical  arrangements  of  Ireland  will 
be  brought  under  your  consideration  at  a  very 
early  date,  and  the  legislation  which  will  be 
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necessary  in  order  to  their  final  adjustment  will 
make  the  largest  demands  upon  the  wisdom  of 
Parliament. 

I  am  pursuaded  that,  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work,  you  will  bear  a  careful  regard  to  every 
legitimate  interest  which  it  may  involve,  and  that 
your  will  be  governed  by  the  constant  aim  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  religion  through  the 
principles  of  equal  justice,  to  secure  the  action  of 
the  undivided  feeling  and  opinion  of  Ireland  on 
the  side  of  loyalty  and  law,  to  efface  the  memory 
of  former  contentions,  and  to  cherish  the  sym¬ 
pathies  of  an  affectionate  people. 

In  every  matter  of  public  interest,  and  especially 
in  one  so  weighty,  1  pray  that  the  Almighty  may 
never  cease  to  guide  your  deliberations,  and  may 
bring  them  to  a  happy  issue.

In  view  of  various  communications  addressed 
to  this  Department  by  that  of  State,  transmitting 
several  Notes  from  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s 
Minister  Plenipotentiary,  in  which  it  is  stated 
that  Spanish  ships  enjoy  the  same  privileges,  in 
regard  to  the  payment  of  navigation  and  port 
dues,  as  British  ships,  in  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain,  and  in  the  English  possessions  of 
Canada,  Ceylon,  Newfoundland,  Prince  Edward’s 
Isle,  British  Guiana,  Barbadoes,  Antigua,  Jamaica. 
Bahamas,  British  Honduras,  Santa  Lucia,  the 
Bermudas,  Santa  Elena,  Granada,  St.  Kitts. 
Dominica,  the  Virgin  Islands,  St.  Vincent’s,  Tobago, 
and  Mauritius,  as  a  member  of  the  Provisional 
Government,  and  as  Minister  of  the  Colonies,  I 
have  thought  fit  to  decree  that,  in  accordance  with 
what  is  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Decree  of  4th 
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June  last,  and  in  virtue  of  the  reciprocity  respecting 
the  said  port  and  navigation  dues  established  by 
the  same,  vessels  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  and  from  the  above-mentioned 
English  possessions,  shall  be  assimilated  to  Spanish 
vessels  in  the  payment  of  these  dues,  in  the 
Spanish  colonial  possessions.

NOTIFICATION. 

With  reference  to  the  Notifications  issued  by 
the  undersigned,  on  the  28th  of  March  and  the 
12th  of  September  last,  informing  British  subjects 
that  the  opening  of  Yedo  and  Niigata  had  been 
temporarily  deferred  in  consequence  of  the  inse¬ 
curity  whieh  then  existed  at  those  places,  he  has 
now  to  make  known  that  that  City  and  Port  will 
be  opened  to  the  British  trade  on  the  1st  of  Jan¬ 
uary  next,  and  that  he  has  agreed,  on  the  part  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Government,  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  modifications  in  Articles  VIII  and  IX  of 
the  Arrangements  for  the  Settlement  of  Foreigners 
at  Yedo,  which  were  published  in  his  Notification 
of  November  26th,  1867. 

Articles  VIII  and  IX  as  now  modified : — 

Article  VIII. — In  order  to  give  due  effect  to 
the  provisions  of  the  treaties  which  relate  to  the 
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residence  of  foreigners  at  Yedo,  every  foreigner 
coming  to  Yedo,  unless  he  be  an  officer  of  a 
foreign  government  and  in  uniform,  must  be 
furnished  with  a  passport  lrom  the  consular 
authority  of  his  nation  at  Yokohama,  which  must 
be  vised  by  the  Hanji  of  Kanagawa.  Foreigners 
coming  from  Yokohama  by  land  will  be  required 
to  show  their  passports  at  the  ferry  at  Kawasaki, 
while  those  coming  by  sea  must  not  land  else¬ 
where  than  at  either  of  the  two  landing  places  at 
Tamachi  and  Tsukiji,  and  must  produce  their 
passports  on  landing  whenever  required  to  do  so 
by  a  Japanese  officer.  Any  foreigner,  other  than 
an  officer  as  above  named,  arriving  at  Yedo  with¬ 
out  a  passport,  may  be  arrested  and  conveyed 
before  his  consul. 

“  Article  IX. — Foreign  lighters,  tow  boats,  and 
passage  boats,  and  all  other  foreign  boats,  with 
the  exception  of  those  belonging  to  vessels  of  war, 
will  be  required,  on  arriving  offYedo,  to  enter  by 
the  channel  between  the  two  forts  marked  with 
white  beacons.” 

It  being  considered  undesirable  that  foreigners 
visiting  or  residing  at  Yedo  should,  under  present 
circumstances,  frequent  the  quarter  comprised 
within  the  inner  moat  of  the  city,  or  should 
proceed  into  the  country  around  Yedo  to  the 
extent  of  the  limits  described  in  Article  XI  of 
the  Arrangements  aforesaid,  British  subjects  are 
hereby  warned  that  they  should  avoid  entering 
the  quarter  named  until  further  notice,  and  that 
they  should  not  proceed  into  the  country  beyond 
the  limits  shown  on  a  map  which  will  be  exhibited 
at  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Vice  Consulate  at 
Yedo.

THE  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  have  received, 
through  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
from  Her  Majesty’s  Ambassador  at  Constantinople, 
copies  of  the  Regulations  framed  by  the  Porte,  and 
promulgated  on  the  6th  February  last,  relative  to 
vessels  laden  with  foreign  salt  arriving  in  Turkish 
ports. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  Regulations 
in  question  :  — 

Regulation  relative  to  Vessels  laden  with  foreign 
Salt,  which  put  into  any  of  the  Ports  of  the. 
Empire,  or  which  cross  the  Bosphorus  in 
order  to  proceed  to  the  Black  Sea. 

Article  I. 

When  a  vessel,  laden  wholly  or  in  part  with 
foreign  salt,  is  compelled  to  enter  any  port  in  the 
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Empire,  the  master  must,  immediately  after  lie  has 
established  communication  with  the  shore,  state 
the  reasons  of  his  arrival  to  the  Custom-house 
authorities,  who  will  point  out  the  place  for  him 
to  anchor.  If  this  declaration  is  drawn  up  in 
writing,  it  may  be  in  any  language,  and  the 
Custom-house  authorities  will  grant  a  receipt  for 
it  ;  if,  however,  it  is  verbal,  a  proces-verbal  thereof 
will  he  drawn  up,  and  a  copy  of  it  sent  to  the 
master. 

When,  owing  to  stress  of  weather,  the  vessel 
shall  put  in  at  any  point  on  the  coasts  of  the 
Empire,  the  master,  as  soon  as  the  state  of  the  sea 
or  of  the  ship  will  allow  him,  must  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  nearest  Custom-house  authorities  or 
to  the  nearest  local  authorities. 

The  vessel  must  continue  her  voyage  as  soon  as 
the  cause  which  compelled  her  to  put  into  port  or 
come  to  anchor  off  the  coast  shall  cease  to  exist. 

If  the  master  fails  to  comply  with  this  regula¬ 
tion,  the  vessel  will  become  liable  to  the  fine  fixed 
by  Art.  IV.,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  towage.  In 
default  of  tugs,  the  vessel  will  be  compelled  to 
weigh  anchor  and  leave  the  port  or  the  coast. 

Article  II. 

Every  vessel,  laden  wholly  or  in  part  with 
foreign  salt,  which  en  route  for  Constantinople, 
has  to  stop  there  more  than  forty-eight  hours,  can 
only  anchor  at  one  of  the  six  following  points, 
Yeni-Capon,  Scutari,  Bagtche- Capon,  Stenia, 
Oumour-Yeri,  Buyuk-Dere,  without  being  sub¬ 
jected  to  any  formality. 

If  at  the  end  of  forty-eight  hours  the  vessel, 
owing  to  the  wind  being  contrary,  or  to  the  fact 
that  she  has  sustained  any  damage,  shall  not  have 
sailed,  the  master  must  repair  without  delay  to 
the  Central  Custom-house  at  Stamboul,  in  order  to 
conform  to  the  formalities  prescribed  by  Article  I 
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If  the  master  of  a  vessel  has  commercial  business 
to  transact  he  must,  immediately  after  he  has 
established  communication  with  the  shore,  repair 
to  the  central  Custom-house  at  Stamboul,  in  order 
to  conform  to  the  formalities  prescribed  by 
Art.  I.  He  can  only  come  to  an  anchor  off  the 
Custom-house  of  Bagtche- Capon,  of  Galata,  or 
inside  the  harbour  if  he  has  obtained  special  per¬ 
mission. 

No  vessel  laden  with  foreign  salt  may  be 
anchored  off  the  coast  between  Kutchak-Tchek- 
medge  and  the  point  of  Serial  (with  the  exception 
of  Yeni-Capon),  or  off  the  lies  des  Princes,  or 
the  Asiatic  coasts  from  the  Gulf  of  Ismidt  inclu¬ 
sive,  to  Scutari. 

Article  III. 

When  a  vessel  overtaken  by  a  calm,  or  any 
other  stress  of  weather,  shall  not  be  able  to  come 
to  an  anchor  at  one  of  the  anchorages  fixed  by  the 
preceding  Article,  the  master  must,  as  soon  as  the 
state  of  the  sea  or  his  vessel  will  allow  him,  inform 
the  Central  Custom-house,  at  Stamboul  ;  if  the 
latter  wish  the  vessel  to  be  taken  in  tow,  it  can 
make  it  do  so,  but  at  its  own  expense,  when  the 
cause,  however,  no  longer  exists,  if  the  master 
does  not  proceed  to  one  of  the  prescribed  anchorages 
the  Customs’  administration  can  have  the  vessel 
taken  in  tow,  at  the  master’s  expense. 

Article  IV". 

Any  infraction  of  the  above  regulations  renders 
the  master  of  a  vessel  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
Turkish  livres,  besides  the  costs  of  towing  the 
vessel  to  one  of  the  prescribed  anchorages,  or  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Bosphorus.  The  vessel  will  not 
be  allowed  to  proceed  on  her  voyage,  until  the  fine 
and  the  other  expenses  above  mentioned  shall 
have  been  defrayed. 
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Article  V. 

The  Consular  authorities  and  the  harbour 
masters  of  friendly  powers  will,  it  is  hoped,  lend 
the  Customs  Officers  any  assistance  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  contained  in  the  present 
regulation. 

The  present  regulation  will  come  into  force 
throughout  the  whole  Empire  one  month  after  the 
date  of  its  promulgation.

CORBETT,  Her  Majesty’s  Charge 
d’ Affaires  in  Central  America,  has  transmitted  to 
the  Earl  of  Clarendon  the  following  translation 
of  the  two  first  Articles  of  a  Decree  issued  by  the 
Government  of  Honduras,  laying  down  certain 
rules  respecting  the  bonds,  bills,  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  pertaining  to  the  public  debt  of  that 
Republic. 

(Translation.) 

Articles  I.  and  II.  of  the  Decree  of  the  President 
of  Honduras,  18th  December,  1868, 

Art.  I.  All  holders  of  Government  bonds,  bills, 
on  the  Treasury,  or  other  documents  pertaining  to 
the  Internal  Debt  of  the  National  Treasury,  are 
peremptorily  required  to  present  them  to  the 
Comptrollers  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Republic, 
within  the  term  of  three  months  from  the  present 
date,  under  the  strict  penalty  of  losing  their  secu¬ 
rities.  Those,  however,  who  are  residing  outside 
of  the  Republic  shall  have  a  term  of  six  months, 
with  the  same  penalty. 

Art.  II.  These  documents  shall  be  “vise”-ed 
at  the  Intendances  of  the  Provinces,  and  at  the 
custom  houses  of  the  maritime  ports,  and,  if  found 
legitimate,  shall  have  put  upon  them  the  stamp  of 
the  office,  an  acknowledgment  of  presentation,  the 
date  and  the  signature  of  the  Comptroller.

that,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  small¬ 
pox  at  San  Francisco,  the  Hawaiian  Board  of 
Health  have  issued  sanitary  regulations  to  the 
following  effect  : — 

Quarantine  Regulations  and  Rules  adopted  by 
the  Hawaiian  Board  of  Health  at  their  Meeting 
of  January  8th,  1869. 

1.  On  the  arrival  of  any  vessel  at  any  port  of 
this  Kingdom,  from  a  port  known  to  be  infected 
with  small  pox,  though  no  case  of  small  pox  may 
have  occurred  on  board  during  the  voyage,  neither 
passengers  nor  crew  shall  be  allowed  to  land, 
unless  a  period  of  fifteen  days  shall  have  elapsed 
from  the  time  of  her  sailing. 

2.  On  the  arrival  of  any  vessel  at  any  port  of 
this  Kingdom,  having  had  or  still  having  any  per¬ 
son  sick  of  small  pox  on  board,  the  vessel  shall 
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be  detained  in  quarantine,  the  sick  shall  be  sent 
to  the  quarantine  hospital,  and  the  crew  and  pas¬ 
sengers  shall  be  submitted  to  a  quarantine  of 
fifteen  days. 

3.  No  person  shall  leave  or  visit  any  quaran¬ 
tined  vessel,  or  any  house  or  enclosure  that  shall 
have  been  set  apart  for  quarantine  purposes  by 
the  Board  of  Health,  unless  by  written  permission 
of  the  Board. 

4  Under  no  circumstances  provided  for  as 
above  shall  clothing  or  personal  baggage  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  put  on  shore  before  having  undergone 
such  disinfecting  process  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Board  of  Health. 

5.  When  any  vessel  shall  arrive  having  on 
board,  or  having  had  on  board  during  the  passage, 
a  person  diseased  with  small  pox,  the  whole  or 
such  parts  of  the  ship  as  may  be  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  be  disinfected,  shall  be  fumi¬ 
gated,  or  otherwise  disinfected,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Board,  and  not  until  this 
has  been  done  shall  any  cargo  be  discharged  from 
the  ship. 

6.  No  “  mail  ”  shall  be  landed  from  any  vessel 
having  small  pox  on  board,  or  having  had  small 
pox  on  board  during  the  passage,  except  by 
written  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Health.

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Affairs,  a  Despatch  from  Her  Majesty’s  Charge 
d’Affaires  and  Consul-General  at  Lima,  reporting 
that  a  Law  has  been  voted  by  the  Peruvian 
Congress  which  imposes  a  stamp  duty  on  certain 
documents. 

The  following  are  the  Articles  of  this  Law  : — 

Art.  1.  Every  document  of  credit,  either  being 
a  contract  or  its  liquidation  will  require  a  stamp  in 
the  scale  set  forth  by  this  enactment. 

Art.  2.  The  stamps  are  to  be  of  the  following 
classes  and  values  : 

1st  Class.  Of  twenty  sols  each  stamp. 

2nd  Class.  Of  ten  sols  each  stamp. 

3rd  Class.  Of  five  sols  each  stamp. 

4th  Class.  Of  one  sol  each  stamp. 

5th  Class.  Of  twenty-five  cents  each  stamp. 

6th  Class.  Of  ten  cents  each  stamp. 

Art.  3.  Custom-house  papers  are  subject  to 
the  stamp  duties  on  a  scale  as  follows  : — 

1  st.  Large  manifests  to  have  a  stamp  of  the  4th 
class  for  each  copy. 

2nd.  Small  manifests,  policies  of  trans-shipment 
and  re-shipment,  a  stamp  of  the  5th  class 

3rd  Policies  of  clearance  and  of  export  a  stamp 
of  fhe  6th  class. 

Art.  4.  The  stamp  duties  on  other  kinds  of 
documents  are  to  be  paid  as  follows  :  — 

1st.  For  commercial  accounts,  receipts,  invoices, 
polices  of  marine  insurance  and  generally  all  sorts 
of  private  bills  not  specified  in  this  law  amounting 
from  twenty  up  to  five  hundred  sols,  a  stamp  of 
the  6th  class  is  required  ;  and  from  five  hundred 
sols  up  to  a  thousand  sols  a  stamp  of  the  5th  class 
adding  a  similar  stamp  in  equal  proportion,  viz., 
one  of  the  6th  class  for  every  500  sols  or  fraction 
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thereof,  and  one  of  the  5th  class  for  every  1000 
„3ols  or  fraction  above  500. 

2nd.  On  bills  of  exchange  drawn  and  payable 
within  national  territory  as  high  in  amount  as 
ten  thousand  sols,  a  stamp  of  the  sixth  class  is 
required  for  every  500  sols,  or  fraction  above  100 
sols,  amounting  to  above  10,000  sols,  a  stamp  of 
the  sixth  class  for  every  thousand  sols,  or  fraction 
above  500. 

3rd.  On  promissory  notes  and  Fire  and  Life 
Insurance  Policies  a  stamp  of  the  fourth  class  for 
every  1,000  sols  up  to  5,000,  above  this  amount,  two 
stamps  of  the  fifth  class  for  every  1 ,000  sols,  or  frac¬ 
tion  of  500  ;  from  100  to  500  sols,  a  stamp  of  the 
fifth  class,  and  from  twenty  to  100  sols  a  stamp  of 
the  sixth  class. 

4th.  On  law  documents,  being  obligations, 
renewals  of  agreements,  acknowledgements  of 
debts,  or  companies  with  a  constituted  capital, 
stamps  of  the  fifth  class  are  to  be  affixed,  equiva¬ 
lent  to  one  per  cent,  of  the  amount  specified  in 
the  document. 

5th.  On  transfers  of  monies  and  furniture,  or 
on  shares  of  industrial  or  mercantile  companies, 
stamps  equivalent  to  one-half  per  cent,  of  their 
specified  amounts  are  to  be  affixed. 

6th.  On  account-sales,  cessions,  gifts,  and  in 
general  on  all  contracts  of  transfer  of  immovable 
property,  or  on  shares  or  rights  of  immovables, 
stamps  are  to  be  fixed  equivalent  to  two  per  cent, 
on  the  value  of  said  immoveables. 

Art.  5.  Banks  of  issue  pay  annually  in  stamps 
on  the  amount  of  notes  issued  during  the  year, 
which  has  to  be  testified  to  by  the  General 
Accountant,  the  value  which  would  correspond  to 
the  quadruple  of  this  amount  according  to  §  3  of 
the  4th  Article  ;  cheques  drawn  on  these  banks 
are  exempted  herefrom. 
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Art.  6.  Documents  wherein  the  Government 
may  constitute  one  of  the  parties  are  not  exempt 
from  the  stamp  duty. 

Art.  7.  Wherever  a  deficiency  of  stamps  is 
found  out  to  exist  as  not  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  regulations,  a  fine  of  four  times  the 
amount  of  stamps  required  by  such  documents  is 
imposed. 

Art.  8.  The  stamp  duties  must  be  paid  by  those 
signing  the  document,  unless  a  different  arrange¬ 
ment  has  been  consented  to. 

Art.  9.  In  deeds  of  gift  wherein  the  value  is 
not  set  forth,  the  granters  have,  previously  to  the 
signing  of  the  deed,  to  apply  for  a  valuation  of  the 
object  in  question.  Said  valuation  to  be  made  by 
two  valuators  named,  one  by  the  administrator  of 
the  respective  public  treasury  or  the  political 
authority  in  places  where  no  such  offices  exist,  and 
the  other  by  the  interested  party — in  case  of  non¬ 
agreement  the  two  valuators  are  to  appoint  an 
umpire. 

In  gifts  of  immoveable  property  the  valuation 
may  be  dispensed  with,  the  item  paid  for  territorial 
contribution  to  serve  as  a  basis,  calculated  over  a 
value  of  six  per  cent,  annually  on  the  one  the 
ground  is  worth. 

Art.  10.  The  stamp  shall  be  sold  in  the  Fiscal 
offices  only  ;  these  may  entrust  a  sub-sale  to  persons 
giving  the  required  sureties  and  entitling  them  to 
three  per  cent,  on  the  sale  ;  to  this  per  centage  on 
the  sale  of  stamps  public  employes  are  not  entitled. 

Art.  1 1.  The  contribution  styled  “  alienation 
tax  ”  (alcabala  de  enajeciones)  is  henceforth 
abolished.  Stamped  paper  will  only  be  required 
to  be  used  in  judicial  or  administrative  matters, 
registers,  certificates,  witness  deeds,  and  other 
notarial  Acts. 

Art.  12.  Notaries  legalizing  indentures  in  con- 
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raven tion  of  this  law,  shall  be  suspended  from  the

;  Art.  13.  The  stamp  duty  is  different  from  that 
(oaid  in  Custom-houses  under  the  name  of  paper 
'or  documents. 

Art.  14.  Administrators  of  Custom-houses  are 
lot  to  permit  that  paper  to  be  issued  for  manifests, 
policies,  &c.,  without  the  corresponding  stamp, 
they  being  responsible  for  double  the  amount 
where  and  whenever  papers  of  this  class  are 
without  the  required  stamp. 

Art.  15.  In  cases  in  which  the  stamp  is  paid 
at  the  rate  of  so  much  per  hundred,  a  stamp  of 
ten  cents  for  fractions  above  twenty  sols  has  to  be 
affixed. 

Art.  1 6.  The  following  documents  are  exempted 
from  the  stamp  duty:  — 

1st.  Attestations  or  certified  copies  issued  by 
public  notaries.

6th.  Leases  and  dockets,  not  being  principal 
documents. 

7th.  Letters  of  payment  and  all  receipts  for 
money  not  especially  set  forth  in  this  Law,  order- 
letters,  when  simple  recommendations,  not  pro¬ 
ducing  obligations.

THE  Undersigned,  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s 
Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary 
to  the  North  German  Confederation,  and  the 
President  of  the  Federal  Office,  in  the  name 
of  the  Presidency  of  the  German  Customs  and 
Commercial  Union,  being  duly  authorized  to  that 
effect,  hereby  declare  that  articles  liable  to  duty, 
serving  as  patterns  and  samples,  which  are  intro¬ 
duced  into  Great  Britain  by  commercial  travellers 
of  the  Zollverein  States,  or  into  the  Zollverein  by 
commercial  travellers  of  Great  Britain,  shall 
henceforth  be  admitted  free  of  duty,  subject  to 
the  following  formalities  requisite  to  insure  their 
being  re-exported  or  placed  in  bond  :  — 
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1.  The  officers  of  Customs  at  any  port  or 
place  at  which  the  patterns  and  samples  may  be 
imported,  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  duty 
chargeable  thereon. 

That  amount  must  either  be  deposited  by  the 
commercial  traveller  at  the  Custom-house  in 
money,  or  ample  security  must  he  given  for  it. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  identification,  each  sepa¬ 
rate  pattern  or  sample  will,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
marked,  free  of  expense,  by  the  affixing  of  a 
stamp,  or  by  means  of  a  seal,  or  leaden  seal,  being 
attached  to  it. 

3.  A  permit  or  certificate  shall  be  given  to  the 
importer,  which  shall  contain  — 

(a.)  A  list  of  the  patterns  or  samples  imported, 
specifying  the  nature  of  the  goods,  and  also  such 
particular  marks  as  may  be  proper  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  identification  ; 

(b.)  A  statement  of  the  duty  chargeable  on  the 
patterns  or  samples,  as  also  whether  the  amount 
was  deposited  in  money,  or  whether  security  was 
given  for  it. 

(c.)  A  statement  relative  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  patterns  or  samples  were  marked  ; 

(d  )  The  appointment  of  a  period,  which  at  the 
utmost  must  not  exceed  twelve  mouths,  at  the 
expiration  of  which,  unless  it  is  proved  that  the 
patterns  or  samples  have  been  previously  re¬ 
exported  or  placed  in  bond,  the  amount  of  duty 
deposited  will  be  carried  to  the  public  account,  or 
the  amount  recovered  under  the  security  given. 

4.  Patterns  or  samples  may  also  be  re-exported 
through  any  other  Custom-house  than  the  one 
through  which  they  were  imported. 

5.  If  before  the  expiration  of  the  appointed 
time  (3,  d),  the  patterns  or  samples  should  be 
presented  at  the  Custom-house  of  any  port  or 
place  for  the  purpose  of  re-exportation,  or  being 
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placed  in  bond,  the  officers  at  such  port  or  place 
must  satisfy  themselves  by  examination  whether 
the  articles  which  are  brought  to  them  are  the 
same  as  those  for  which  the  permit  of  entry  was 
granted.  If  there  are  no  objections  in  this 
respect,  the  officers  will  certify  the  re-exportation 
or  deposit  in  bond,  and  will  refund  the  duty 
which  had  been  deposited,  or  will  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  for  discharging  the  security.

Mr.  James  Crowden,  Chief  Officer,  Second 
Class,  of  the  Coast  Guard  Station  at 
Muchals. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  services  in 
respect  of  which  the  decoratioa  has  been  con¬ 
ferred  :  — 

The  schooner  “  Kinloss  ”  was  wrecked  at 
Scatraw  Creek,  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Muchals, 
on  the  21st  of  December,  1868. 

Mr.  James  Crowden,  the  Chief  Officer  at 
Muchals  Station,  proceeded  with  his  boat’s  crew 
to  Scatraw,  and  found  the  ship  breaking  up  fast. 
The  fishermen  of  the  place  had  succeeded  in 
getting  a  rope  from  the  vessel,  by  which  it  was 
hoped  that  the  lives  of  those  on  board  would  be 
saved. 

Mr.  Crowden  ventured  out  on  to  a  rocky 
point  and  endeavoured  to  fasten  a  life-belt  to  the 
rope  in  order  to  send  it  out  to  the  ship,  but  with¬ 
out  succcess.  While  striving  to  perform  this 
operation  Mr.  Crowden  was  several  times  washed 
off  into  the  sea.  Once  a  heavy  sea  swept  him  off 
and  carried  him  about  100  yards  towards  the 
wreck,  and  it  was  thought  that  he  was  lost ;  but 
after  a  few  minutes  struggling  he  was  carried 
round  a  point  by  a  violent  run  of  the  sea,  and 
thrown  upon  the  rocks  with  such  violence,  how¬ 
ever,  that  he  became  insensible  and  received  a 
severe  contusion  of  the  left  knee. 

When  he  recovered  his  senses  Mr.  Crowden 
succeeded  in  getting  a  coble  launched  and  was  the 
first  to  jump  into  it.  He  and  his  men  (4  in 
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number)  hauled  off  to  the  ship  by  the  rope  and 
succeeded  in  taking  four  men  from  the  mast  and 
bringing  them  ashore. 

On  being  informed  that  there  was  still  another 
man  on  board,  Mr.  Crowden  and  his  crew  hauled 
off  again  to  the  wreck  ;  but  the  man  was  dead  or 
dying,  and  in  such  a  position  that  it  was  impossi¬ 
ble  to  extricate  him. 

A  very  heavy  sea  was  running  at  the  time  of 
the  rescue,  and  the  coble  might  have  been  dashed 
upon  the  rocks  at  any  moment. 

Mr.  Crowden  was  fourteen  days  upon  the  sick 
list  in  consequence  of  the  injuries  received  by  him 
in  being  washed  off  and  dashed  against  the  rocks. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  that  Mr.  Crowden  has 
been  instrumental  in  saving  life  from  shipwreck, 
and  including  the  present  instance,  he  has  aided 
in  the  rescue  of  thirteen  lives.

patronage  of  the  King  of  Bavaria,  to  be  held  at 
Munich  from  the  middle  of  July  to  the  end  of 
September  next. 
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2.  The  Commission  for  the  direction  of  the 
Exhibition  is  composed  of  delegates  from  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and  from  the 
Society  of  Artists,  at  Munich. 

3.  The  Bavarian  Government  proposes  to 
award,  through  a  Jury  to  be  named  by  the  Com¬ 
mission,  special  marks  of  distinction  to  Artists 
whose  works  may  be  considered  to  be  of  remark¬ 
able  merit. 

4.  The  Bavarian  Consul  at  Paris,  M.  Schwab, 
is  appointed  Commissioner-General  for  England 
and  other  countries  to  the  west  of  Germany. 

5.  Works  of  painting,  sculpture,  architecture, 
engraving,  and  lithography,  are  admissible. 

6.  Copies,  photographs,  and  other  mechanical 
reproductions,  will  not  be  admissible. 

7.  Objects  will  be  received  up  to  the  15th  June, 
and  should  be  preceded  by  a  notice,  addressed, 
post-paid,  “  A  la  Commission  Directrice  de  l’Ex- 
position  Generate  d^s  Beaux- Arts  a  Munich.” 
This  notice  should  contain  the  name  (surname 
and  Christian  name)  and  the  address  of  the  artist, 
and  a  description  of  the  object  sent.

With  the  view  of  promoting  the  International 
Art  Exhibition  taking  place  here  under  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  King  this  year,  it  has  been  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  under-written  Royal  Department  to 
grant  full  exemption  from  taxation  on  the  Bava¬ 
rian  State  railways  to  all  pictures  and  works  of 
art  in  the  departments  of  sculpture,  architecture, 
engraving,  and  lithography,  sent  to  the  said 
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Exhibition  and  returning  from  it  unsold,  on  the 
following  conditions  :  — 

1.  The  consignments  must  be  addressed  to  the 
Committee  for  the  International  Art  Exhibition 
at  Munich,  and  must  be  accompanied  by  a  regular 
bill  of  lading. 

Consignments  which  are  addressed  to  despatch¬ 
ing  houses  here  to  be  delivered  to  the  Committee 
must  have  a  certificate  from  the  Art  Union,  the 
Society  of  Arts,  or  a  public  authority  of  the  place 
from  which  they  come,  stating  that  the  consign¬ 
ment  is  an  article  for  the  Exhibition. 

2.  Tiie  articles  will  be  treated  as  ordinary 
freight-goods,  they  cannot  be  forwarded  free  by 
express.  The  certificates  which  accompany  the 
consignments  on  the  homeward  way  to  Munich  are 
to  be  attached  to  ihe  letters  of  freight,  and  to 
remain  with  them  as  vouchers. 

3.  Reimbursements  on  the  value  of  the  consign¬ 
ments  will  not  be  allowed,  and  only  previous 
freights  and  small  expenses  will  be  undertaken 
and  charged  on,  without  commission. 

4.  Paintings  and  objects  of  art  must  be  carefully 
packed  ;  no  responsibility  will  be  undertaken  for 
damages  in  consequence  of  imperfect  packing. 

No  insurance  of  the  value  of  the  consignments 
intended  for  free  transport  will  be  allowed,  and 
therefore,  in  cases  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by 
the  negligence  of  the  railway  authorities,  the  value 
of  the  consignments  will  not  be  reckoned  higher 
than  20  thalers  per  centner  according  to  the  regu¬ 
lations  for  goods- traffic. 

Any  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
consignments  must  be  immediately  announced  and 
attested  by  the  Committee  here,  and  no  subse¬ 
quent  reclamation  is  admissible. 

5.  The  consignments  cannot  be  allowed  to 
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remain  at  the  railway  stations  ;  the  Committee 
or  the  despatching  houses  concerned  must  make 
arrangements  for  the  speedy  receipt  and  removal 
of  the  consignments  from  the  stations. 

6.  On  the  return  transport  the  exemption  from 
taxation  only  applies  to  those  consignments  which 
are  going  back  unsold  to  the  exhibitor,  or  the 
place  from  which  they  originally  came,  in  the 
ordinary  time  for  delivery. 

Each  return  consignment  is  in  this  case  to  have 
a  certificate  from  the  Exhibition  Committee 
stating  the  contents,  that  the  article  remained 
unsold,  and  is  going  back  to  the  place  whence  it 
originally  came  ;  and  the  presence  of  the  certifi¬ 
cate  is  to  be  noted  in  the  letters  of  freight.  The 
bills  of  lading  are  to  be  made  out  by  the  Ex¬ 
hibition  Committee,  or  by  the  agent  through 
whom  the  return  consignment  is  made. 

Pictures  that  are  sold  and  objects  of  art,  and 
such  as  are  not  going  back  with  the  address  of  the 
Exhibitor  to  the  place  whence  they  originally 
came,  but  are  addressed  to  another  place,  lose  their 
claim  to  be  forwarded  tax  free. 

The  General  Board  of  the  Royal  Traffic  Estab¬ 
lishment  is  to  make  the  further  arrangements 
accordingly  in  due  time,  and  especially  to  make  it 
the  duty  of  the  officials  and  servauts  to  treat  the 
consignments  with  proper  care  and  attention. 

With  regard  to  any  contingent  favourable 
arrangements  on  the  Eastern  railways  of  Bavaria 
the  decision  is  reserved.

ground  : —

To  Dr.  Robert  Lebby,  Health  Officer,  Port  of 
Charleston  : 

Sib, — Perceiving,  from  the  publication  of  the 
quarantine  law  lately  enacted  for  this  State,  that 
the  thirty  day  period  of  quarantine  is  only  ex¬ 
pressly  required  of  the  vessels  designated  in  the 
first  subdivision  of  the  second  section  of  the  Act, 
I  have  the  honour  to  ask  of  you  whether  you  have 
established  any  rules  which,  by  compliance  there¬ 
with  at  the  ports  of  departure  by  masters  of 
vessels,  may  satisfy  you  of  the  absence  of  pesti¬ 
lential,  contagious,  and  infectious  disease  at  such 
ports,  at  the  time  of  the  vessel’s  departure  ?  In 
other  words,  whether  clean  bills  of  health  from 
such  ports  would  not  be  sufficient  to  take  vessels 
out  of  the  first  subdivision  and  place  them  among 
the  vessels  in  the  second  ?  which  vessels  seem  to 
be  subject  only  to  such  detention  as  in  your 
judgment  may  be  necessary

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  vour 
communication  of  the  21st  inst.,  desiring  to  be 
informed  what  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
established  for  the  execution  of  the  quarantine 
laws  in  this  harbour. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  all  bills  of  health  must 
2  B  2 
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be  signed,  or  countersigned,  by  the  American 
Consul,  with  official  seal  attached, or  agent  (if  no 
Consul)  <'f  the  American  Government,  and  if  no 
agent  then  the  principal  official  of  the  city  and 
port,  of  the  healthy  or  unhealthy  condition  of  the 
port  of  departure. 

If  this  latter  contingency  should  exist,  the 
vessel  will  be  detained  at  quarantine  until  such 
bills  of  health  can  be  authenticated  by  Her 
Majesty’s  Consul  at  Charleston. 

For  further  information.  I  respectfully  refer 
you  to  my  letter  of  the  1st  instant  to  the  mer¬ 
chants  engaged  in  the  West  India  trade. 

Furthermore,  all  permits  of  examination  and 
discharge  must  be  paid  for  when  issued,  according 
to  tonnage,  as  in  the  harbour  of  New  York.

That  the  foregoing  may  be  better  understood, 
we  reprint  and  subjoin  the  letter  of  the  1st 
instant,  to  which  the  Health  Officer  makes  re¬

Charleston ,  April  1,  1869.

Gentlemen, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  your  letter  of  31st  ult.,  requesting  to  be 
informed  “  as  to  what  restrictions  are  imposed  by 
the  recent  quarantine  law,  upon  vessels  trading 
between  this  port  and  the  British  and  Spanish 
West  Indies  during  the  summer  season.” 

I  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  passed  on  the  6th  day  of 
September,  1868,  establishing  quarantine  at 
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Georgetown,  Charleston,  and  Hilton  Head,  will 
be  rigidly  executed. 

The  second  section  of  this  Act  fixes  the  terras 
of  quarantine,  viz  : 

“  Vessels  arriving  at  the  ports  of  Georgetown, 
Charleston  and  Hilton  Head  shall  be  subject  to 
quarantine  as  follows  : 

“  1.  All  vessels  from  any  place  where  pesti¬ 
lential,  contagious,  or  infectious  disease  existed  at 
the  time  of  their  departure,  or  which  shall  have 
arrived  at  such  place  and  proceeded  thence  to 
either  of  said  ports,  or  on  board  of  which,  during 
the  voyage,  any  case  of  such  disease  shall  have 
occurred,  arriving  between  the  1st  day  of  May 
and  the  1st  of  November,  shall  remain  at  quaran¬ 
tine  for  at  least  thirty  days  after  their  arrival,  and 
at  least  twenty  days  after  their  cargo  shall  have 
been  discharged,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
quarantine  as  the  health  officers  shall  prescribe. 

“  2.  All  vessels  ,/rom  any  place  (including 
islands)  in  Asia,  Africa,  or  the  Mediterranean, 
or  from  any  of  the  West  Indies,  Bahamas,  Ber¬ 
muda,  or  Western  Islauds,  or  from  any  place  in 
America,  in  the  ordinary  passage  from  which 
they  pass  south  of  Hilton  Head  :  and  all  vessels 
on  board  of  which,  during  the  voyage  or  while 
at  the  port  of  their  departure,  any  person  shall 
have  been  sick,  arriving  between  the  1st  day  of 
May  and  the  1st  day  of  November,  and  all  vessels 
from  a  foreign  port,  and  not  embraced  in  the  1st 
subdivision  of  this  section,  shall,  on  arriving  at 
the  quarantine  ground,  be  subject  to  visitation  by 
the  health  officers,  but  shall  not  be  detained 
beyond  the  requisite  time  for  due  examination  and 
observation,  unless  they  shall  have  had  on  board 
during  the  voyage  some  case  of  infectious,  conta¬ 
gious,  or  pestilential  disease,  in  which  case  they 
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shall  be  subject  to  such  quarantine  and  regulations 
as  the  health  officers  may  prescribe. 

“3.  All  vessels  embraced  in  the  foregoing 
provisions,  which  are  navigated  by  steam,  shall  be 
subject  only  to  such  length  of  quarantine  and 
regulations  as  the  health  officer  shall  enjoin,  unless 
they  shall  have  had  on  board  during  the  voyage 
some  case  of  infectious,  contagious  or  pestilential 
disease,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  subject  to 
such  quarantine  as  the  health  officers  shall  pre¬ 
scribe.” 

This  is  the  law. 

Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  this  section  of 
law,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  first  clause  is  im¬ 
perative,  and  that  all  vessels  from  any  port  where, 
at  the  time  of  their  departure,  any  infectious, 
pestilential  or  contagious  disease  is  prevailing, 
whether  the  crew  and  passengers  have  been 
healthy  or  not,  must  be  quarantined  by  this  act 
for  at  least  thirty  days  after  arrival,  and  at  least 
twenty  days  after  the  cargoes  have  been  discharged. 
The  second  clause,  in  my  judgment,  admits  all 
from  ports  named  in  the  section,  and  are  detained 
only  for  visitation  and  examination  by  the  health 
officer,  unless  they  shall  have  had  on  board  during 
the  voyage  some  case  of  disease  in  the  foregoing 
clause.  The  third  clause,  in  regard  to  steam 
vessels,  is  entirely  discretionary,  unless  they  shall 
have  had  on  board  during  the  passage  any  of  the 
prescribed  diseases. 

Thus,  gentlemen,  you  have  my  interpretation  of 
the  quarantine  laws,  entrusted  to  me  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  community  of  Charleston  and  the 
prevention  by  importation  of  epidemic  or  contagious 
diseases.

No  vessel,  national  or  foreign,  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  enter  the  port  at  night,  unless  obliged 
by  distress,  storm,  or  other  motive  which  in  pru¬ 
dence  may  be  considered  reasonable  ;  in  which 
case,  should  the  entry  be  permitted,  the  Governor 
of  the  Morro  Castle  shall  inform  the  Governor  of 
the  city,  specifying  the  class  of  vessel,  whence 
proceeding,  flag,  and  his  reason  for  permitting  the 
entry. 

2nd.  Excepted  from  the  prohibition  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  regulation,  are  all  national  vessels 
of  war,  national  mail  steam  ships,  and  the  coasting 
steamer,  to  whom  entry  shall  be  permitted. 
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3rd.  For  the  manner  of  distinguishing  vessels 
named  in  the  foivgoing  regulation,  which  may 
present  themselves,  the  Governor  of  the  Morro 
Castle  shall  make  arrangements  that  the  sentinels 
of  the  Macho  and  Lower  Batteries,  the  moment 
they  .perceive  any  vessel  approaching,  shall  look 
out  regularly  and  frequently  to  sea,  and  give  the 
alarm,  when  the  before-named  Governor  shall 
personally  go  and  verify  if  this  be  making  for  the 
port  ;  and  if  not  comprehended  in  the  exceptions 
of  Regulation  No.  2,  shall  order  them  to  withdraw 
and  bring-to  until  the  morning,  informing  the 
captain  of  the  ship  that  vessels  are  prohibited 
from  entering  the  port  at  night.  If,  notwith¬ 
standing  this  notice,  which  must  be  repeated  in 
case  he  should  not  have  heard  or  misunderstood 
upon  the  first  summons,  the  vessel  shall  continue 
its  course  toward  the  port,  the  Governor  of  the 
Morro  shall  order  a  gun  to  be  fired,  wide  and 
without  ball,  which  notice  shall  be  repeated  in  a 
short  time,  if  necessary,  again  without  ball  ;  if.

HIS  Excellency  the  Viceroy  and  Governor-Gene¬ 
ral  in  Council  is  pleased  to  direct  the  publication  of 
the  accompanying  letter  from  the  Quartermaster- 
General,  dated  the  5th  instant,  forwarding,  by 
direction  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
chief,  copies  of  despatches  from  Major-General 
A.  T.  Wilde,  C.B.,  C.S.I.,  commanding  the  Hazara 

1869.  2  F 
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Field  Force,  detailing  the  recent  operations  of  the 
force  under  his  command. 

The  Governor-General  in  Council  cordially  con- 
curs  with  the  Commander-in-chief  in  highly  appre¬ 
ciating  the  services  that  have  been  performed,  and 
desires  to  thank  his  Excellency  for  his  able  and 
energetic  direction  of  the  military  resources  of  the 
Government  on  this  occasion. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  wishes  also  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  great  exertions  of  his  Honour  the  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  of  the  Punjab,  who  promptly  caused 
reinforcements  to  be  moved  into  Hazara  on  the 
serious  nature  of  the  outbreak  becoming  apparent, 
and  who  throughout  has  most  actively  aided  the 
force  by  all  the  means  at  his  command. 

To  Major-General  Wilde  the  Government  of 
India  is  much  indebted  for  his  great  care  in  super¬ 
intending  the  proper  equipment  of  his  force,  owing 
to  which  it  was  enabled  to  operate  successfully  in 
most  difficult  and  rugged  mountains.  His  great 
experience  of  hill  warfare  and  excellent  judgment 
have  caused  the  duty  entrusted  to  him  to  he  carried 
out  without  accident,  and  in  a  manner  which, 
beyond  its  present  and  immediate  effect,  will  doubt¬ 
less  convince  the  border  tribes  that  they  cannot 
inflict  annoyance  on  our  frontier  without  rendering 
themselves  liable  to  punishment,  despite  the  almost 
inaccessible  situation  of  their  villages. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  to  be  able  to  offer  his  hearty  thanks  to 
Major-General  Wilde  for  his  conduct  in  his  recent 
command. 

The  valuable  and  untiring  exertions  of  Major 
Pollock,  the  Commissioner,  and  the  services  of 
those  under  his  orders,  will  be  acknowledged  in  the 
proper  department  of  the  Government ;  but  his 
Excellency  in  Council  desires  here  to  express  his 
satisfaction  at  the  cordiality  and  good-will  with 
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which  Major-General  Wilde  and  Major  Pollock 
acted  together  prior  to  and  throughout  the  opera¬ 
tions. 

Brigadier-General  Bright,  and  Brigadier-General 
Vaughan,  C.B ,  have  earned  the  approval  of  the 
Government  by  the  manner  in  which  they  com¬ 
manded  their  respective  brigades,  and  all  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  named  in  Major-General  Wilde’s 
Reports  deserve  the  thanks  of  Government. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Rothney,  commanding  the 
6th  Goorkha  Regiment,  has  already  received  the 
commendation  of  the  Governor-General  in  Council, 
for  his  prompt  movement  to  Oogie  in  July  last, 
and  for  his  resolute  conduct  in  maintaining  his 
position  until  reinforcements  enabled  him  to  drive 
the  enemy  from  his  immediate  vicinity. 

The  staff  of  the  force  and  officers  of  departments 
are  reported  to  be  deserving  of  approval  for  a  correct 
and  intelligent  performance  of  their  duty,  and  are 
therefore  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council  ;  but  the  very  important  services 
from  the  first  movement  of  troops  of  the  principal 
Commissariat  Officer,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dickens, 
upon  whose  exertions  the  success  of  the  expedition 
so  much  depended,  demand  special  recognition  which 
the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  happy  to  accord. 

The  troops  employed,  British  and  Native,  have 
exhibited  some  of  the  best  qualities  of  soldiers  by 
their  discipline,  their  cheerfulness,  and  their  active 
and  willing  exertions  under  all  circumstances. 
The  opportunity  of  serious  encounter  with  the 
enemy  was  denied  to  them  ;  but  there  can  be  no 
doubt  from  their  whole  conduct,  and  from  their 
anxious  desire  for  such  opportunity,  that  had  the 
enemy  ventured  to  make  a  serious  stand,  the  force 
would  have  distinguished  itself,  and  inflicted  signal 
punishment  on  its  adversaries. 

As  it  is,  the  troops  have  rendered  admirable  service 
2  F  2 
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in  a  most  difficult  country,  when  deprived  of  tents 
and  many  of  their  usual  comforts  ;  and  his  Excel¬ 
lency  in  Council  offers  the  best  thanks  of  the 
Government  of  India  to  each  of  the  corps  engaged. 

Nor  does  the  Governor-General  in  Council 
forget  that  various  troops,  European  and  Native, 
moved  with  great  rapidity  from  distant  stations, 
some  of  whom  were  necessarily  kept  in  reserve, 
and  not  actively  engaged.  These  troops  under¬ 
went  great  fatigue  at  a  most  unfavourable  season, 
but  pressed  forward  with  ardour  in  the  hope  that 
they  might  be  of  use.  To  all  of  these,  and  to  the 
departmental  and  civil  officers  by  whose  exertions 
they  were  enabled  to  quit  their  stations  with  promp¬ 
titude,  the  Governor-General  in  Council  tenders 
the  thanks  of  the  Government. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  desires  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  the  prompt  and  gallant  aid  rendered 
bv  the  Nawab  of  Umb  and  his  retainers,  and  of  the 
useful  service  of  the  Hazara  Levies  and  Police, 
some  of  whom  distinguished  themselves ;  and 
his  Excellency  would  finally  acknowledge  the 
assistance  rendered  by  troops  of  his  Highness  the 
Maharajah  of  Cashmere,  placed  temporarily  at  the 
disposal  of  the  British  Government,  and  usefully 
employed  by  Major-General  Wilde.

BY  desire  of  the  Commander-in-chief  in  India, 
I  have  the  honour  to  forward  despatches,  as  per 
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margin,*  from  Major-General  Wilde,  C.B.,  C.S.I. 
commanding  Hazara  Field  Force. 

2.  It  is  unnecessary  for  his  Excellency  to  advert 
to  tlie  policy  of  Government  which  caused  the 
assembly  of  the  force;  but  in  justice  to  the  troops 
actually  engaged  in  the  field,  to  others  placed  in 
reserve,  and  to  the  administrative  departments 
under  Government,  Sir  William  Mansfield  deems 
it  right  to  trouble  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Viceroy  in  Council  with  a  brief  narrative  of  events 
antecedent  to  the  matter  treated  of  by  the  Major- 
General, 

3.  It  will  not  have  escaped  the  recollection  of 
Government  that  in  the  month  of  July  the  most 
urgent  telegraphic  notices  came  from  the  Punjab, 
indicating  serious  disturbance  in  British  Hazara, 
the  same  being  due  partly  to  domestic  insurrection 
and  partly  to  complicity  ;  indeed  it  may  be  said, 
invasion  by  the  independent  tribes  of  the  border. 

4.  The  warning  was  so  urgent,  and  the  call  for 
assistance  so  imperative  (certain  detachments  of 
our  troops  being  in  fact  beleaguered  by  the  insur¬ 
gents),  that  the  Government  of  India  lost  no  time 
in  requesting  the  Gommander-in-chief  to  exercise 
his  authority,  and  to  tender  such  recommendations 
as  might  be  fitting  to  meet  a  state  of  war. 

5.  At  the  same  time  his  Excellency  was  made 
aware  that  the  position  of  affairs,  as  respects  British 
interests,  was  doubtful  in  the  country  of  the

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Akhoond,  the  inference  being  that  it  might  not  be 
possible  to  localize  the  petty  war  in  independent 
Hazara. 

6.  Accordingly,  a  military  policy  was  now  pur¬ 
sued,  with  the  full  sanction  of  Government,  as  his 
Excellency  believes,  for  the  first  time. 

7.  Thus  instead  of  weakening  the  garrison  of 
Peshawur,  or  drawing  troops  from  the  posts  along 
the  border,  according  to  the  first  recommendations 
which  came  from  Major  General  Wilde,  it  was 
determined  to  supply  the  force  for  operation  from 
the  rear  stations  in  the  Punjab  and  from  the  North- 
Western  Provinces  ;  whilst  the  whole  front  of  the 
border  stations  which  is  held  by  the  regular  troops 
in  Peshawur,  and  by  the  Punjab  force  along  the 
border  was  preserved  intact. 

8.  The  consequence  was  that  for  the  time  being, 
the  force  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  frontier  was 
almost  doubled. 

9.  His  Excellency  had  another  object  in  view, 
in  which  he  believes  he  has  the  happiness  to  be  in 
complete  accord  with  his  Excellency  the  Viceroy 
and  his  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Punjab. 

10.  This  object  was  to  show  such  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  body  of  troops  in  the  disturbed  districts  as  not 
only  to  render  opposition  unavailing,  but  to  con¬ 
vince  the  tribes  by  the  first  demonstration  that  to 
offer  further  opposition  in  arms  would  be  an  act  of 
madness. 

11.  His  Excellency  believes  that  this  is  the  only 
manner  in  which  the  Government  of  India  should 
condescend  to  execute  offensive  operations  against 
the  border  tribes.  And  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is 
only  in  such  a  mode  that  protracted  hill  campaigns 
can  be  avoided,  with  their  consequences  of  extreme 
risk  to  small  bodies  of  troops  ;  of  useless  bloodshed 
amongst  ourselves  and  the  uncivilized  enemy  ;  and 
finally,  of  loss  of  prestige  along  the  border,  the 
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preservation  of  which  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
importance  and  State  economy. 

12.  Accordingly,  reasoning  in  this  sense,  all  the 
troops  stationed  in  Rawul  Pindee  (as  per  margin)* 
were  at  once  transferred  to  Hazara,  Abbottabad, 
the  head-quarters  of  that  district,  being  about 
65  miles  from  Rawul  Pindee.  The  20th  Native 
Infantry  marched  a  distance  of  232  miles  from 
Lahore  to  Abbottabad  in  ten  days  in  the  month  of 
August.  The  38th  Foot  moved  in  like  manner 
from  Sealkote,  and  finally  reached  Derbund,  in 
Hazara.  The  1st  and  4th  Goorkhas  coming  from 
the  distant  hill  stations  of  Bukloh  and  Dhurmsalla 
emulated  the  exertions  of  the  above  corps,  and 
joined  General  Wilde  in  a  wonderfully  short  space 
of  time,  considering  the  distance  traversed.  The 
31st  Native  Infantry  having  left  Umballa  was  also 
able  to  take  part  in  the  campaign,  in  its  occupation 
of  Derbund  with  the  38th  Foot,  having  marched  a 
distance  of  422  miles.  Two  Companies  of  the 
Sappers  and  Miners  actually  covered  nearly  600 
miles  by  forced  marches  in  twenty-nine  days  in 
August  and  September,  and  were  ready  to  take 
part  in  the  advanced  guard  of  General  Wilde’s 
force. 

13.  Other  regiments  (as  per  margin), f  left  their

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several  stations  of  Cawnpore,  Allyghur,  Umritsur, 
Lahore,  and  Carapbellpoor,  and  took  post  at  Rawul 
Pindee  as  they  arrived,  and  formed  the  immediate 
reserve  to  meet  any  eventuality  as  alluded  to 
above,  the  9th  Cavalry  having  joined  the  brigade 
at  Derbund. 

14.  In  like  manner  troops  were  held  in  readiness 
at  Peshav.ur  and  Nowshera  to  support  the  Guide 
Corps  at  Hote  Murdan,  which  is  opposite  to  the 
country  of  the  Akhoond. 

15.  When  it  is  recollected  that  all  the  necessary 
movements  for  these  extensive  strategic  precautions 
were  carried  through  in  the  deadly  heats  of  August 
and  September,  there  not  having  been  a  note  of  war 
until  nearly  the  end  of  July,  it  is  impossible,  his 
Excellency  thinks,  to  exaggerate  in  terms  the  alacrity 
of  the  officers  and  soldiers  in  carrying  out  the 
orders  for  their  concentration,  or  the  efficiency  of 
the  Commissariat  Department,  aided  by  the  civil 
officers,  by  which  that  concentration  was  rendered 
possible. 

16.  In  correspondence  with  General  Wilde,  it 
was  determined  that  the  operating  force,  consisting 
of  between  6,000  and  7,000  men  immediately  under 
his  command,  should  be  equipped  in  such  a  light 
manner  as  to  insure  absolute  mobility  over  the 
highest  mountains  in  Hazara,  and  the  absence, 
with  the  exception  of  the  commissariat  and  ordnance 
trains,  of  all  baggage.  This  measure  was  carried 
out,  as  reported  by  General  Wilde,  with  great 
success. 

17.  The  spectacle  has  been  seen  of  British 
troops,  European  and  native,  operating  over  and 
among  mountains  10,000  feet  high,  in  bivouac  for 
three  weeks,  the  General  in  command  himself  being 
without  a  tent. 

18.  It  is  placed  on  record  that  the  English 
regiments  moved  as  easily  and  with  as  little  incum¬ 
brance  as  the  native  ;  this  fact  even  extending  to 
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the  commissariat  arrangement  for  rations.  It  is 
further  shown  that  the  health  of  neither  English  nor 
native  troops  suffered  in  any  significant  degree. 

19.  The  political  consequences  of  this  experience 
are,  his  Excellency  ventures  to  observe,  at  least  as 
important  as  the  military  ones. 

20.  His  Excellency  thinks  that  a  great  lesson 
has  been  learnt  in  mountain  warfare  which  should 
never  be  lost  sight  of  in  future  hill  campaigns  in 
India  ;  it  being  certain  that  in  all  such  operations 
the  presence  of  heavy  trains  and  comparative  use¬ 
less  baggage  is  more  fatal  to  the  initiate  of  the 
General  in  immediate  command,  than  any  positive 
resistance  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  enemy  to 
offer. 

21.  His  Excellency  would  now  leave  General 
Wilde  to  complete  the  narrative. 

22.  His  movements  for  the  taking  of  the  passes 
and  the  occupation  of  the  Muchaie  Peak  were 
characterized  by  great  skill  and  decision,  the  results 
of  the  submission  of  the  tribes  having  quickly 
followed  on  the  demonstration  as  had  been  origin¬ 
ally  anticipated. 

23.  After  taking  of  the  Muchaie  Peak,  the 
troops  remained,  as  shown  in  the  despatches,  for  a 
fortnight  in  the  independent  territory  without 
molestation,  except  that  of  a  very  petty  kind,  for 
which  the  heads  of  tribes  were  made  immediately 
responsible. 

24.  Although,  in  a  spirit  of  humanity,  as  little 
devastation  as  possible  was  committed  against  those 
who  had  offended  so  deeply,  heavy  punishment 
was  nevertheless  inflicted  on  the  particular  leaders, 
viz.,  the  Pyraree  Syuds,  who  had  shown  marked 
inveteracy. 

25.  In  the  meantime  the  tribes  of  independent 
Hazara  have  learnt  that  British  regular  forces, 
with  trains  of  ordnance,  can  and  on  occasion  will, 
penetrate  the  most  difficult  fastnesses,  and  carry 
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fire  and  sword  through  glens  which  have  hitherto 
been  deemed  inaccessible,  and  were  never  ap¬ 
proached  by  the  native  predecessors  of  the  British 
Government, 

26.  It  will  surely  be  understood,  his  Excellency 
believes,  along  the  entire  border  stretching  from 
Peshawur  to  Scinde,  that  hostility  on  the  part  of 
border  tribes  will  hereafter  be  met  and  curbed  in 
like  manner,  and,  therefore,  it  may  be  hoped  that 
the  Hazara  Expedition  may  prove  to  have  had  a 
lasting  effect. 

27.  His  Excellency  would  now  invite  the  special 
notice  of  Government  to  the  excellent  services 
rendered  by  Major-General  Wilde  and  the  Political 
Commissioner,  Major  Pollock  The  two  authori¬ 
ties  have  acted  throughout  in  consultation  together, 
and  in  the  most  praiseworthy  spirit  of  harmony. 
Major-General  Wilde’s  care  and  self-sacrifice  have 
been  unremitting,  and  he  has  shown  himself  to  be 
able  to  stand  by  his  own  judgment,  when  a  weaker 
man  might  have  grasped  at  personal  opportunities 
of  display,  to  the  disregard  of  humanity  and  the 
wishes  of  his  Government.  It  must  be  most 
satisfactory  to  him  and  to  Major  Pollock  to  have 
already  learnt  that  they  have  earned  the  cordial 
approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

28.  His  Excellency  also  requests  the  favourable 
notice  of  Government  of  the  manner  in  which 
Major-General  Wilde  records  his  opinion  of  the 
services  performed  by  Brigadier-General  R.  O. 
Bright,  Brigadier-General  J.  A.  Vaughan,  C.B., 
and  the  several  Commanding  Officers*  of  regiments.

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29.  Although  not  engaged  in  the  active  opera¬ 
tions,  Colonel  F.  A.  Willis,  C.  B.,  38th  Foot, 
Commanding  at  Derbund,  and  the  Commanding 
Officers* *  under  his  orders,  have  done  good  service. 

30.  Sir  William  Mansfield  would  also  beg  to 
convey  his  own  most  favourable  impression  of  the 
performance  of  their  duty  by  Major  C.  C.  Johnson, 
Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  Major  J.  Mor- 
land.  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  H.  C.  Johnstone,  in  charge  of  the  Survey, 
and  of  the  several  Staff  Officers  named  by  the 
Brigadiers -General.  Sir  William  Mansfield  would 
add  to  these  the  name  of  Captain  W.  K.  Elies, 
38th  Foot,  Deputy  Assistant  Adjutant- General  of 
the  Army,  who,  on  account  of  his  regiment  being 
in  the  field,  was  sent  to  join  the  staff  of  the 
force  under  General  Wilde,  from  head-quarters. 
Although  this  officer’s  name  does  not  appear  in 
the  official  report  of  recommendations,  the  omission 
has  been  corrected  in  a  letter  received  by  his  Excel¬ 
lency  from  Major-General  Wilde. 

31.  His  Excellency  most  specially  recommends 
to  the  notice  of  Government  Lieutenant-Colonel 
O.  E.  Rothney,  commanding  5th  Goorkha  Regi¬ 
ment  of  the  Punjab  force,  who  stood  at  bay  for 
some  time  against  the  insurgents  until  he  could  be 
reinforced  :  he  having  moved  out  by  a  forced  march 
of  forty  miles  on  his  own  responsihity  on  the  first 
intelligence  of  the  insurrection  in  Agrore  reaching

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him.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rothney  then  fought  an 
action  of  his  own,  the  execution  and  result  of  which 
were  greatly  to  his  credit  and  of  the  troops  engaged. 
When  the  force  advanced  under  Major-General 
Wilde,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rothney  was  specially 
selected  by  him,  on  account  of  his  experience  and 
intelligence,  to  command  the  base  at  Oogie,  which 
comprehended  the  direction  of  a  portion  of  the 
levies  and  Kashmeer  troops. 

32.  Colonel  E.  Atlay,  commanding  the  Royal 
Artillery,  is  well  known  to  Government  as  a  very 
experienced  and  able  officer.  On  this  occasion  his 
talent  for  organization  was  expressed  with  great 
advantage  to  the  State,  and  both  in  this  matter  and 
in  the  field  operations  he  was  admirably  seconded  by 
the  several  officers*  commanding  batteries.  Major 
T.  Hughes,  who  lately  vacated  the  command  of  the 
Peshawur  Mountain  Battery,  and  had  been  wounded 
in  Colonel  Rotlmey’s  affair,  has  also  made  himself 
conspicuous  by  his  exertions. 

33.  His  Excellency  would  record,  for  the  in- 
formation  of  Government,  the  admirable  success  of 
the  Commissariat  arrangements,  which  are  entirely 
due  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  A.  D.  Dickens.  His 
Excellency  had  the  satisfaction  of  serving  with 
this  officer  many  years  ago  in  Lord  Clyde’s  cam¬ 
paigns.  The  Commander-in-chief  was  convinced 
that,  when  he  was  able  to  recommend  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Dickens  for  the  charge  of  the  Commis¬ 
sariat,  owing  to  his  being  at  Rawul  Pindee,  the 
Government  might  rest  assured  that  the  troops 
would  be  well  cared  for  in  this  most  important 
particular.  As  reported  by  General  Wilde,  his 
Excellency’s  conviction  lias  been  more  than 
justified.

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34.  It  is  most  pleasing-  to  Sir  William  Mansfield 
to  remark  on  the  alacrity  and  good  humour  of  the 
British  soldiers  and  native  sepoys  in  their  long  and 
[forced  marches  to  the  scene  of  action,  in  the  worst 
of  weather,  and  in  encountering  the  privation  and 
exposure  during  their  protracted  bivouac.  Their 
ardour  to  meet  the  enemy  was,  of  course,  to  be 
,expected ;  but  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  bearing  of  the  troops  caused  general  admira- 
ition  ;  and  that  their  discipline  stood  the  test,  of  all 
others  the  most  difficult,  of  petty  galling  attacks, 

.  and  of  restraining  their  temper  when  ordered  to  do 
i  so  by  the  General  in  districts  lately  hostile. 

35.  Government  will  observe  General  Wilde’s 
satisfactory  report  of  the  arrangements  of  the 
Medical  Department  under  Deputy  Inspector- 
General  of  Hospitals,  G.  E.  Morton.  The  activity 
displayed  on  all  occasions  by  Lieutenant  W.  B. 
Holmes,  R.E.,  is  also  prominently  brought  to 
notice  with  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  Command¬ 
ing  and  attached  to  the  Sappers  and  Miners. 
Here,  also,  I  am  to  attract  attention  to  the  intelli¬ 
gent  and  devoted  assistance  rendered  to  General 
Wilde  by  his  Aide-de-Camp,  Major  W.  H.  Paget, 
5th  Punjab  Cavalry. 

36.  His  Excellency  observes  that,  whether  as 
regards  the  Regiments  of  the  Line,  the  Cavalry, 
Sappers,  Artillery,  or  the  Military  Departments, 
the  army  seems  to  be  as  ready  for  active  service, 
after  long  years  of  peace,  as  if  it  were  just 
emerging  from  a  general  campaign.  In  short,  the 
only  characteristic  of  a  peace  establishment  may  be 
said  to  lie  in  the  numerical  weakness  of  individual 
corps.  That  numerical  weakness  is  a  matter  of 
Government  economy  ;  but  for  the  efficiency  other¬ 
wise  preserved,  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  sure 
that  his  Excellency  the  Viceroy  in  Council  will 
agree  with  him  in  thinking  that  the  acknowledg¬ 
ments  of  Government  are  due  to  the  Commanding 
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Officers  in  their  several  degrees  and  the  heads  of 
Administrative  Departments. 

37.  It  is  almost  beyond  his  Excellency’s 
province,  but  Sir  William  Mansfield  cannot  close 
this  despatch  without  recording  his  high  opinion  of 
the  services  rendered  by  the  regiments  of  the 
Maharajah  of  Cashmeer,  by  the  very  chivalrous 
Khan  of  Umb,  and  the  courageous  perseverance 
displayed  by  the  Hazara  District  Levies  before  the 
reinforcements  of  troops  arrived.  In  short,  prior 
to  this,  a  very  active,  though  small,  campaign  fell 
to  the  lot  of  the  Khan  of  Umb,  the  levies,  and  the 
troops  under  Colonel  Rothney.

Sir,  Camp  Oogie,  24 th  October,  1868. 

IN  the  letters  marginally  noted*  I  had  the  honour 
to  report,  for  the  information  of  his  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Punjab,  the  disturb¬ 
ances  that  had  occurred  in  the  Valley  of  Agrore, 
District  Hazara,  and  in  the  above  communications 
the  military  precautions  taken  by  me  to  preserve 
the  peace  of  the  border  were  fully  explained.

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2.  Subsequently  I  received  orders  to  report 
direct  to  Army  Head-quarters,  as  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-chief  had  assumed  the  direction 
of  the  military  movements  in  this  Province.  My 
[reports  to  the  Quartermaster-General  marginally 
■  quoted,’*  continue  the  history  of  events  up  to  the 
Time  when  the  Hazara  Field  Force  entered  the  hills 
on  the  3rd  of  October,  1868. 

3.  On  the  30th  July,  a  party  of  some  500  men 
of  the  hill  tribes  attacked  the  Police  Station  in  the 
Agrore  Valley.  Through  the  fidelity  and  courage, 
however,  of  the  police  they  were  driven  off  with 
the  loss  of  six  men  killed  and  several  wounded. 
Lieutenant-Colonel  O.  E.  Rothney,  Commanding 
at  Abbottabad,  immediately  moved  out  the  troops 
marginally  noted-f  to  the  assistance  of  the  Police. 
From  the  date  of  the  arrival  of  these  troops  in  the 
Agrore  Valley  till  the  12th  August,  when  a  rein¬ 
forcement  of  one  Infantry  Regiment  and  a 
Squadron  of  Cavalry  enabled  Lieutenant-Colonel 
O.  E.  Rothney  to  act  on  the  offensive,  the  small 
garrison  was  beleaguered  and  annoyed  by  the 
assemblage  of  the  tribes  to  the  number  of  4,000  or 
5,000  men  on  the  surrounding  hills.  At  one  time 
the  position  of  the  troops  was  the  cause  of  much 
just  anxiety,  as  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  hill

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men  were  gradually  working  round  and  threatening 
the  line  of  communication,  the  greater  part  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Agrore  Valley  itself  had  proved 
themselves  to  be  inimical. 

4.  After  the  repulse  of  the  enemy  on  the  12th 
August,  and  until  the  final  assembling  of  the 
Hazara  Field  Force  at  the  end  of  September, 
nothing  of  any  importance  occurred,  as  the  troops 
thrown  into  the  district  under  the  orders  of  his 
Excellency  the  Commander-in-chief  effectually 
disarmed  a!  1  resistance  within  British  territory,  and 
checked  the  hill  men  beyond. 

5.  I  beg  to  record  my  admiration  of  the  excellent 
service  performed  by  the  Nawab  of  Umb  and  by 
the  Hazara  levies.  The  loss  inflicted  in  August 
upon  the  enemy  was  considerable,  and  the  nature 
of  the  conflict  carried  on  by  our  troops  and 
levies  is  best  illustrated  by  the  Casualty  Return 
marked  A.

Head-quarters,  Hazara  Field  Force , 
Sir,  Camp  Oogie,  2 5th  October,  1868. 

IN  my  Report  No.  1  I  had  the  honour  to 
recapitulate,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-chief,  the  occurrences  which  led 
to  the  formation  of  the  Hazara  Field  Force  in  the 
Agrore  Valley  of  the  Hazara  District. 

2.  Under  the  instructions  conveyed  in  the 
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despatches  marginally  noted,*  the  force,  consisting 
of  the  troops  as  detailed  in  Appendix  A,  by  the  end 
of  September  assembled  at  Camp  Oogie,  and  three 
days  were  now  devoted  to  the  inspection  and  test 
of  an  equipment  to  which  I  had  given  long  and 
careful  attention,  as  my  experience  in  hill  warfare 
convinced  me  that  on  the  efficiency  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  and  the  mobility  of  the  force  success  would 
mainly  depend. 

3.  Previous  to  the  departure  into  the  hills  of 
the  Hazara  Field  Force,  two  Doarah  Regiments  of 
His  Highness  the  Maharajah  of  Cashmeer  moved 
into  the  Valley  of  Agrore.  These  troops  held  the 
following  posts  during  the  expedition,  and  I  beg  to 
express  my  gratitude  for  the  way  in  which  they 
performed  the  duty,  viz.,  the  “  Jalgully  Pass,”  the 
“  Kuttaie  Pass,”  the  “  boosul  Pass,”  and  the  camp 
of  “  Oogie.” 

4.  At  daybreak  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd  of 
October  the  force  marched  out  from  the  camp  at 
“  Oogie,”  in  good  heart  and  spirits,  to  take  the 
field  against  the  hill  tribes.  The  troops  had  one 
day’s  cooked  rations  in  their  haversacks,  and  seven 
days’  supplies  for  the  whole  force  were  carried  on 
mules. 

5.  The  object  of  the  first  day’s  operations  was 
to  occupy  the  “Jalgully  Pass,”  leading  from  the 
Valley  of  Agrore  into  those  of  “  Tikaree  ”  and 
“  Nundehar,”  belonging  to  the  independent  Swatees, 
so  as  to  secure,  through  the  Koongullee  Village, 
a  secure  line  of  communication  with  “  Oogie.”

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Tlie  Village  of  Koongullee  is  situated  a  short 
distance  up  a  spur  of  that  name,  by  which  I 
intended  one  of  my  columns  should  ascend  the 
Black  Mountain.  To  effect  these  objects,  it  was 
obligatory  to  carry  the  hills  on  both  sides  of  the 
Pass.  Moreover,  a  movement  of  this  nature  would 
at  once  test  the  sincerity  of  the  professions  of 
neutrality  which  had  lately  been  made  bv  the 
Swatees  “  Tikaree  ”  and  “  Nundehar,”  as,  since  the 
commencement  of  disturbances  in  the  Valley  of 
Agrore,  the  enemy  had  always  defiantly  shown 
themselves  on  these  hills.  By  9  a.m.  the  heights 
on  the  left  of  the  pass  had  been  taken,  and  the 
Village  of  Koongullee  occupied  by  the  troops  of 
the  1st  Brigade  noted  in  the  margin.*  Only  an 
advanced  picket  of  the  enemy  showed  at  “  Koon¬ 
gullee,”  which  retired  up  the  spur  as  our  troops 
advanced. 

G.  Simultaneously  with  this  movement  the  troops 
of  the  2nd  Brigade,  as  mentioned  in  the  margin, f 
ascended  the  Kiarkote  ridge — a  spur  of  the  “  Kub- 
bul  Mountain,”  dominating  the  right  of  the  pass. 
A  very  small  number  of  the  enemy  were  seen  on 
the  heights,  and  retired,  firing  a  few  shots  as  our 
troops  advanced.  The  absence  of  any  opposition 
on  the  right  of  the  pass  convinced  me  that  the  inde¬ 
pendent  Swatees  were  not  then  minded  to  oppose  my 
advance.  Accepting  the  success  of  diplomacy  with 
the  Swatees,  therefore,  as  a  fact,  I  was  enabled  to 
bring  all  my  strength  to  bear  on  my  contemplated

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operations  against  the  Patan  tribes  of  the  Black 
Mountain.  And  accordingly  I  at  once  directed 
Brigadier-General  Vaughan,  C.B.,  to  leave  the 
“  Kiarkote  ”  ridge,  and.  passing  from  the  right  to 
the  left  of  mv  position  to  occupy  and  bivouac  at  the 
Village  of  “  Kilagaie,”  to  which  place  I  had  already 
detached  from  the  reserve  two  regiments  of  Native 
Infantry  and  half  the  Mortar  Battery  belonging  to 
No.  2  Brigade.  This  village  is  situated  between 
the  “  Shahtool  ”  and  “  Burchur  ”  spurs  at  the  base 
of  the  “  Black  Mountain.”  YVith  Brigadier- 
General  Vaughan's  brigade  I  had  placed  800  of  the 
Hazara  Levies  in  view  to  their  ascending  the 
“  Burchur  ”  spur  the  following  morning,  simul¬ 
taneously  with  the  advance  of  the  1st  and  2nd 
Brigades  up  the  “  Koongullee  ”  and  “  Sumbulboot  ” 
spurs  respectively. 

7.  While  these  dispositions  were  being  carried 
out,  Brigadier-General  Bright,  commanding  the 
1st  Brigade,  had  found  it  necessary  to  drive  off  and 
follow  up  small  parties  of  the  enemy  which  were 
showing  above  the  “  Koongullee  ”  village,  and  bv 
evening  his  advanced  troops  had  gained  a  very 
commanding  position,  called  “  Munna-ka-l)unna.” 
Although  this  was  a  point  higher  up  the  ‘‘Koon¬ 
gullee  ”  spur  than  it  had  been  my  intention  or  wish 
to  occupy  the  first  day,  it  was  too  valuable  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  be  abandoned,  and  I  therefore  determined 
to  hold  it  for  the  night. 

8.  My  original  intention  was  to  ascend  to  the 
crest  of  the  mountain  in  three  columns.  No.  1 
Brigade  advancing  up  the  “  Koongullee  ”  spur, 
while  No.  2  Brigade  and  the  levies  moved  up  the 
“  Sumbulboot  ”  and  “  Burchur  ”  spurs  respectively, 
as  a  diversion.  No.  1  Brigade  having,  however, 
gained  the  very  advanced  position  of  “  Munna-ka- 
Dunna  ”  on  the  first  day,  the  necessity  for  carrying 
out  this  operation  in  its  entirety  passed  away.

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Moreover,  I  found  that  a  comparatively  easy 
mountain  road  might  he  made  up  to  “  Munna-ka* 
Dunna,”  and,  furthermore,  I  considered  that 
“  Munna-ka-Uunna  ”  itself  afforded  an  excellent 
temporary  base  for  operations  against  the  “  Chitta- 
but  ”  and Muchaie  ”  peaks — the  latter  being 
undoubtedly  the  key-position  of  the  Black  Moun¬ 
tain.  Under  these  circumstances  I  ordered  No.  2 
Brigade  to  abandon  the  line  of  advance  up  the 
“  Sumbulboot”  spur,  and  to  support  No.  1  Brigade 
on  the  “  Koongullee  ”  spur,  leaving  the  Levies  to 
carry  out  their  part  in  the  original  plan  of  moving 
up  the  “  Burchur  ”  spur,  a  duty  they  fulfilled 
during  the  following  day  with  much  fidelity  and 
spirit,  sustaining  a  loss  of  two  killed  and  six 
wounded. 

9.  As  the  1st  Brigade  pressed  on  to  “  Munna- 
ka-Dunna,”  the  reserve  moved  forward  and  occupied 
the  village  of  “  Koongullee  ’  with  the  5th  Ghoorka 
Regiment  posted  in  advance  to  maintain  the  com¬ 
munication  with  Brigadier-General  Bright.  As 
part.,  also  of  this  movement,  400  Infantry  and  some 
wall  pieces  of  His  Highness  the  Maharajah  of 
Cashmeer  moved  out  from  “  Oogie  ”  and  held  the 
“  Jalgully  ”  Pass. 

10.  As  is  usually  the  case  in  mountain  warfare, 
the  bivouac  of  the  1st  Brigade  at.  Munna-ka- 
Dunna  ”  did  not  remain  unmolested  during  that 
night.  As  soon  as  the  pursuit  by  our  troops 
ceased,  and  they  were  preparing  to  occupy  the 
ground  for  the  night,  the  enemy  took  advantage 
of  the  surrounding  cover,  and  their  numbers  hourly 
increasing  as  night  closed  in,  the  attack  on  our 
piquet  became  bold,  continuous,  and  harassing. 
At  times  the  enemy,  under  cover  of  the  brushwood 
and  standing  crops  which  surrounded  the  position, 
came  close  up  to  the  piquets,  and  placing  their 
matchlocks  on  the  rough  breastworks  our  men  had 
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hastily  thrown  up,  fired  upon  the  defenders  inside  ; 
but  the  gallant  defence  made  by  the  20th  Punjab 
Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel 
C.  H.  Brownlow,  C.  B.,  who  held  the  most  forward 
post,  assisted  by  an  occasional  fire  from  the  Hazara 
Mountain  Battery,  and  supported  by  the  1-1 9th 
Foot,  and  1st  Ghoorka  Light  Infantry,  as  often 
repulsed  the  attacks.  During  the  night,  at  Briga¬ 
dier-General  Bright’s  request,  the  5th  Goorkha 
Regiment  was  moved  up  to  his  support,  the  2nd 
Punjab  Infantry  being  thrown  forward  from  the 
village  of  “  Koongullee  ”  to  take  its  place ;  at  the 
same  time  200  of  the  Cashmeer  troops  conformed 
to  the  general  movement  and  marched  into  the 
village  of  “  Koongullee.” 

11.  As  the  day  dawned,  the  enemy  were  obliged 
to  draw  off  from  Brigadier-General  Bright’s  posi¬ 
tion.  Our  casualties  up  to  this  time  being  two 
sepoys  killed  and  six  wounded.  The  bulk  of  the 
enemy  who  had  made  these  attacks  consisted  of 
men  of  the  Chuggerzaies  and  Akazaies,  led  on  by 
the  Syuds  of  “  Paryaree,”  and  I  at  once  saw  that 
unless  an  immediate  advance  were  made,  and  the 
enemy  driven  from  the  position  to  which  they  had 
retired,  the  attacks  of  the  previous  night  were  but 
a  slight  prelude  to  what  would  follow. 

12.  Accordingly,  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  of 
October,  I  made  the  necessary  dispositions  for 
immediately  attacking  the  enemy’s  position.  This 
position  was  an  unusually  well  selected  one — about 
800  yards  in  front  of  the  plateau  our  troops  had 
so  obstinately  defended  during  the  night,  a  high 
grassy  knoll,  the  top  of  which  could  be  seen 
through  the  intervening  fir  forest ;  on  this  knoll 
the  enemy  had  erected  an  abattis  with  small  stone 
breastwork  below.  The  approach  to  this  knoll  was 
along  a  narrow  ridge  connecting  it  with  the  Munna 
plateau,  and  below  this  ridge,  to  the  right  as 
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as  well  as  around  the  knoll,  was  a  dense  forest  of 
firs. 

13.  The  D  Battery,  F  Brigade,  Royal  Horse 
Artillery,  which  had  come  up  on  elephants,  now 
opened  an  excellently  directed  and  long  sustained 
shell  fire.  For  some  time  the  hill  men  remained 
defiant,  showing  their  flags  and  waving  their 
swords  ;  but  as  each  successive  shot  took  effect, 
they  commenced  evacuating  their  defences.  Under 
cover  of  this  fire,  Brigadier-General  Bright,  with 
the  1st  Brigade,  moved  out  in  the  order  noted 
marginally.*  After  advancing  for  some  distance 
the  Mountain  Batteries  came  into  action  on  the 
ridge,  and  a  heavy  artillery  fire  being  thus  directed, 
On  the  enemy’s  position,  as  the  1st  and  5th  Goorkha 
Regiments  ascended  the  knoll  and  entered  the 
abattis,  but  few  of  its  defenders  had  remained  to 
contest  it.  Owing  to  the  dense  forest  in  our  front, 
it  was  impossible  to  discover  the  enemy’s  strength ; 
but  had  the  position  been  resolutely  held  by  the 
enemy,  or  had  our  troops  advanced  to  the  attack 
before  the  enemy  had  been  shaken  by  our  artillery, 
the  conflict  must  have  been  most  severe.  Briga¬ 
dier  General  Bright,  pursuant  to  my  instructions 
closely  pressing  the  enemy,  effectually  prevented 
their  again  making  any  attempt  to  stand,  and 
successfully  forcing  his  way  through  the  heavy 
forest,  occupied  for  the  night  the  “  Chittabut 
Peak,”  on  the  crest  of  the  Black  Mountain.  He 
was  here  joined  by  the  Hazara  Levies,  who  had 
ascended  by  the  “  Burchur”  spur.  In  the  interim

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the  2nd  Brigade  had  reached  “  Munna-ka-Dunna,” 
and  the  2nd  Goorkha  and  3rd  Sikh  Regiments  were 
thrown  forward  to  occupy  the  breastworks  from 
which  the  enemy  had  been  driven  in  the  morning, 
and  to  keep  open  communication  with  the  1st 
Brigade. 

14.  On  the  morning  of  the  5th,  I  ordered  the 
advance  of  the  1st  Brigade  from  Chittabut  along 
the  crest  of  the  mountain  for  the  capture  of  the 
“  Muchaie  Peak  ” — five  miles  distant.  I  have 
never  in  the  border  hills  seen  such  a  naturally 
strong  and  defensible  position  as  the  “  Muchaie 
Peak,”  the  hereditary  stronghold  of  the  wild  tribes 
of  the  Black  Mountain,  and  well  might  the  hill  men 
consider  it  as  the  inaccessible  home  of  their  inde¬ 
pendence.  The  approaches  to  the  foot  of  the  final 
ascent  are  densely  wooded,  and  the  ascent  itself  is 
very  long  and  steep.  The  grassy  slopes  are  broken 
up  by  huge  rocks  and  boulders  affording  excellent 
cover  for  defenders,  and  on  one  side  they  are 
flanked  by  a  deep  fir  forest.  Anticipating  that  the 
resistance  might  be  a  protracted  one,  and  relying  on 
the  effect  produced  by  artillery  an  all  mountaineers, 

1  had  sent  both  Mountain  Batteries  with  the  1st 
Brigade,  and  I  this  day  reinforced  the  brigade 
with  the  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  H.  MacPherson,  V.C. 

15.  Nothing  could  have  exceeded  the  regularity 
of  the  advance  of  the  1st  Brigade  through  the 
forest  of  “  Dodha  ”  (a  hill  on  the  crest),  and  up 
the  heights  of  the  Muchaie  Peak.  The  Mountain 
Batteries  kept  up  a  dropping  fire  in  line  with  the 
reserves  of  the  brigade,  as  the  storming  column 
scaled  the  heights, — 

The  20th  Punjab  Infantry  in  advance, 

The  1st  and  5th  Goorkha  Regiments  in  support. 

The  1  —19th  in  reserve; 

both  these  batteries  which  had  come  into  action 
at  the  foot  of  the  ascent,  covered  the  advance  by 
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a  most  accurate  and  effective  fire.  As  our  troops 
advanced,  the  scattered  bands  of  the  enemy  re¬ 
treated,  till  at  length,  as  the  summit  of  the  peak 
was  crowned,  they  were  seen  flying  down  the  spurs 
into  the  valley  bordering  the  Indus.  Our  casualties 
amounted  to  eight  wounded. 

16.  On  the  night  of  the  5th  October  the  Hazara 
Field  Force  was  echelloned  as  follows : — 

1st  Brigade  and  Pe-

The  night  passed  off  with  but  little  annoyance 
from  the  enemy.  Rain  fell  during  the  night, 
which,  though  adding  to  the  discomfort  of  the 
troops,  prevented  the  enemy  from  using  their 
matchlocks  much  against  the  piquets.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  morning  was  passed  in  searching  for  water, 
making  roads,  and  moving  up  supplies. 

17.  As  the  occupation  of  the  ‘‘Muchaie  Peak”, 
10,200  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  had  been 
my  primary  object,  and  I  had  now  successfully 
accomplished  it,  I  will,  with  his  Excellency’s  per¬ 
mission,  close  this  despatch  with  the  following 
general  observations : — 

I. — The  resistance  having  been  less  than  might 
have  been  expected,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
attrbutable  to  these  circumstances  : — 
ls£. — The  tribes  never  believed,  and  in  this 
idea  the  Commissioner  concurs,  that 
our  soldiers  would  attempt  an  ascent 
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like  that  of  the  “  Black  Mountain,” 
where  no  roads  existed,  and  the  troops 
would  have  to  force  their  way  by  paths 
through  dense  forests  and  over  slopes 
broken  up  by  huge  masses  of  rock,  or 
intersected  by  deep  ravines, 

2nd. — These  tribes  had  never  met  artillery, 
and  were  ignorant  of  the  power  of  that 
arm  so  potent  against  the  bravest  of 
mountaineers. 

3rd. — That,  knowing  the  Swatees  of  “  Tikaree” 
and  “  Nundehar”  were  the  original 
offenders,  and  seeing  the  ease  and  faci¬ 
lity  with  which  those  valleys  could  be 
overrun  with  troops,  the  Patan  tribes 
of  the  “  Black  Mountain”  up  to  the  last 
moment  believed  our  operations  would 
be  directed,  in  the  first  instance,  if  not 
entirely,  against  those  valleys,  and  not 
against  themselves.  Another  cause  of 
the  speedy  success  of  our  arms  was 
that  no  check  or  halt  occurred  between 
the  time  the  first  brigade  scaled  the 
heights  of  “  Koongullee”  on  the  3rd 
October  to  the  final  occupation  of  the 
“  Muchaie  Peak”  on  the  5th  ;  one  day’s 
halt  or  any  hesitation  in  our  advance 
on  the  morning  of  the  4th  would  have 
rallied  many  thousands  of  the  enemy 
round  their  standards  in  defence  of 
their  homes.

Head  Quarters,  Hazara  Field  Force, 
Sir,  Camp  Oogie,  October  25,  1868. 

WITH  reference  to  my  previous  despatches, 
Nos.  1  and  2  respectively,  dated  24th  and  25th 
October,  1868,  I  have  the  honour  to  continue,  for 
the  information  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander- 
in-chief,  the  relation  of  the  operations  of  the 
Hazara  Field  Force  subsequent  to  the  occupation 
of  the  Muchaie  Peak  of  the  Black  Mountain  on 
the  5th  October,  1868,  until  I  finally  left  the  Patan 
country  on  the  14th  October,  1868,  and  the  force 
encamped  at  “  Chermung,  in  the  “  Tikaree”  Valley. 

2.  The  6th  was  passed  in  the  completion  of  a 
road  up  to  the  crest  of  the  mountain,  to  enable  me  to 
move  up  the  supplies  and  ammunition  of  the  force. 
Fortunately  a  supply  of  good  spring  water  was 
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found  at  “  Chittabut,”  also  at  the  hill  “  Dodah,” 
and  subsequently)  much  to  the  surprise  of  all,  in 
the  forest,  about  300  yards  below  the  “  Muchaie 
Peak”  itself.  Roads  were  speedily  made  down  to 
it  by  the  soldiers  of  the  1— lSth  Foot,  and  all  anxiety 
on  this  most  vital  point  ceased.  Located  on  the 
most  commanding  plateau  of  the  range,  with  seven 
days’  food  and  an  abundance  of  water,  with  my 
line  of  communication  with  Agrore  secure,  I  had 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the  objects  of  the 
Government,  viz.,  “  the  vindication  of  the  British 
character  and  the  future  security  of  the  frontier 
from  invasion”  would  shortly  be  attained. 

3.  Beyond  the  mere  fact  of  our  prestige  among 
the  hill  men  having  been  raised  considerably  by 
the  late  achievements,  I  had  in  my  hands  the 
power  of  inflicting  considerable  damage  and  loss 
on  all  the  villages  of  the  Patan  tribes  situated  on 
the  slopes  near  the  top  of  the  mountain,  and,  while 
the  troops  held  the  ridge  and  the  upper  spurs,  it 
was  easy  to  let  loose  the  Hazara  Levies,  men  as 
light-footed  as  the  hill  men  themselves,  for  this 
work  of  destruction. 

4.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  the  enemy  had 
made  no  sign  of  submission.  In  concurrence  with 
the  Commissioner  I  detached  the  24th  Punjab 
Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  G.  N.  Cave,  down  the  “  Bilund  Kote”  spur 
from  the  camp  at  “  Munna-ka-Dunna,  covering 
these  movements  with  the  guns  of  D-F  Royal 
Horse  Artillery.  The  above  orders  were  conveyed 
to  the  officer  commanding  at  “  Munna-ka-Dunna” 
by  Captain  W.  K.  Elies,  Deputy  Assistant  Adju¬ 
tant-General.  Supported  by  the  above  troops,  a 
large  body  of  levies  was  at  this  time  dispatched 
from  the  crest  of  the  mountain,  and  in  a  few 
hours  many  of  the  “  Puryaree”  Syuds’  villages 
were  in  flames.  Little  opposition  was  offered,  as 
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the  attack  came  suddenly.  Before  night  the  troops 
and  levies  were  back  in  camp. 

5.  On  the  7th,  also,  the  1  —6th  Foot  and  the 
Mortar  Battery  were  moved  up  and  occupied  the 
hill  of  “  Dodah  ”  on  the  crest.  Arrangements 
were  made  the  same  day  to  carry  out  still  more 
extensive  punitory  operations  against  the  “  Pury- 
aree  ”  Syuds  (the  chief  offenders  in  this  spot) ;  but 
owing  to  the  tribes  making  overtures  of  peace,  the 
orders  for  the  movement  of  the  troops  and  levies 
were  countermanded. 

6.  His  Excellency  will  observe  that,  during  the 
6th  and  7th,  no  Patan  villages  were  destroyed. 
I  had,  however,  determined,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Commissioner,  that  active  and  punitory  measures 
should  be  resumed  on  the  8th  had  the  tribes  not 
submitted,  as  they  eventually  did. 

7.  The  8th  and  9th  were  passed  in  negotiations 
which  were  most  successfully  brought  to  a  close 
on  the  10th,  and  peace  was  made  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  Patan  tribes  : — Hussunzaies,  Chuggurzaies,  and 
Akazaies,  who,  in  all,  can  collect  9,000  to  10,000 
fighting  men.*'  Terms  were  also  given  to  the 
Puryaree  Syuds,  whose  property  had  already 
suffered  considerably.  I  would  here  beg  to  pay 
a  tribute  to  the  tact,  temper,  and  judgment 
displayed  by  the  Commissioner,  Major  F.  Pollock, 
who  unceasingly  laboured  for  the  Government 
interests,  and  who,  by  his  firmness  in  exacting 
what  was  due  to  the  State,  at  once  impressed  the 
deputation  with  the  necessity  of  an  immediate 
compliance.

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8.  During  the  9th,  I  moved  up  the  24th 
Punjab  Infantry  to  assist  in  the  protection  of  my 
park  of  commissariat  stores  at  “  Muchaie  Gully”— 
a  vale  just  below  the  plateau  of  the  sam  ename : — 
and  on  the  same  day  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  Atlay, 
Commanding  Royal  Artillery,  succeeded  in  bring¬ 
ing  up  two  elephants  to  the  peak,  a  proof  that,  had 
it  been  necessary,  I  could  have  brought  my 
Elephant  Battery  into  action  at  an  altitude  of  ten 
thousand  feet  above  the  sea. 

9.  During  the  progress  of  negotiations,  a  few 
flags  belonging  to  the  Swattees  of  “Tahkote” 
were  visible  on  a  distant  point  of  the  mountain,  and 
their  presence  gave  the  troops  high  hopes  of  a  future 
encounter.  The  flags,  however,  disappeared  as  soon 
as  the  Swattees  found  that,  consequent  on  their 
powerful  allies — the  Patans — having  concluded 
terms  with  us,  the  chance  of  opposing  our  troops 
with  success  was  destroyed. 

10.  The  11th  and  12th  were  passed  in  the 
withdrawal  of  the  troops  and  commissariat  stores 
to  the  camp  at  Munna-ka-Dunna.  This  movement 
was  conducted  with  the  strictest  precision  and 
regularity ;  not  a  shot  was  fired,  nor  was  any 
loss  incurred  as  long  as  the  force  was  moving  in 
Patan  lands.  The  deputation  of  the  tribes  accom¬ 
panied  the  troops  and  remained  from  that  time 
to  this,  faithful  and  true  to  their  engage¬ 
ments  and  honour.  On  approaching,  however, 
to  within  a  mile  of  the  camp  of  “  Munna-ka 
Dunna,”  an  attack  was  made  on  the  rear  guard  of 
the  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment  by  some  of  the 
followers  of  the  “  Puryaree  ”  Syuds.  The  guard 
under  the  command  of  that  gallant  young  soldier, 
Lieutenant  Arthur  Battye,  turned  upon  them,  and 
inflicted  a  loss  of  two  killed  and  several  wounded, 
without  any  casualty  on  our  side.  Excepting  this 
incident  and  the  cowardly  wounding,  during  the 
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night,  a  servant  of  the  commissariat  in  the  forest 
below  “  Chittabut  ”  by  the  same  miscreants, 
nothing-  occurred  to  interrupt  the  evacuation  of 
the  Black  Mountain. 

11.  On  the  13th,  the  troops  remained  at 
“  Munna-ka-Dunna,”  resting,  after  their  late  severe 
work,  in  piquet  and  road  making,  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  peremptorily  called  on  the  Syuds  (a  commu¬ 
nity  of  divided  proprietors  and  not  a  tribe)  for 
reparation  for  the  insult  and  breach  of  faith  offered 
to  the  British  Government,  and  for  the  cowardlv 
assault  on  the  camp  follower.  The  chief  offender, 
Kudrut  Shah,  sent  his  son  into  camp  to  crave  for¬ 
giveness.  He  was  summoned  to  attend  himself, 
and  his  son  was  sent  to  inform  him  that  unless  he 
came  in,  troops  would  proceed  to  exact  retribution. 

12.  On  the  morning  of  the  14th,  the  l-6th 
Foot,  the  3rd  Seikh  Infantry,  and  Peshawur 
Mountain  Battery,  with  a  body  of  levies  under 
command  of  Brigadier-General  Vaughan,  C.B., 
occupied  a  most  difficult  and  rugged  spur  of  the 
mountain  overlooking  the  offending  villages.  In  a 
few  hours  the  ascending  smoke  announced  that  the 
work  of  destruction  had  been  effected.  At  evening 
General  Vaughan,  C.B.,  withdrew  his  force,  ex¬ 
changing  a  few  shots  with  the  enemy,  to  my  camp 
at  “  Chermung,”  in  “  Tikaree,”  to  which  place  the 
Head  Quarters  and  rest  of  the  force  had  marched 
during  the  day.  In  recording  the  above  day's 
work,  I  have  to  thank  Brigadier-General  Vaughan, 
C.B.,  for  the  skill,  knowledge  of  hill  fighting,  and 
shrewd  precaution  he  displayed  in  effecting  a  very 
difficult  task,  and  one  in  which  a  false  step  would 
have  produced  disastrous  results. 

13.  Before  leaving  the  camp  of  “Munna-ka- 
Dunna,”  I  detached  four  Native  Regiments,  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  H.  Brown- 
low,  C.B.,  to  hold  the  village  of  “  Koongullee” 
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and  the  “  Jalgully  Pass,”  as  I  had,  by  marching  to 
“  Chermung,”  changed  my  line  of  communication. 
I  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  further  explaining 
this  in  a  subsequent  report,  when  I  treat  of  my 
operations  in  the  valleys  of  the  independent 
Swatees. 

14.  In  concluding  this  section  of  my  report, 
descriptive  of  the  subjugation  of  the  Patan  tribes  of 
the  Black  Mountain,  I  would  allude  to  a  subject 
which  gave  the  Commissioner  and  myself  many 
days’  anxious  thought,  I  mean  the  possibility  of 
being  able,  during  our  success  against  the  tribes,  to 
inflict  a  blow  on  the  Hindustanee  Wahabee  colony, 
which,  since  its  expulsion  from  Bonair,  had  moved 
north,  and  was  known  to  be  at  this  time  in  an 
unsettled  state  :  for  awhile  at  “  Beah,”  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Indus,  and  then  again  at  “  Judbaie,”  on 
this  side  of  the  river.  Before  seeing  the  country 
where  the  colony  is  at  present  resting  (for  it  has 
not  as  yet  obtained  a  permanent  footing  there),  I 
had  hopes  of  succeeding  in  the  removal  of  this 
standing  menace  to  the  peace  of  the  border,  but  I 
found  that  such  an  enterprise  was  not  feasible. 
Had  the  Hindustanees  combined  with  the  Patan 
tribes  (as  there  was  a  fair  chance  at  one  time  of 
their  doing)  to  resist  our  troops,  an  opportunity  of 
defeating  them  would  have  occurred.  They  could 
not,  however,  come  to  any  agreement  with  the 
tribes,  and  the  result  was  that  when  the  Patans 
sued  for  peace,  the  Hindustanees  began  to  re-cross 
the  river.  To  have  sent  a  column  against  them 
was  impossible,  owing  to  the  inaccessible  nature  of 
the  glens  near  the  Indus  where  they  were  encamped, 
and  when  terms  had  been  given  to  the  tribes  to 
have  attempted  an  attack  would  have  been  a  breach 
of  our  engagement.  As  it  is,  these  Patans  will 
not  give  the  Hindustanees  an  asylum,  having  in 
fact  refused  to  do  so  ;  and  to  have  made  their 
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exandsion  one  of  the  terms  of  peace  with  the  Chng- 
gmrzaics  worn  a.  in  the  :  tin  ion  of  the  Commissioner 
and  myself,  nave  resulted  in  prolongic?  :ne  war 
any  advantage,  since  ~e  had  not  the  means 
of  caning  of  me  retreat  of  these  men. 

15.  I  believe  that  the  C olony  is  near  its  end,  and 
the:  hr  diplomacy  it  may  be  go*  rii  of  altogether  . 
for  the  rrestige  of  the  Hin instances  is  lost  among 
these  tribes,  since  the  former  refused  their  assist¬ 
ance  against  onr  moots  on  the  Black  Mountain.

IN  my  last  despatch  I  had  the  honour  to  report, 
for  the  information  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander- 
in-Chief.  the  close  of  operations  azatnst  the  Pa  tan 
tribes  of  the  Black  Mountain,  and  the  signal 
punishment  of  the  Puryaree  Syuds.  On  the  14th 
of  October,  the  Hazara  Fieid  Force  was  encamped 
at  Cremating,  in  the  Takuree  Valley.  Four  native 
regiments.*  under  Lieutenant- Colonel  C.  H.  Brown- 
low.  C.B-.  had  been  detached  from  the  tamp  at 
Mmraa-ka-Dtnma  ”  to  oceurv  the  village  of 
KooBgaUee,**  and  the  “  Jalgnlly  Pass."  His 
Highness  the  Maharajah  of  Casrtneer's  Dograh

5m  Gfcrtna  Regizusr 
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Regiments  being  sent  back  from  the  Pass  to  the 
Camp  at  “  Oog  e.”  On  the  evening  of  the  14th. 
I  opened  communications  with  Lieutenant-Colonel 
C.  H.  Brownlow,  who,  under  my  orders,  had  com¬ 
menced  improving  the  rugged  path  through  the 
Pass.  In  two  days  Lieutenant  W.  Broadfoot.  R.  E., 
Assistant  Field  Engineer,  had,  witn  the  working 
parties  of  the  Native  Regiments,  made  a  fairly  good 
road. 

2.  On  the  15th,  I  marched  to  the  village  of 
Tikaree,  the  m  st  open  part  of  the  vallev  of  that 
name,  and  during  the  day  two  squadrons  of  the 
16th  Bengal  Cavalry,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  R.  Topham,  joined  me  from  Jalgullv.  I 
would  here  beg  to  advert  to  the  excellent  conduct 
of  the  soldiers,  both  British  and  Native,  of  the 
force,  and  to  which  1  know  the  Commissioner  will 
bear  ample  testimonv.  On  mv  entering  the  valleys 
of  the  independent  Swatees,  I  announced  that  the 
people  of  these  districts  were  to  be  treated  as 
friends  by  the  troops  ;  that  thev  had  submitted  as 
suppliants  to  the  British  Government :  that  a  fine 
of  Rs.  12  000  had  been  imposed  on  them  for 
their  unprovoked  attack  upon  our  detachment  in 
the  Agrore  Valley ;  that  all  supplies  of  food  and 
fcrage  were  to  be  paid  for ;  and  that  no  plundering 
could  be  allowed.  As  his  Excellency  is  aware,  the 
transition  from  war  to  peace  in  the  feelings  of 
native  soldiers  is  uo  easy  process  ;  but  I  can  state 
in  proof  of  the  discipline  of  this  force  that  not  a 
complaint  was  made,  nor  a  single  man  punished 
from  the  time  the  force  left  the  camp  at  “  Oogie  : 
on  the  3rd  and  returned  on  the  22nd  of  October. 

3.  The  16th  was  spent  in  making  a  road  from 
“  Tikaree  ”  to  a  village  “  Maidan.”  in  the  “  Xun- 
dehar  Valley,"  and  during  the  day  the  1st  Goorkha 
Regiment,  from  the  “  Jalgullv  Pass,"  and  a  squadron 
of  the  16th  Bensal  Cavalry  from  “  Tikaree,’  were 
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posted  at  the  village  of  “  Chermung  ”  to  keep  open 
my  line  of  communication  when  I  advanced  into 
the  “  Nundehar  Valley.” 

4.  On  the  17th  the  force  marched  to  “  Maidan,” 
the  road  a  very  difficult  one,  running  over  the 
“  Shubora  ”  spur,  which  had  been  made  passable 
under  the  directions  of  Lieutenant  W.  B.  Holmes, 
R.E.,  Field  Engineer* 

5.  The  17th  and  18th  were  passed  in  making 
reconnoisances  towards  the  Takotee  country,  which 
Major  C.  C.  Johnson,  Assistant  Quartermaster- 
General,  conducted  as  far  as  the  top  of  the 
“  Dubrai  Pass,”  seven  miles  from  camp.  The 
troops  were  employed  in  improving  the  road  up  the 
mountain,  in  case  I  should  decide  to  move  troops 
in  that  direction — a  contingency  which  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Commissioner  and  myself  for  some 
time.  On  the  occupation  of  the  “Dubrai”  Pass 
by  the  troops,  Habeeb  Gool  Sahibzada,  of 
'*  Paimal,”  the  Akhoond  of  this  part  of  the  border, 
tendered  his  allegiance  to  the  Deputy  Commis¬ 
sioner,  and  several  of  the  “  Takotee  ”  villages 
surrendered.  No  enemy  appeared  in  sight,  and  all 
the  distant  villages  seemed  to  be  deserted.  It  was 
also  reported  on  reliable  authority,  that  Shaul  Khan, 
of  Takotee,  had  fled  across  the  Indus  on  the 
approach  of  the  force  towards  the  Nundehar  Valley. 
The  country  beyond  the  “  Dubrai  ”  Pass  was  the 
most  difficult  that  could  be  imagined ;  the  lands  of 
the  Takotees  were  poor,  their  crops  scanty,  and 
unlike  the  districts  of  “Tikaree”  and  “Nundehar.” 
No  valleys  were  visible  :  their  principal  lands  are 
said  to  be  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Indus.  I  con¬ 
templated  at  one  time  a  military  raid  with  the 
object  of  burning  Takotee,  a  village  of  two  hundred 
houses  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Indus,  but  a  nearer 
view  of  the  country  from  the  “  Dubrai  ”  Pass 
determined  me  not  to  attempt  it*  Considering  the 
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Takotees  had  fled,  taking  refuge  on  the  Sukeesaf 
Mountain,  beyond  the  Indus,  and  to  reach  them 
would  have  involved  the  extension  of  my  military 
operations  at  least  ten  days,  the  Commissioner  and 
myself  concurred  in  the  opinion  that  it  was  neither 
expedient,  necessary,  nor  advisable  to  prolong  the 
march  of  the  force  to  the  banks  of  the  Indus.  In 
this  decision  there  were  other  political  considera¬ 
tions  at  stake,  which  Major  Pollock  will  no  doubt 
explain  in  his  communications  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 

6.  The  force  subsequently  made  the  following 
marches,  and  reached  camp  “  Oogie,”  in  Agrore,  on 
the  ‘22nd  of  October,  having  been  absent  from  their 
tents  and  baggage  since  the  3rd: — 

19th  October,  Phugera,  in 


Nundehar 

20th  October,  Chutta, 
Konsh 

21st  October,  Aal, 
Konsh 


Foreign  territory. 


7.  In  connection  with  this  military  demonstra¬ 
tion  through  the  countries*  of  the  independent 
Swatee  tribes,  I  would  record  that  the  conduct  of 
the  inhabitants  was  uniformly  good,  and  that  the 
Swatee  deputations  remained  faithful  to  their 
agreements.  Supplies  were  not  brought  into  camp 
readily,  owing  to  most  of  the  people  having  left 
their  homes  through  fear:  confidence  was,  however, 
partially  restored  ere  we  left  the  country.  One 
incident,  however,  occurred,  the  act  of  an  individual, 
which  it  was  necessary  to  notice  to  prevent  the 
prestige  of  our  proceedings  being  injured.  As  the 
rear  guard  late  on  the  evening  passed  along,  a 
shot  was  fired  at  or  over  it.  The  Commissioner 


*  Tikaree,  Nundehar,  Darshee, 
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summoned  the  head  men  of  the  village  near  the 
spot  where  the  insult  was  offered,  and  making 
prisoners  of  them,  exacted  a  fine  of  Us.  500, 
or  the  production  of  the  culprit.  The  fine  has 
been  paid. 

8.  Having  detailed  the  daily  operations  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Hazara  Field  Force,  1  would  venture 
to  point  out  the  political  results  of  the  campaign. 
Three  Patan  and  three  Swatee  tribes  have  been 
brought,  into  submission.  The  Purvaree  Syuds 
have  been  signally  punished,  and  Guffoor  Khan,  of 
Tikaree,  one  of  the  foremost,  has  been  forced  to 
sue  for  peace.  The  independent  Swatees  have  been 
made  to  pay  Rs.  12,000  to  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  for  their  misconduct,  and  Hubeeb  Gool,  the 
Sahibzada  of  Paimal— a  man  held  in  great  venera¬ 
tion — has  paid  his  respects  to  the  Commissioner,  a 
very  significant  fact,  showing  that  the  people  felt 
that  they  could  no  longer  resist  our  arms. 

9.  The  force  traversed  eighty  miles  of  hill 
country,  through  which  it  had  to  make  its  own 
roads  aud  carry  its  own  supplies ;  and  on  each 
occasion  that  a  shot  was  fired,  or  an  insult 
offered,  immediate  punishment  was  inflicted  on  the 
offenders.  By  the  occupation  of  the  strongholds  of 
the  Patan  tribes  of  the  Black  Mountain,  and  the 
passage  of  our  troops  through  the  valleys  of  the 
independent  Swatee  tribes,  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  has  shown  its  ability  and  power  to  vindicate 
its  honour;  and  I  believe  that  late  events  will  leave 
a  lasting  impression,  not  only  on  the  Patans  Cis- 
Indus,  but  also  on  their  clansmen  residing  on  the 
Eusufzaie  border. 

10.  One  other  circumstance  I  would  note, 
namely,  the  mobility  displayed  on  this  occasion  by 
our  British  Regiments,  and  their  capability  to 
partake  most  efficiently  in  hill  campaigning. 
Nothing  could  exceed  the  high  spirit  and  energy 
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displayed  by  both  the  Royal  Artillery  and  British 
Infantry.  With  the  exception  of  one  blanket  car¬ 
ried  for  each  man,  they  fared  as  the  Native  troops 
did  ;  and  their  food  did  not  actually  require  more 
carriage  than  that  of  the  Native  troops.  The  men, 
too,  of  the  Royal  Artillery  evinced  their  aptitude 
to  adapt  themselves  to  duties  quite  novel  to  them. 
The  horse  artillerymen  of  D  Battery,  F  Brigade, 
packed  and  unpacked  their  nuns  on  elephants,  and 
the  gunners  of  No.  2  Battery,  24th  Brigade,  led 
and  tended  the  mules  carrying  the  mortars.  From 
the  day  I  started  not  a  soldier,  either  British  or 
Native,  made  a  complaint,  but  cheerfully  under¬ 
went  all  the  hardships,  labour,  and  exposure  inci¬ 
dental  to  our  bivouac. 

11.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  loss  of  the 
enemy,  but  I  feel  confidence  in  stating,  and  in  this 
opinion  the  Political  Officer  agrees  with  me,  that 
since  the  commencement  of  hostilities  in  August 
last  up  to  the  end  of  the  campaign,  their  loss  has 
been  considerable. 

1 2.  In  closing  these  reports  of  the  expedition  of 
1868  against  the  Patan  tribes  of  the  Black  Moun¬ 
tain  and  the  independent  Swatee  tribes  of  the 
valleys  of  “  Tikaree,”  “  Nundehar,”  and  “  Dar- 
shee,”  I  beg  to  bring  the  names  of  the  following 
officers  to  the  notice  of  his  Excellency  the  Com¬ 
mander-in- Chief  : — 

I. — I  have  first  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation 
and  unvaried  assistance  I  have  received 
throughout  this  hill  campaign  from 
Brigadier-Generals  R.  O.  Bright,  and 
J.  L.  Vaughan,  C.B.  As  the  Colonel 
of  that  fine  regiment,  the  19th  Foot, 
Brigadier-General  Bright  set  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  disinterestedness  and  indiffer¬ 
ence  to  hardship  and  discomfort  that 
proved  most  useful  to  me  in  the 
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organization  of  the  force.  Brigadier  - 
General  Vaughan's  knowledge  and 
intimate  acquaintance  with  hill  warfare 
made  me  confident  at  all  times  that 
his  brigade  would  be  ably  conducted, 
and  his  advice  was,  on  several  occa¬ 
sions,  most  useful  to  me. 

II.  — -The  work  performed  since  the  formation  of 

the  Hazara  Field  Force  by  Majors 
J.  Morland  and  C.  C.  Johnson,  re¬ 
spectively  Assistant  Adjutant-General 
and  Assistant  Quartermaster-General, 
has  been  very  severe,  and  I  can  state, 
for  his  Excellency’s  information,  that 
there  has  not  been  a  single  misdirec¬ 
tion  of  orders,  or  any  confusion  in  the 
many  intricate  details  these  officers 
have  had  to  control.  They  have  both 
evinced  great  zeal,  much  knowledge, 
and  a  peculiar  aptitude  for  the  respon¬ 
sible  appointments  they  held. 

III.  — As  his  Excellency  is  aware,  the  health  of 

the  men  and  consequent  safety  of  a 
force  in  a  hill  campaign,  must  mainly 
depend  upon  the  excellence  of  its  car¬ 
riage  and  commissariat  arrangements. 
No  force  ever  took  the  field  so  well 
and  skilfully  provided  as  this  one,  and 
this  result  was  entirely  due  to  the 
exertions  and  ability  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  A.  D.  Dickens,  Assistant 
Commissary-General,  whose  exertions 
I  beg  thus  publicly  to  acknowledge. 

IV.  — Much  of  the  success  of  the  late  expedition 

is  due  to  the  talents  and  labours  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel  H.  C.  Johnstone, 
of  the  Survey  Department,  whose 
services  were  fortunately  placed  at  my 
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disposal.  I  would  refer  to  the  remark¬ 
able  correctness  of  the  sketch  map 
this  officer  prepared  from  native  in¬ 
formation  before  we  entered  the  hills. 
Lieutenant- Colonel  Johnstone  served 
in  the  “  Cabul  ”  Khevl  and  Mahsood 
Wuzeeree  Expeditions,  and  also  at 
Umbeyla.  I  trust  this  occasion  may 
be  availed  of  to  reward  this  most 
devoted  and  excellent  public  servant. 

V.  — Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  Atlay  commanded 

the  Artillerv  of  the  Hazara  Field 

Force,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
elephant  and  mortar  batteries  were 

equipped  reflects  the  highest  credit  on 
this  officer. 

VI.  — In  connection  with  this  campaign,  I  have 

to  mention  the  name  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  O.  E.  Rothney,  commanding 
the  5th  Goorkha  Regiment.  This 
officer  commanded  in  this  vallev 
during  the  first  disturbances  in  August 
up  to  the  end  of  September.  He 
evinced  in  this  difficult  position  great 
judgment  and  discretion,  particularly 

m  his  attack  on  the  enemy  on  the 

12th  August.  On  the  force  moving 
into  the  hills,  I  considered  it  my  duty, 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  service,  to 
leave  him  in  command  of  the  camp  at 
“  Oogie,”  and  I  trust  this  will  not  in 
any  way  be  allowed  to  affect  his  pro¬ 
fessional  prospects. 

VII.  — I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with 

the  rapidity  with  which  the  field  tele¬ 
graph  line  was  constructed  and  worked 
by  Lieutenant  J.  A.  Armstrong,  R.E„ 
Assistant  Field  Engineer. 
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VIII.  — The  arrangements  of  the  Medical  De¬ 

partment  were  efficiently  completed 
by  Deputy  Inspector-General  of  Hos¬ 
pitals  G.  E.  Morton,  and  I  have  to 
acknowledge  the  zeal  and  activity  dis¬ 
played  on  all  occasions  by  Captain 
Holmes,  R.E. 

IX.  — In  conclusion  of  my  recommendations  in 

favour  of  the  staff  of  this  force,  I  beg 
to  bring  to  his  Excellency’s  notice 
Major  W.  Paget,  my  Aide-de-Camp, 
who  has  from  the  very  commencement 
of  hostilities,  rendered  me  great  assist¬ 
ance.  This  officer  bears  a  high 
character  in  the  Punjab  Frontier  Force 
(in  which  he  has  served  twenty-years), 
for  intelligence  and  devotion  to  his 
duties. 

13.  I  append  a  list  of  officers  commanding 
batteries  and  regiments,  with  remarks  attached 
significant  of  their  merits,  and  the  opportunity 
their  men  have  had  of  doing  service  during  this 
command. 

14.  I  transmit,  for  the  perusal  and  considera¬ 
tion  of  his  Excellency,  the  reports  and  commenda¬ 
tions  of  Brigadier-Generals  Bright  and  Vaughan, 
and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Atlay. 

15.  From  the  commencement  to  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  hostilities,  I  have  been  in  perfect  accord 
with  Major  Pollock,  the  Chief  Political  Officer, 
and  his  Deputy,  Captain  Ommannev,  and  again  I 
beg  to  record  my  thanks  to  him  for  his  co  operation. 

16.  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  support  and 
encouragement  I  have  invariably  received  at  his 
Excellency’s  hands  during  the  time  I  have  had  the 
honour  to  hold  my  present  responsible  post.

Camp  Oogie, 

Sir,  22 nd  October,  1868. 

IN  compliance  with  the  instructions  received,  I 
have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  brigade  I  have  the  honour 
to  command  during  the  operations  against  the  hill 
tribes  on  the  Black  Mountain  from  the  3rd  to  the 
14th  instant. 

At  day-break  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd,  I  left 
this  camp  with  force  as  per  margin,*  proceeding 
towards  Koongullee  village,  situated  on  the  spur  of 
that  name  leading  up  to  the  crest  of  the  Black 
Mountain. 

The  2nd  Brigade  preceded  me,  and  on  its  diverg¬ 
ing  from  my  route  on  nearing  the  village  of  Deb- 
boree,  I  covered  the  advance  with  the  20th  Punjab 
Infantry. 

I  experienced  no  opposition  until  the  skirmishers 
reached  the  village  of  Koongullee,  when  the  enemy 
began  to  collect  on  a  height  higher  up,  and  com¬ 
manding  it,  showing  flags,  yelling,  and  firing  match¬ 
locks. 

Although  I  had  received  no  instructions  to  pro¬ 
ceed  further,  I  did  not  think  it  prudent,  in  the  face 
of  these  hostile  demonstrations,  to  remain  inactive. 
It  would,  I  considered,  have  given  them  confidence, 
or  at  all  events  would  have  afforded  them  time  to 
have  assembled  in  large  numbers,  which,  up  to  that 
time,  they  had  evidently  not  done.  I  therefore

Hazara  Mountain  Battery. 
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Continued  the  advance,  the  enemy  retiring  before 
the  line  of  skirmishers,  and  firing  as  we  advanced, 
but  fortunately  without  effect. 

I  continued  driving  them  thus  before  me  until 
the  position  of  Munna-ka-Dunna”  was  reached, 
where,  finding  it  easily  defensible,  I  determined  to 
remain  for.  the  night 

Munna-ka-Dunna  is  a  shoulder  of  the  Koon- 
gullee  spur,  rising  to  a  point  in  the  centre,  from 
which  the  ground  descends  to  a  small  plateau,  and 
then  dips  again  at  a  steep  angle  until  it  joins  a 
narrow  and  nearly  level  ledge  connecting  it  with 
the  continuation  of  the  ascent.  The  right  of  the 
ridge  was  very  steep  and  broken,  and  thickly 
wooded.  The  high  point  in  the  centre  was  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  20th  Punjab  Native  Infantry  under 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Brownlow,  C.B.,  and  the  small 
plateau  beneath  was  held  by  strong  piquets  from 
that  regiment.  The  Hazara  Mountain  Battery 
was  on  the  ridge  in  rear,  facing  the  village  of  Shah- 
toot,  on  the  right  rear  of  the  peak  the  Billankote 
spur  joins  the  Koongullee  spur.  This  approach  was 
held  by  the  1st  Goorkhas  under  Major  Rawlins, 
with  Her  Majesty’s  1-1 9th  in  support  of  them  and 
of  the  guns. 

We  reached  Munna-ka-Dunna  about  mid-day, 
and  had  not  halted  there  long  before  the  enemy 
began  to  fire  on  the  advanced  piquets  from  the 
wooded  and  broken  ground  on  the  right  flank. 
To  assist  in  dislodging  them,  I  sent  some  marks¬ 
men  of  the  19th  under  Lieutenant  Bennet,  Mus¬ 
ketry  Instructor.  The  superior  range  of  the 
En fields,  and  the  good  practice  of  the  men,  had  a 
good  effect. 

As  dusk  approached  the  enemy  again  commenced 
firing,  and  a  little  before  night-fall  made  a  really 
determined  attack  on  the  advanced  piquets,  the 
steep  descent  of  the  ground  from  that  point 
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favouring'  them.  The  attack  was  gallantly  repulsed. 
From  the  increasing  boldness  of  the  enemy  I  was 
led  to  suppose  that,  now  having  ascertained  our 
line  of  approach,  they  were  collecting  in  numbers, 
and  really  intended  to  dispute  our  advance  in 
earnest.  I  therefore  informed  the  Major-General 
of  the  state  of  affairs,  and  requested  that  one  of  the 
two  regiments  belonging  to  No.  1  Brigade,  which 
had  hitherto  been  held  in  reserve,  might  be  sent  to 
join  me.  The  5th  Goorkhas,  under  Major  Close, 
accordingly  reached  me  about  midnight  In  the 
meantime  I  reinforced  Colonel  Brownlow  bv 
sending  two  guns  of  the  Mountain  Battery  to  the 
point  held  by  his  regiment,  supported  by  four  Com¬ 
panies  of  the  19th.  The  guns  did  good  service, 
as,  by  shelling  the  ridge  in  front  of  the  piquet,  the 
enemy  were  prevented  from  forming  in  force  ;  and 
although  some  demonstrations  of  a  renewed  attack 
were  made,  none  of  a  really  determined  character 
took  place,  They  probably  had  suffered  severely 
in  their  first  attempt,  but  from  their  invariable 
custom  of  carrying  off  their  dead  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  form  any  idea  of  what  their  loss  actually 
was. 

Our  loss  was  two  killed  and  six  wounded.  On 
the  following  morning,*  on  the  arrival  of  the 
Major-General,  arrangements  were  made  for  con¬ 
tinuing  the  advance.  The  remaining  Regiment  of 
the  Brigade,  the  2nd  Punjab  Native  Infantry, 
joined,  and  I  was  further  reinforced  by  the 
Peshawur  Mountain  Battery.  Two  guns  of  the 
D  Battery,  F  Brigade,  Royal  Horse  Artillery, 
were  placed  in  the  post  occupied  by  the  advanced 
piquets.  The  enemy  were  at  this  time  collected, 
apparently  in  considerable  numbers,  behind  a  knoll 
some  little  distance  from  where  the  ground  in  front 
began,  as  already  described,  again  to  ascend.  They

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appeared  to  have  erected  a  “  sungah  ”  there.  There 
was  another  h  noil  nearer  to  us  unoccupied,  from 
which  they  had  been  driven  the  previous  day  by 
the  Enfields'  aid,  and  on  which,  during  my  advance, 
I  purposed  placing  my  mountain  guns. 

The  Major-General  having  directed  a  heavy  fire 
on  the  enemy's  position,  I  commenced  my  advance 
under  cover  of  it. 

The  1st  Goorkhas  were  on  this  occasion  in 
front,  followed  hy  the  two  Batteries  of  Mountain 
Guns,  the  20th  and  the  19th,  in  the  order  named, 
the  remaining  two  regiments  in  reserve.  Had  the 
position  held  by  the  enemy  been  really  a  strong 
one,  my  intention  was,  in  the  first  instance,  to  have 
opened  a  fire  from  the  nearer  knoll,  leaving  the 
20th  in  support,  and  to  have  attacked  with  the 
19th.  No  such  necessity,  however,  arose.  After 
one  or  two  rounds  the  Goorkhas  advanced,  and  the 
enemy  precipitately  retired  from  their  position, 
which  was  merely  a  breastwork  of  fallen  trees,  by 
no  means  of  a  formidable  description.  They  con¬ 
tinued  firing  as  they  retired,  but  were  eventually 
driven  off  in  the  direction  of  the  Muchaie  Peak. 
The  roads  to  Chittabut  and  the  Muchaie  Peak 
diverged,  and  the  regiment  in  advance  with  the 
batteries,  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  had  overshot  the 
junction  I  therefore  caused  the  Goorkhas  to 
make  a  flank  movement  to  their  left,  and  moved 
the  guns  across  hy  a  small  path  to  reach  the 
road.  The  20th  covered  this  movement  of  the 
guns,  and  in  the  advance  up  the  hill  had  two  men 
wounded.  The  1st  Goorkhas  had  three,  and  the 
5th  one  man  wounded  during  the  day.  We  reached 
the  top  of  Chittabut  about  3'30  p.m.  The  last 
part  of  the  road  was  nearly  impracticable,  and  I 
regret  to  say  two  of  the  fine  mules  belonging  to  the 
Mountain  Batteries  were  killed  by  falling  down 
the  precipice. 

The  ground  on  the  summit  of  Chittabut  Peak 
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is  surrounded  by  thickly-wooded  ravines,  and  fully 
expecting  that  the  enemy  would  not  allow  such  a 
favourable  opportunity  of  annoying  us  to  escape,  I 
made  every  preparation  by  throwing  up  breast¬ 
works,  &c.,  to  resist  an  attack.  In  this  work  two 
Companies  of  Sappers,  who  had  been  sent  with  us 
in  the  morning,  afforded  material  assistance.  The 
night,  however,  passed  in  quietness. 

On  the  following  morning*  1  received  instructions 
from  the  Major-General,  at  about  10  a.m.,  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  advance  and  to  occupy  the  crest  of  the 
Muchaie  Mountain,  the  highest  peak  of  the  range. 
There  had  been  great  difficulty  in  procuring  water, 
and  the  rations  had  been  delayed  in  consequence  of 
the  badness  of  the  roads,  so,  until  the  men  could  get 
their  breakfast,  I  sent  the  20th  Punjab  and  the  5th 
Goorkhas  to  take  possession  of  a  hill  which  inter¬ 
vened  between  Chittabut  and  Muchaie,  called 
“  Doda,”  and  from  which  the  enemy  had  fired  upon 
us  the  preceding  evening.  At  noon  I  marched  off 
the  remainder  of  the  force,  and  joined  these  two 
regiments,  and  proceeded  towards  Muchaie. 

From  Doda  the  road  descends  to  the  Muchaie 
Gully,  flanked  on  each  side  by  ravines,  wooded  and 
broken  ground.  After  descending  about  a  mile  it 
opens  out  into  a  small  level  space  divided  by  a  low 
rocky  ridge  from  the  base  of  the  Muchaie  Moun¬ 
tain.  The  ravines  and  broken  ground  about  the 
descent  and  plateau  were  held  in  considerable 
force  by  the  enemy  who,  upon  our  appearing, 
opened  a  fire  upon  us.  The  fire  of  the  mountain 
guns,  however,  which  came  into  action  by  alternate 
batteries  as  we  advanced,  and  the  determined  rush 
of  the  20th,  supported  by  the  5th  Goorkhas,  drove 
them  off. 

On  reaching  the  rocky  ridge  at  the  end  of  the 
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plateau,  the  20th  were  halted  with  the  5th  Goor- 
khas  under  cover,  while  I  proceeded  to  make  my 
arrangements  for  carrying  the  peak,  in  doing  which 
I  fully  expected  to  meet  strong  opposition. 

The  ascent  of  the  mountain  is  steep  and  rugged 
in  the  extreme.  It  could  only  be  ascended  with  a 
narrow  front,  as  the  ground  on  the  left  is  precipi¬ 
tous,  and  on  the  right  thickly  wooded.  It  alto¬ 
gether  formed  a  most  favourable  position  for 
defence. 

Placing  the  batteries  in  rear  of  the  rocky  ridge, 
where  the  two  leading  regiments  were  halted, 
I  commenced  a  fire  on  the  peak  and  the  wood 
on  the  right.  I  placed  the  5th  Goorkhas  in  imme¬ 
diate  support  of  the  20th,  and  ordered  the  1st 
Goorkhas  to  follow  about  one  hundred  yards  in 
rear.  The  19th  I  held  in  reserve,  having  left  the 
2nd  Punjab  Infantry  at  Doda  for  the  protection  of 
the  baggage. 

Such  careful  preparations  I  found  to  have  been 
scarcely  necessary,  as  the  enemy  continued  his 
former  tactics,  retiring  as  we  approached.  With 
but  few  casualties  the  troops  occupied  the  summit. 

In  the  meantime  the  enemy,  whom  we  had  dis¬ 
lodged  from  the  Gully,  crept  round  the  ravines  in 
our  rear,  and  commenced  firing  into  a  company  of 
the  5th  Goorkhas,  whom  in  the  advance  I  had  kept 
back  for  the  protection  of  the  guns.  One  man  was 
killed.  I  reinforced  them  with  four  Companies  of 
the  19th,  who  soon  drove  them  off. 

I  left  a  wing  of  Europeans  with  the  Peshawur 
Mountain  Battery,  to  hold  the  plateau,  with  orders 
to  the  former,  on  the  arrival  of  the  2nd  Punjab 
Infantry,  to  follow  up  the  hill.  The  right  wing 
and  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery  I  took  up  to 
re-form  the  rest  of  the  force,  who  by  this  time  had 
reached  the  crest. 

I  made  the  following  disposition  of  the  troops 
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For  the  night : — The  20th  Punjab  Infantry  and  the 
1st  Goorkhas,  with  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery 
in  the  centre,  on  the  peak  itself ;  the  5th  Goorkhas 
holding  a  more  advanced  and  somewhat  lower 
position;  the  19th  on  a  shoulder  of  the  hill  about 
100  yards  in  rear  of  the  peak. 

The  whole  troops  were  employed  while  daylight 
lasted  in  improving  the  defences. 

Our  loss  during  the  day  had  been  1  Goorkha 
killed  and  2  wounded;  of  the  20th  Punjab  In¬ 
fantry,  5  wounded. 

The  night  was  bitterly  cold  with  snow  and  rain  ; 
for  the  troops  who  were  without  tents  it  was  one  of 
great  discomfort.  The  enemy  made  no  attack 
during  the  night  beyond  firing  occasionally  at  the 
piquets. 

Mv  first  object  on  the  following  morning  was  to 
search  for  water.  On  the  preceding  evening  only 
a  scanty  supply  had  been  found,  and  as  I  knew 
holding  our  present  position  was  of  great  import¬ 
ance,  I  felt  considerable  anxiety  on  the  point. 
The  parties  sent  out  were,  fortunately,  successful ; 
a  good  spring  was  found  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the 
mountain  beneath  the  shoulder  occupied  by  the 
19th.  The  supply  was  increased  by  opening  fresh 
springs  at  the  same  spot,  and  by  forming  tanks, 
and  eventually  an  ample  supply  for  the  whole  force 
was  obtained.  Water  was  also  found,  but  in  small 
quantities,  near  the  ground  occupied  by  the  5th 
Goorkhas. 

I  reinforced  the  position  held  by  that  regiment 
in  the  morning  by  moving  down  the  1st  Goorkhas 
to  them. 

From  this  date  until  the  12th  the  force  remained 
in  the  positions  I  have  described  undisturbed  by 
the  enemy,  except  by  small  parties  of  two  or  three 
creeping  up  under  cover  and  firing  at  the  pickets 
and  sentries  at  night.  The  position  of  the  2nd

Punjab  Infantry  on  the  plateau  below  the  hill,  from 
the  nature  of  the  ground,  was  most  exposed  to 
these  attacks,  and  scarcely  a  night  passed  on  which 
they  had  not  a  man  killed  or  wounded.  During 
the  time  the  brigade  occupied  the  position  the 
troops  were  engaged  in  improving  the  defences  and 
roads  from  one  camp  to  the  other,  and  in  hutting 
themselves.  The  experience  gained  by  the  1  9th  in 
making  hill  roads  during  the  summer  months  here 
came  into  play,  and  large  parties  were  employed 
in  making  a  practicable  road  for  the  mules  to  the 
watering  place,  until  relieved  from  that  duty  by 
the  Sappers.  The  way  in  which  they  hutted 
themselves  gave  a  further  proof  of  the  benefit 
they  had  derived  by  being  employed  on  the  working 
parties.  In  a  single  day  they  threw  up  shelter 
which  would  only  have  required  little  more  labour 
to  have  afforded  them  protection  from  any  kind  of 
weather. 

On  the  12th,  peace  having  been  declared,  the 
brigade  moved  back  to  Munna-ka-Dunna,  and  all 
active  operations  ceased. 

It  is  now  my  pleasing  duty  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Major-General  commanding,  the 
extreme  good  conduct  of  the  troops  under  my 
command  during  this  expedition.  I  had  never  had 
an  opportunity  of  seeing  Native  troops  on  active 
service  before,  and  was  much  surprised  at  their 
extreme  expertness  in  hill  warfare. 

The  20th  Punjab  Infantry,  in  all  the  operations, 
have  exhibited  a  dash  and  gallantry  most  credit¬ 
able  to  them,  The  intelligent  skirmishing  of  the 
Goorkhas  was  especially  remarked,  and  showed  how 
highly  useful  these  regiments  are  in  a  campaign 
over  a  rough  and  rugged  country,  such  as  that  in 
which  our  operations  have  been  caried  on. 

The  2nd  Punjab  Native  Infantry  I  had  no 
opportunity  (owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  cam- 
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paign)  of  giving  a  chance  of  showing  to  the  front. 
They  were  employed,  during  the  occupation  of  the 
peak,  in  incessant  and  most  laborious  escort  duties 
on  stores,  &c.  These  they  performed  with  the  best 
possible  spirit.  Of  the  19th  Regiment,  1  can 
merely  say  I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with 
them.  Exposed  to  great  variations  of  climate,  a  hot 
sun  by  day,  and  hard  frosts  at  night,  they  stood  the 
ordeal  capitally,  bearing  the  exposure  without 
sickness,  and  the  discomfort  without  a  grumble. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  high  state  of 
efficiency. 

I  would  beg  to  bring  prominently  to  the  Major- 
General’s  notice  the  Commanding  Officers  of  the 
Regiments  and  Batteries  composing  the  brigade 
under  my  command. 

To  Colonel  Brownlow,  C.B.,  I  am  especially 
indebted.  His  great  experience  in  hill  warfare 
enabled  him  to  afford  me  most  valuable  advice  and 
assistance,  of  which  I  freely  availed  myself. 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Chippindall  exhibited,  as  he 
always  does  when  work  is  to  be  done,  the  most 
untiring  energy  and  zeal. 

Major  Rawlins  and  Major  Close,  commanding 
the  1st  and  5th  Goorkhas,  also  afforded  me  every 
support. 

Captain  Tyndall,  Commanding  2nd  Punjab 
Native  Infantry,  carried  out  the  duties  that  devolved 
upon  him  entirely  to  my  satisfaction. 

Major  DeBude,  Commanding  the  Hazara  Moun¬ 
tain  Battery,  has  been  so  long  known  in  hill  war¬ 
fare  as  an  able  Commander  of  his  admirably 
equipped  and  useful  corps,  that  any  remark  is 
almost  superfluous :  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  he 
handled  it  in  his  usual  gallant  and  judicious 
manner. 

Captain  Elliot,  commanding  Peshawur  Moun- 
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tain  Battery,  was  also  attached  to  me  during  the 
advance  on  Chittabut  and  Muchaie  ;  he  convinced 
me  that  he  is  a  very  smart  and  intelligent  officer. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report 
in  equally  favourable  terms  of  the  Staff  Officers  of 
the  Brigade. 

Captain  Evans,  of  the  19th,  whom  I  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  post  from  my  remembrance  of 
the  admirable  way  he  had  formerly  performed 
the  duties  of  Adjutant,  fully  answered  my  expec¬ 
tations. 

Lieutenant  Buller,  of  the  91st  Regiment,  Assist¬ 
ant  Quartermaster-General,  attached  to  the  brigade., 
was  most  zealous  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

Lieutenant  Brind,  19th  Regiment,  acted  as  my 
Orderly  Officer,  and  by  his  willingness  and  intelli¬ 
gence  afforded  material  assistance.

Sir,  Camp  Oogie,  22nd,  October ,  1868. 

IN  compliance  with  the  instructions  contained  in 
your  Memorandum  of  the  19th  instant,  I  have  the 
honour  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  No.  2  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  troops 
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(as  per  margin)'*  between  the  3rd  and  14th 
October  inclusive. 

2.  On  the  morning  of  the  3rd  October  the 
following  troops  from  the  brigade  proceeded  under 
directions  received  from  the  Major-General  Com¬ 
manding  to  attack  the  heights  to  the  right  of  the 
Koongullee  Pass  — 

Pesbawur  Mountain  Battery. 

1— 6th  Royal  Regiment. 

2nd  Goorkha  Regiment,  Sirmoor  Rifles, 

3rd  Seikh  Infantry. 

3.  The  column  advanced  by  the  direct  road 
from  Oogie  as  far  as  the  village  of  Bagrian,  situ¬ 
ated  at  the  foot  of  one  of  the  spurs  of  the  Kubbul 
Mountain.  At  this  village  I  deemed  it  expe¬ 
dient  to  halt  the  l-6th  Royal  Regiment  and  the 
Peshawur  Mountain  Battery,  the  former  in  case 
it  might  be  advisable  to  aid  the  direct  attack  on  the 
heights  by  a  flank  movement  along  the  crest  of 
the  Kubbul,  the  latter  until  I  should  see  whether 
the  resistance  made  to  the  direct  attack  made 
it  necessary  to  take  the  guns  into  the  very  difficult 
ground  which  lay  between  Bagrian  and  the  foot  of 
the  heights.  The  remaining  two  Infantry  Regi¬ 
ments  were  then  advanced  to  the  lower  slopes  of 
the  Kiarkote  Mountain,  the  2nd  Goorkha  Regi¬ 
ment  leading  in  skirmishing  order,  supported  by 
the  3rd  Seikhs.  When  the  requisite  dispositions 
were  completed,  these  two  regiments  received  the 
orders  to  advance  up  the  hill,  which  they  did  with

24th  Regiment,  Punjab  Infantry, 
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the  greatest  spirit.  The  advance  met  with  no 
opposition  further  than  a  few  shots  at  long  range 
from  the  enemy,  which  were  not  returned,  and 
crowned  the  Kiarkote  Mountain  by  11'30  a.m. 
The  ground  over  which  the  troops  passed  was 
extremely  rough  and  steep,  and  the  mountain  was 
far  higher  and  more  formidable  than  previous 
accounts  and  a  distant  view  had  led  me  to  suppose. 
From  the  top  of  the  Kiarkote  the  Valley  of  Tikaree 
lay  exposed  to  view,  and  the  Jalgully  Pass  into 
Tikaree  was  completely  commanded. 

4.  According  to  previous  arrangement  the  Kiar¬ 
kote  Mountain  was  occupied  in  the  course  of 
the  afternoon  by  the  levies,  and  the  troops  then 
descended  from  Kiarkote  and  from  the  Bagrian 
spur  respectively,  ard  bivouacked  for  the  night 
at  the  village  of  Kilagaie,  preparatory  to  the  ascent 
of  the  Black  Mountain  the  following  day,  by  way 
of  the  Sumbulboot  spur. 

At  Kilagaie  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  as  per 
margin  joined,*  and  the  remaining  daylight  was 
occupied  in  deciding  on,  and  reconnoitering  the 
road  between  Kilagaie  and  tbe  foot  of  the  Sumbul¬ 
boot  spur.  This  duty  was  most  ably  and  resolutely 
performed  by  Lieutenant  Lockhart,  Deputy 
Assistant  Quartermaster-General  attached  to  the 
brigade,  who  at  much  personal  risk  reconnoitered 
for  some  distance  beyond  the  village  of  Belian  up 
the  spur,  and  brought  me  most  important  informa¬ 
tion.  The  road  was  prepared,  when  the  moon  rose, 
by  Lieutenant  Rowcroft,  R.E.,  and  a  party  of  the 
Sappers  and  Miners,  whose  exertions  were  very 
creditable. 

5.  At  2  a.m.  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant, 

*  Left-half  battery,  2- 24th  R. A. 

No.  2  Company  Sappers  and  Miners. 

4th  Goorkha  Regiment. 

24th  Regiment,  Punjab  Infantry. 
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I  received  orders  from  the  Major-General  Com¬ 
manding,  countermanding  the  orders  for  the 
advance  of  the  brigade  by  the  Sumbulboot  spur  to 
the  crest  of  the  mountain,  and  directing  it  to  pro¬ 
ceed  at  once  to  join  him  at  Koongullee,  in  view  to 
act  in  support  of  No.  1  Brigade.  The  two  leading 
regiments  and  Peshawur  Mountain  Battery  accord¬ 
ingly  reached  Koongullee  at  day-light,  and  were 
immediately  advanced  to  Munna-ka-Dunna,  where 
the  whole  brigade  was  collected  by  2  p.m.  On 
the  subsequent  advance  of  No.  1  Brigade  from 
Munna-ka-Dunna  to  the  Chittabut  Peak,  the 
Peshawur  Mountain  Battery  was  temporarily 
attached  to  it,  and  withdrawn  from  my  command  ; 
the  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment  and  3rd  Seikh  were 
pushed  forward  about  a  mile  to  a  position  after¬ 
wards  known  as  the  “  Knolls,”  in  view  to  keep  open 
the  communication  between  Chittabut  and  Munna- 
ka-Dunna,  and  the  remainder  of  the  brigade  with 
Brigade  Head -Quarters  was  established  at  Munna- 
ka-Dunna. 

6.  On  the  5th,  the  2nd  Goorkhas  was  advanced 
to  the  Chittabut  Peak  to  keep  open  the  communi¬ 
cations  with  the  1st  Brigade  which  had  occupied 
the  Muchaie  Peak  and  plateau,  and  the  regiment 
continued  to  occupy  this  important  post  on  the 
crest  of  the  mountain  until  the  troops  were  finally 
withdrawn, 

7.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  October, 
Brigade  Head-Quarters  with  2-24th  Royal  Artil¬ 
lery  (Mortar  Battery),  and  the  l-6th  Royal  Regi¬ 
ment  were  advanced  from  Munna-ka-Dunna  to  the 
Doda  Peak — an  intermediate  peak  between  those  of 
Chittabut  and  Muchaie.  The  disposition  of  the 
brigade  was  there  as  follows  : — 

At  Doda  Peak,  Brigade  Head-Quarters 
2-24th  Royal  Artillery,  and  l-6th  Royal 
Regiments. 
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At  Cbittabut,  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment. 

At  the  Knolls,  3rd  Seikh  Infantry. 

At  the  Munna-ka-Dunna,  4th  Goorkha 
Regiment. 

At  Munna-ka-Dunna,  24th  Regiment, 
Punjab  Infantry. 

8.  On  the  evening  of  the  8th  instant,  I  received 
orders  to  reinforce  temporarily  the  troops  of  the 
1st  Brigade  at  Muchaie  plateau  with  two  Com¬ 
panies  of  the  1  -6th  Royal  Regiment,  and  to  call  up 
the  24th  Punjab  Infantry  from  Munna-ka-Dunna 
to  the  plateau  the  following  morning.  No  further 
change  was  made  in  the  disposition  of  the  brigade 
until  the  12th  instant,  when  the  withdrawal  of  the 
force  from  the  crest  of  the  mountain  commenced. 

9.  The  arrangements  for  the  withdrawal  as  far 
as  regarded  No.  2  Brigade,  were  as  follows,  and 
were  made  under  my  personal  superintendence  : — 
The  1  -6th  Royal  Regiment  covered  the  retirement 
of  the  whole  force  from  Doda  to  the  Chittabut 
Peak,  where  the  duty  was  taken  up  by  the  Peshawur 
Mountain  Battery  and  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment,  as 
far  as  the  Knolls,  which  continued  to  be  held  by 
the  3rd  Seikhs.  Nothing  could  have  been  steadier 
or  more  satisfactory  than  the  way  in  which  the 
retirement  was  effected  throughout.  A  few  shots 
were  fired  at  the  rear  of  the  2nd  Goorkha  Regi¬ 
ment  just  before  reaching  the  Knolls,  but  a  small 
party  of  the  regiment,  under  Lieutenant  Battye, 
effectually  covered  the  retirement  and  prevented 
further  annoyance.  Late  in  the  afternoon,  the 
3rd  Seikhs  were  withdrawn  from  the  Knolls,  and 
the  whole  force  (No.  2  Brigade)  was  then  concen¬ 
trated  on  the  head  of  the  Biluncote  spur  at  the 
position  of  Munna-ka-Dunna. 

10.  On  the  14th  instant  a  flying  column  from 
the  brigade,  composed  as  follows,  was  detailed 
for  the  duty  of  punishing  the  Puraree  villages 
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on  the  spur  of  the  Black  Mountain  of  that  name, 
viz. : — 

Peshawur  Mountain  Battery, 

1  -6th  Royal  Regiment. 

3rd  Seikh  Infantry. 

4th  Goorkha  Regiment. 

The  column  marched  at  6  a.m.  for  the  village  of 
Biluncote,  about  one  mile  from  the  camp  at  Munna- 
ka-Dunna,  and  on  arrival  the  following  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  :  —  the  advance  was  composed 
of  the  4th  Goorkha  Regiment  and  Peshawur 
Mountain  Battery,  supported  by  two  Companies 
of  the  l-6th  Royal  Regiment,  and  the  3rd  Seikh 
Infantry.  The  remainder  of  the  1  -6th  Royal 
Regiment  was  left  in  position  below  Biluncote, 
together  with  the  Hazara  Mountain  Battery 
(which  was  placed  under  my  orders  for  the  day), 
in  view  to  cover  the  advanced  troops  during  the 
descent  into  the  deep  intervening  ravine,  and  the 
ascent  of  the  steep  face  of  the  opposite  (Puraree) 
spur  as  well  as  their  eventual  withdrawal  over  the 
same  ground  when  the  object  in  view  should  have 
been  effected.  The  crest  of  the  Puraree  spur  was 
gained  without  opposition  after  a  very  laborious 
ascent,  and,  at  the  request  of  Captain  Ommaney, 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Hazara,  who  accom¬ 
panied  the  force  as  Political  Officer,  I  then  placed 
the  two  howitzers  of  the  Peshawur  Mountain 
Battery  in  a  position  to  cover  and  command  the 
Puraree  village  of  Gurhee  and  adjoining  hamlets, 
whilst  the  Police  and  Levies  should  burn  them,  the 
main  body  of  the  troops  in  the  meantime  holding 
the  crest  of  the  spur.  The  burning  of  the  village 
was  effected  with  very  slight  opposition,  and  the 
proceedings  of  Captain  Ommaney  were  completely 
protected  by  the  howitzers,  and  by  the  intelligent 
co-operation  of  Captain  Chambers,  3rd  Seikh  In- 
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f'antry,  with  two  Companies  of  that  regiment. 
When  all  that  Captain  Ommaney  desired  had  been 
effected,  the  troops  were  leisurely  withdrawn  to  the 
camp  at  Chermung  by  the  ravine  which  divides  the 
Puraree  and  Biluncote  spurs  from  the  great  Gidg- 
horee  spur  of  the  Black  Mountain.  A  few  men 
watched  the  march  of  the  column  from  the  sum¬ 
mit  of  the  Gidghoree  spur,  but  the  movement  was 
completely  covered  by  the  able  disposition  of  a 
Company  of  the  1  -6th  Royal  Regiment  detached 
by  my  orders  from  the  reserve  at  Biluncote  under 
Captain  C.  Wilson  of  that  regiment,  and  the 
enemy  did  not  attempt  to  oppose  us.  This  com¬ 
pletes  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  No.  2  Bri¬ 
gade  up  to  the  14th  instant. 

11.  Although  the  2nd  Brigade  has  from  cir¬ 
cumstances  been  little  engaged  with  the  enemy, 
I  feel  sure  that  the  arduous  duties  it  performed 
between  the  3rd  and  14th  instant  will  not  be  over¬ 
looked  by  the  Major-General  Commanding.  The 
best  spirit  has  animated  all  ranks,  whether  Euro¬ 
pean  or  Native.  The  troops  have  borne  the  cold¬ 
ness  of  the  nights,  and  the  severe  piquet  and 
other  duties  not  merely  with  patience,  but  with 
the  utmost  cheerfulness.  The  only  impatience 
they  have  displayed  has  been  to  engage  the  enemy. 
I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  their  conduct  and 
exertions. 

12.  Distributed  as  the  brigade  has  been  since 
the  4th  instant  in  a  number  of  detached  posts, 
almost  all  Commanding  Officers  have  at  one 
time  or  other  been  in  exercise  of  independent  com¬ 
mands.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cave,  Commanding  the 
24th  Regiment,  Punjab  Infantry,  assumed  com¬ 
mand  at  the  Muchaie  plateau  at  a  time  when  the 
continued  fire  brought  by  the  enemy  upon  the  more 
exposed  sentries  was  beginning  to  be  very  harassing. 
His  excellent  arrangements  soon  checked  the 
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annoyance,  and  I  cannot  let  the  opportunity  pass 
of  expressing-  mv  repeated  obligations  to  this 
officer  for  the  ready  way  in  which  he  not  only  met, 
but  often  anticipated  my  wishes  throughout  the 
service.  Lieutenant-Colonel  McPherson,  V.C.,  in 
command  of  the  2nd  Goorkha  Regiment  at  the 
post  of  Chittabut,  relieved  me  of  all  anxiety  on 
account  of  that  post ;  whilst  the  ready  and  skilful 
way  in  which  his  regiment  hutted  itself  attracted 
the  admiration  of  all  who  saw  it.  To  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Osborne,  Commanding  1  -6th  Royal  Regi¬ 
ment,  the  next  senior  officer  to  myself  in  the 
brigade,  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  uniform  and 
ready  assistance  he  rendered  on  all  occasions,  and 
I  would  ask  the  Major-General’s  attention  to  the 
remarkable  healthy  condition  of  the  l-6th  Royal 
Regiment,  which  I  think  is  the  best  proof  both  of 
the  excellence  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Osborne’s 
regimental  arrangements  and  of  the  high  spirit 
by  which  the  men  were  themselves  actuated,  and 
which  has  prevented  them  succumbing  to  hardships 
of  no  common  nature.  On  the  14th  instant,  there 
were  no  men  of  the  regiment  sick,  and  but  eight 
men  were  sent  in  to  Oogie  during  the  twelve  days’ 
operations. 

13.  To  Major  Mocatta,  Commanding  3rd  Seikhs, 
who  commanded  at  the  “  Knolls  ”  throughout  the 
operations,  and  to  Major  Tytler,  V.C.,  Com¬ 
manding  the  4th  Goorkha  Regiment,  my  best 
acknowledgments  are  also  due  for  the  uniformly 
zealous  and  efficient  support  I  received  from  them. 
Captain  Minto  Elliot’s  service  at  the  head  of  the 
Peshawur  Mountain  Battery  will  be  more  properly 
reported  upon  by  the  Brigadier- General  Com¬ 
manding  No.  1  Brigade,  to  which  the  battery 
was  attached  from  the  4th  to  the  11th  instant; 
but  I  must  express  my  admiration  of  the  way  in 
which  he  carried  his  battery  over  the  very  difficult 
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ground  traversed  by  the  column  on  the  14th 
instant. 

14.  Captain  Jackson’s  Mortar  Battery  (2-24th 
Royal  Artillery)  was  not  brought  into  prominent 
use,  but  though  only  organized  for  the  present 
service,  it  never  delayed  the  march  of  the  column 
for  an  instant — no  slight  proof  of  the  state  of 
efficiency  to  which  the  battery  has  already  been 
brought  under  great  difficulties. 

15.  My  obligations  to  Captain  Cockburn,  1  -6th 
Royal  Regiment,  Major  of  Brigade,  during  and 
before  the  period  under  report  have  been  great, 
and  I  trust  bis  name  may  be  brought  to  the  favour¬ 
able  notice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  a  Staff 
Officer  of  the  highest  efficiency. 

16.  I  have  already  noticed  the  resolute  way  in 
'which  the  road  by  the  Sumbulboot  spur  was  recon- 
noitered  by  Lieutenant  Lockhart,  Deputy  Assistant 
Quartermaster-General,  on  the  evening  of  the  3rd 
instant.  His  services  have  been  equally  valuable 
throughout  the  period  under  report,  and  I  hope 
will  be  favourably  mentioned  by  the  Major-General 
Commanding. 

17.  Captain  Graham,  Deputy  Assistant  Com¬ 
missary-General,  attached  to  the  brigade,  has  made 
excellent  arrangements  throughout,  and  his  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  conducted  with  as  much  regularity 
during  the  period  under  report  as  if  the  troops  had 
been  in  quarters. 

18.  Lieutenant  MacPherson,  3rd  Punjab  Cavalry 
(on  privilege  leave  from  this  regiment),  has  given 
me  every  satisfaction  as  Orderly  Officer,  and  his 
services  have  been  most  useful. 

19.  Lieutenant  Rowcroft,  R.E.,  Assistant  Field 
Engineer,  attached  to  No.  2  Brigade,  rendered 
constant  and  most  valuable  service,  and  directed 
the  labours  of  the  Company  of  Sappers  and  Miners 
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(No.  2),  under  Lieutenant  Murphy,  R.E.,  which 
were  most  valuable  to  the  brigade.

Head-  Quarters,  Hazara  Field  Force , 

Sir,  Camp  Oogie,  October  22,  1868. 

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  of  Major  General  A.  Wilde,  C.B.,  C.S.I.,  the 
operations  of  the  Royal  Artillery  of  the  Hazara 
Field  Force  under  my  command,  as  marginally 
noted,*  since  leaving  this  camp  on  the  3rd  of 
October,  1868. 

2.  At  4  a.m.,  on  the  3rd  of  October,  the  whole 
of  the  Royal  Artillery  of  the  Force  was  assembled 


*  D  Battery,  F  Brigade,  R.H.A.,  with  guns  on 
elephants,  commanded  by  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  G. 
Renny,  V.C.,  4  9-pounder  guns  and  2  24-pounder  howitzers. 

2nd  Battery,  24th  Brigade,  R.A.,  Mountain  Mortar 
Battery,  commanded  by  2nd  Captain  C.  S.  Jackson,  4  5^-inch 
mortars. 

Peshawur  Mountain  Battery,  commanded  by  2nd 
Captain  Minto  Elliot,  Royal  Artillery.  2  3 -pounder  guns, 
and  2  12-pounder  howitzers. 

Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  commanded  by  Brevet- 
Major  F.  R.  DeBude,  R.A.  2  3-pounder  guns,  and  2 
12-pounder  howitzers. 

Total  18  pieces  of  ordnance,  with  120  rockets  attached 
to  2nd  Battery,  24tb  Brigade,  Royal  Artillery, 
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at  the  village  of  Munchoora,  about  one  mile  from 
Oogie,  and  was  detailed  as  follows  : — 

The  Peshawur  Mountain  Battery,  to  the 
2nd  Brigade  under  Brigadier-General 
Vaughan,  C.B ; 

The  Hazara  Mountain  Battery,  to  the  1st  Bri¬ 
gade  under  command  of  Brigadier 
General  Bright. 

D.  Battery,  F.  Brigade,  Royal  Horse  Artillery, 
with  4  9-pounder  guns  and  2  24- 
pounder  howitzers  on  elephants,  with 
the  reserve ; 

A  half-battery  of  2nd  Battery,  24th  Brigade, 
Royal  Artillery,  with  mortars  on  mules, 
also  with  the  reserve,  under  the 
immediate  command  of  Major-General 
Wilde,  C.B.,  C.S.I.  The  other  half¬ 
battery,  2-24th  Royal  Artillery,  was 
left  near  Pumbul  Gully,  about  two 
miles  from  Munchoora,  with  two 
Native  Regiments,  awaiting  the  return 
of  the  2nd  Brigade,  after  crowning  the 
heights  on  the  Kubbul  spur. 

3.  The  Batteries  were  not  engaged  until  the 
night  of  the  3rd,  when  the  Hazara  Mountain 
Battery  was  employed  in  assisting  the  advance 
piquets  of  the  1st  Brigate,  which  had  proceeded 
as  far  as  Munna-ka-Dunna  in  repelling  a  night 
attack  of  the  enemy  ;  and  a  fire  was  kept  up  on 
the  ridge  leading  to  the  enemy’s  breast-work  with 
apparently  good  effect. 

4.  On  the  morning  of  the  4th  October,  the 
2nd  Brigade  having  re-joined  Head-Quarters  at  the 
village  of  Koongullee,  the  whole  of  the  Artillery 
of  the  force  was  collected  at  Munna-ka-Dunna 
by  10  a.m.  At  11  a.m.  the  centre  division  of  D 
Battery,  F  Brigade,  Royal  Horse  Artillery,  under 
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Lieutenant  Higginson,  and  under  the  personal 
superintendence  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Renny, 
V.C.,  commanding  the  Battery,  came  into  action 
on  a  small  plateau,  on  the  ground  occupied  during 
the  night  by  the  advance  piquet  of  the  1st  Brigade, 
to  cover  the  advance  of  the  brigade  against 
Sungas  erected  on  a  knoll  about  1,000  yards 
in  front  of  our  position.  Some  excellent  practice 
was  made,  from  the  effects  of  which  the  enemy 
were  driven  out  of  their  defences  previous  to  the 
arrival  of  the  attacking  column.  A  few  rockets 
were  fired  from  the  same  position  by  a  detachment 
of  2nd  Battery,  24th  Brigade,  Royal  Artillery, 
under  Lieutenant  E,  A.  Wilson.  These  being 
shot  rockets  were  not  found  of  great  use  on 
this  occasion,  and  the  fire  was  shortly  dis¬ 
continued. 

5.  The  Peshawur  and  Hazara  Mountain  Bat¬ 
teries,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Elliot  and 
Major  De  Bude,  respectively,  accompanied  the 
advance  to  the  attack  of  the  Sunga,  and  covered 
the  column  in  its  further  progress  to  the  summit  of 
Chittabut,  on  the  crest  of  the  Black  Mountain, 
where  these  two  batteries  bivouacked  during  the 
night ;  D  Battery,  F  Brigade,  Royal  Horse 
Artillery,  and  the  Mountain  Mortar  Battery, 
remained  at  Munna-ka-Dunna. 

6.  On  the  morning  of  the  5th,  the  two  Moun¬ 
tain  Batteries  again  proceeded  to  support  the 
advance  from  Chittabut  to  the  Muchaie  Peak,  when 
both  batteries  materially  assisted  by  the  precision 
of  their  fire  in  dislodging  the  enemy  from  pine 
forests  on  the  flank  of  the  line  of  march,  and 
finally  by  clearing  the  summit  of  the  mountain 
before  the  infantry  assaulted. 

7.  The  small  loss  sustained  by  the  attacking 
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column  on  the  4th  and  5th  is,  I  believe,  attributable 
in  a  great  measure,  to  the  accurate  and  powerful 
fire  of  the  three  batteries  above  referred  to. 

8.  Since  the  5th  instant,  no  battery  has  been 
engaged.  On  the  14th,  the  Peshawur  Mountain 
Battery  was  detached  with  a  flying  column  under 
Brigadier- General  Vaughan,  C.B.,  to  cover  the 
burning  of  the  villages  of  Kudrut  Shah. 

9.  Two  elephants  of  the  Elephant  Battery 
were  brought  up  the  Muchaie  Peak,  and  no 
accident  occurred  to  them,  though  they  went  over 
many  very  dangerous  and  difficult  places. 

10.  Though  the  nature  of  the  operations  has 
not  admitted  of  the  extensive  use  of  artillery  under 
my  command,  I  feel  myself  bound  to  bring  to  the 
Major-General’s  notice  the  zeal  and  intelligence 
displayed  by  the  Officers  in  command  of  D  Bat¬ 
tery,  F  Brigade,  Royal  Horse  Artillery  and  2nd 
Battery,  24th  Brigade,  Royal  Artillery.  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Renny,  V.C.,  and  Captain  Jackson,  in 
bringing  their  batteries  to  the  front,  under  many 
and  great  disadvantages,  a  battery  of  Horse 
Artillery  suddenly  converted  into  an  Elephant 
Battery  has  much  to  contend  with  in  the  way  of  hard 
work,  in  mounting  and  dismounting  its  guns  and 
carriages,  and  in  adapting  itself  to  the  necessities 
of  mountain  warfare,  so  opposed  to  its  antecedents; 
and  I  consider  the  greatest  credit  is  due  to  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel  Renny,  V.C.,  and  the  Officers  and 
Non-Commissioned  Officers  and  men  under  his 
command. 

11.  Captain  Jackson  arrived  at  Rawul  Pindee 
with  his  men  only,  and  having  very  inferior  mules, 
and  men  totally  new  to  the  work,  has  managed  to 
keep  his  battery  well  to  the  front  over  some  very 
difficult  country.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
less  than  two  months  ago  the  battery  possessed 
neither  mortars  nor  mules,  I  feel  sure  the  Major- 
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General  will  consider  great  credit  due  to  Captain 
Jackson  and  his  Officers,  Non-Commissioned 
Officers  and  men. 

12.  The  two  Mountain  Batteries  of  the  Punjab 
Frontier  Force  have  now,  as  they  have  ever,  done 
most  excellent  service,  and  their  perfectly  workman¬ 
like  equipment  and  accurate  practice  reflect  the 
greatest  credit  on  Captain  De  Bude  and  Captain 
Elliot,  and  the  Officers,  Non-Commissioned 
Officers,  and  men  under  their  command.  The 
general  excellencies  of  these  two  batteries  are 
better  known  to  the  Major-General  than  they  are 
to  me,  as  they  have  been  so  long  under  his  imme¬ 
diate  command  ;  but  I  feel  it  my  duty,  as  com¬ 
manding  the  Artillery  of  this  force  to  record  my 
highest  approval  of  the  effective  condition  of  these 
two  batteries. 

13.  To  Major  Hughes,  late  commanding  Pesha- 
wur  Mountain  Battery,  under  whom  the  battery 
attained  such  excellence,  my  thanks  are  especially 
due  for  his  zealous  assistance  as  my  Orderly  Offi¬ 
cer,  and  for  the  help  he  rendered  in  organizing 
the  Mountain  Mortar  Battery. 

14.  Lieutenant  R.  M.  Stewart,  Adjutant  of  the 
Royal  Artillery,  has  been  from  the  beginning  of 
the  greatest  service  to  me,' and  is  an  Officer  of 
great  merit  and  promise. 

15.  In  conclusion  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Major-General  the  active  exertions  of 
Mr.  McDermott,  Deputy  Assistant  Commissary 
of  Ordnance,  in  charge  of  the  Field  Park,  and 
his  subordinates.  My  thanks  are  also  due  on  this 
head  to  Major  Simeon,  who  succeeded  me  in 
command  of  the  Royal  Artillery  at  Rawul  Pindee, 
and  was  mainly  instrumental  in  getting  the  stores 
and  ammunition  pushed  on  to  Abbottabad,  when 
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the  establishments  at  Rawul  Pindee  were  much 
too  small  for  the  hard  work  required  of  them.

being  Peers  and  producing  a  mandate  in 
writing  duly  signed  before  witnesses,  and  both 
the  constituent  and  proxy  being  qualified  accord¬ 
ing  to  law) :

Vessels  arriving  from  infected  ports,  but  with 
clean  bills  of  health,  and  having  had  no  case  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  on  board  during 
the  voyage,  will  be  quarantined  for  twenty-one 
days  from  the  date  of  leaving  the  infected  port. 
Vessels  that  have  had  a  case  of  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious  disease  on  board  during  the  voyage  will  be 
quarantined  for  twenty- one  days  from  the  date  of 
the  disappearance  of  the  last  case.  In  cases 
where  there  is  reason  to  suspect  that  a  case  of 
sickness  has  occurred  during  the  voyage,  the 
vessel  will  be  detained  under  observation,  for  such 
length  of  time,  not  exceeding  twenty-one  days,  as 
the  health  officer  may  deem  proper.
